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PURCHASE OF THE 8T0WB COLLECTION 

BY HEK MAJESTY'S GOVERNMENT.

British Museum to Treasury. 

My Lords, British Museum, 28 March 1883. 

The Trustees of the Biitish Museum have had before fhem proposals for a 
purchase of unusual magnitude, whicli it has occasioned them much solicitude 
to deal with. 

The late Earl of Ashbumham, as is well known, occupied himself from an 
early date to the time of his death in forming an extensive library of printed 
books and manuscripts, paying particular attention to the latter. He made his 
selection with much judgment, giving preference to works of early English and 
European literature, and to art illustration. 

In the autumn of the year 1879 the |)resent Earl offered this library of books 
and manuscripts to the Trustees, asking 160,000 1 for it. 

On being desired to separate tl)e manuscripts from the printed books, he 
agreed to do so, representing, however, that he should require the full sum of 
160,000 L for the manuscripts alone, as he had ascertained that he had under- 
priced his library in his first offer. 

The manuscripts comprise three distinct collections, known by the names of 
the Stowe, the Barrois, and the Ubri ; and a fourth, known as the " Appendix," 
representing the occasional purchases of the late Earl. 

Of these, the Stowe collection, numbering 996 volumes, sold by the Duke of 
Buckingham to the late Earl of Ashbumham in the year 1849, is rich in Irish 
literature, English topography and genealogy, and political correspondence. It 
includes a collection of rare Anglo-Saxon charters dating from the year 693. 

The Barrois collection of 702 manuscripts, formed by a French litterateur of 
that name, is particularly strong in early French romances and general litera- 
ture, and contains several finely illuminated manuscripts, and ivory covers. 

The collection formed by M. Libri, an Italian refugee in France, who was 
greatly distinguished for mathematical acquirements, and as a political writer, 
and held appointments under the French Government in the time of Loxiis 
Philippe, is remarkable for numerous very ancient manuscripts, works of early 
Italian literature, including many copies of Dante's Commedia, and extensive 
Italian and French private correspondence from the fourteenth century, but 
especially of distinguished French men of science ; and a large collection of 
rare autographs. It is represented by 1,923 numbers in the printed catalogue. 

The " Appendix " consists of about 250 volumes, nearly all of great value, 
and including missals and Books of Hours richly illuminated ; copies of Dante's 
Commedia, and treatises ; manuscripts of Wycliffe's writings and biblical trans- 
lations, of works of Hampole, Chaucer, Gower, Nassyngton, and other early 
English poets ; English chronicles, monastic registers, &c. 

Apprehensive of difficulty in obtaining your Lordships' sanction to the 
expenditure of so large a sum as 160,000/. on the acquisition of these 
manuscripts, the Trustees made proposals to Lord Ashbumham to treat sepa- 
rately for the Stowe and the Appendix collections. For each of these, however, 
his Lordship asked 60,000 1.^ and declined to submit them to a valuation by 
experts. The negotiation was carried no further at that time. 

The general expression of regret for the loss to this country of the Duke of 
Hamilton's collection of manuscripts, sold privately by His Grace to the 
Prussian Government, as it is understood, for 82,000 /., in October last, induced 
the Trustees to make a further effort to obtain possession of the Ashbumham 
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collection; and Lord Ashbumham was invited to renew the offer of his 
manuscripts. This he assented to, again naming 160,000/. as the price, and 
making it a condition that the collection should be taken en bloc. 

Mr. Thompson, Keeper of the Department of Manuscripts, was instructed to 
go down to Ashbumham Place, and examine the manuscripts. He found that 
the larger and more valuable portion of them was placed together in a room 
on the ground-floor, the remainder being stored away in an upper room. 

The selected portion he went over and valued, volume by volume, and made 
a general valuation of those in the upper room. He subsequently, with the 
Earl's consent, brought up to the Museum 930 of the choicest volumes and 
portfolios of papers, in order to be able to examine them more thoroughly, and 
to submit them to the inspection of the Trustees, and of persons specially 
qualified to judge of their value. 

The result of Mr. Thompson's first examination, so far as he was able to 
carry it, was to bring out a total valuation of 149,000/., and being thus satis- 
fied of the importance of the collections, and of the reasonableness of the price, 
he reported on the character of the manuscripts to the Trustees, strongly 
recommending that steps should be taken to ensure their acquisition for the 
Museum. 

Since the manuscripts selected by Mr. Thompson have been in the Museum, 
they have been closely examined again and again by him, frequently in con- 
junction with the Principal Librarian, and he has had the opportunity of 
obtaining opinions on different sections of them, especially of the volumes with 
miniatures, and of the manuscripts of Dante, from the best authorities* with the 
effect of considerably raising his estimation of these important parts of the 
collection. 

The Trustees have carefully considered the question of purchase of this great 
collection of manuscripts. It is found to comprise volumes of rarity and 
intrinsic interest in various branches of literature and art. 

or illuminated manuscripts, a selection of 70 volumes, imder examination at 
the Museum, includes examples of the highest excellence in the French, 
English, Flemish, German, and especially the Italian Schools. Of these 
latter, one volume, known as the " Albani Missal,'* but which is a Book of 
Hours executed for Alemanno Salviati, brother-in-law of Lorenzo de' Medici, 
contains miniatures signed by Amigo Aspertini, of Bologna, and Pietro 
Perugino, with others conjectured to be by Francia and Lorenzo di Credi. A 
second manuscript was written by the famous Florentine scribe, Sinibaldo, in 
the year 1485, and has most exquisitely painted borders and miniatures, which 
competent judges ascribe to Lorenzo di Credi. Two others are in the same 
style of ait. There is also a series of 38 large miniatures of the Life of Christ, 
of the fourteenth century, rated very highly by artists who have examined 
them, and a Psalter of the earlier half of the same centiu'y, filled with miniatiures 
of peculiar and very interesting character of art. 

Of the French school, there is an extremely fine Psalter, executed about the 
year 1330, for Jane, Queen of Navarre, daughter of Louis X. of France, 
probably as a present to her from the French King, Philip of Valois, and Jane 
of Burgundy, his Queen, the Queen of Navarre's aunt. It contains portraits of 
Philip and his Queen ; and the Office of St. Louis, King of France, has a series 
of miniatures, in which are represented scenes from his life. St. Louis died in 
1270, and the portraits i»f him in these miniatures may be considered to have a 
character of authenticity. 

Also of the same school are : A Boethius of the second half of the fifteenth 
century, with several fine miniatures. A Book of Hours of the time of Francis L, 
with highly finished paintings. Two large volumes of Lives of Saints of the 
fifteenth century, with numerous illustrations. A manuscript of the Romance 
of Lancelot du Lac of the end of the thirteenth century, with beautiful 
miniatures. And the ** Romance de la Sapience," with numerous drawings in 
camaien gris. 

Of the English School, there are several MSS. of particular importance. 
A Psalter of the beginning of the 14th century, fully illuminated, and con- 
taining in the lower margin a series of most curious and partly grotesque 
coloxured drawings of various subjects — biblical, legendary, and others. Another 
Psalter of the same century, with very fine borders. A Book of Hours, having 
inscribed in it the name of EUzabeth of York, Queen of Henry VIL, in her 
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autograph, but of earlier date in the 15th century, and having miniatures of 
finer execution than any museum example ; and a MS. of the 15th century 
with numerous miniatures, and additionally interesting as having belonged to 
John Talbot, Earl of Shrewsbury. 

Amongst MSS. of the Flemish School is a book of Hours of the second half 
of the 15th century, illustrated with exquisite drawings delicately shaded. 

Of the German School is a Psalter of the 14th century, full of miniatures, 
showing strong Italian influence, and valuable as a rare example of the period, 
and throwing light on the history of early German art. 

In connection with the art interest of the collection, the bindings of many of 
the volumes have a considerable value. Several of the Barrels MSS. have 
ivories inserted in the covers. One of these, very finely carved, is of Byzantine 
workmanship of the 8th century. ITie ancient Irish service book of the Stowe 
collection has a curious metal case made up at diflFerent periods. But the most 
splendid specimen of ancient binding is that on a copy of the Gospels of the 
10th century. The upper cover of this MS. is formed of a silver-gilt plate of 
repouss6 work representing the Crucifixion, perhaps of the 10th or 1 1th century. 
The artistic designs of the angels and other small figures are very beautiful. 
This plate is thickly bordered with a mass of gems set in filigree work. The 
other cover is more ancient, being of metal with early enamels and engraved 
vdth interlacings. 

The ancient biblical and theological MSS. date from early in the 5th century. 
From that period to the close of the 10th century there are about 112 MSS. 
The most important is a Pentateuch of the 7th century, with 18 large coloured 
drawings, full of interest for mode of treatment and costume. It is believed to 
have been executed in Northern Italy, and is a unique example. 

Of ancient classical MSS., there are two 10th century copies of Virgil, and 
one of Cicero*s de Senectute ; a 10th and 11th century MS. of Horace ; a 9th 
century MS. of Lucan, and a 12th century Juvenal. 

Of early English Litei*ature, there are two copies 'of Chaucer's Canterbury 
Tales of the beginning of the 15th century, and two later. A MS. of Chaucer's 
Astrolabe, 15th century. Two copies of Piers Plowman, 14th and 15th 
centuries. Gower's Confessio Amantis, a handsome MS., early 15th century. 
Three MSS. of Occleve's poems, 15th century. Four MSS. of Hampole's 
works, 15th century. Nassyngton's works, 15th century. Thirteen MSS. of 
Wycliflfe's translation of the Bible, or portions of it, and four MSS. of his 
treatises, of the 15th century. Also of the same date, Parker's Dives et Pauper, 
Two MSS. of Saints' Lives in verse, one of the 14th, the other of the 15th 
century ; also a large volume of the same in prose, 1 5th century. A most 
valuable MS. of the York Mysteries. A life of St. Katherine ; Mansio Caeno- 
bitica ; Speculum vitae ; Romance of Partenope ; and a Courtesy book. There 
is also an early 15th century Primer or Prayer-book, MSS. of which are very 
rare. 

Under this head also come a Psalter of the 11th centiu'y, with Anglo-Saxon 
gloss; and a most valuable MS. of early EngUsh homilies of the end of the 
12th century. 

Of later date are a contemporary copy of Sidney's Arcadia, and a Masque of 
Elizabeth's or James I.'s time. 

In French Literature, there are many valuable copies of Romances and early 
poems. Among them are the following: — Yuain, 14th century ; Godefroi de 
Bouillon, an early copy; Tristram; Guest e du Saint Graal, 1319; Sept Sages 
de Rome, 14th century; Guiron de Courtois, 14th century, important as 
having a very rare prologue by Elie de Borron ; Miracles de la Vierge, a rare 
collection, 15th century; Bestiaire d'Amoiu*; and a collection of French poems, 
14th century ; Chronique de Bertrand du Guesclin, 15th century, a rare work; 
Parth^nopex de Blois, an extremely valuable MS. of the 13th century; Garin le 
Loh^rain ; Castoiement d'un pfere a son fils, in verse, 13th century ; Religious 
pieces in prose and verse, an extremely interesting MS. of the end of the 1 2th 
century ; a fine MS. of llieseus of Cologne ; Chatelin de Coucy, 14th century ; 
Agolant, a most important text of the 13th century ; &c., &c. 

Of Italian Literature, there are about 1,300 MSS., mostly of the 14th and 
15th centuries; partly original works, partly translations; bat the most 
attractive are the MSS. of Dante. Of these the Trustees have had the benefit 
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of the opinion of Dr. Moore, who writes : *^ It seems to me almost impossible to 
exaggerate the value and interest of this magnificent eoUection. To judge 
from Batines, it would not appear to be surpassed by any other library, public 
or private, except of course the libraries of Florence, and possibly those ^ the 
Vatican and Paris. Of the EHvina Commedia, or portions of it, there are no 
less than 27 MSS., which 1 have examined pretty carefully. There are 15 other 
MSS.^ cousisting partly of various cc»nmentaries^ &c,^ and partly of other works 
of Dante, including (what is most remarkable) no less than three MSS. of the 
^ De Monarchia.' The MSS, of the Divina Commedia are not only remarkable 
for their number, but include many of peculiar interest and value." 

Irish MSS. — There is a large collection of Irish MSS. formed by Dr. 
O'Conor, which passed into the Stowe library. Many are of the 14th and 
15th centuries, while others are more recent transcripts. The most famous 
among them are a Missal, said to be of the 1 0th and 1 1th centuries; and one 

of tlie original MSS. of the Annals of the Four Masters. 

• 

Chronicles. — Of English chronicles there are the following: — Geoffiy of 
Monmouth, late 12th century; William of Newburgh, Hoveden, and Nennius^ 
13tli century; Henry of Huntingdon, 14th century; Hemingford, lathcentury* 
Four manuscripts of Higden, and seven copies of the Brute Chronicle, ISth 
century. There are six MSS. of foreign chronicles. 

Charters and Chartularies. — In this department the Ashbumham collection 
is remarkably rich. It includes as many as 42 Anglo-Saxon charters, the 
earliest being dated in 693. Next in importance is the Regisler of Hyde 
Abbey, Winchester, containing various miscellaneous entries, and having, 
above all, some beautiful Saxon drawings of the 11th century. The other 
chartularies are those of Pipewell, 13th century; Durham, 14th century; St. 
Neots, early 13th centmry; Horton Drinklmm; Bradenstoke ; Marham ; 
Norwich, 14th century ; with rentals of Wysset, Nedewood, Higham Ferrers, 
and Bereford. Also a French chartulary of Pierrefond, 13th century. Original 
charters of Fiixton, Burton and Repingdon monasteries; a collection of York- 
shire charters ; and a register of Codicote, county Herts. Perhaps the most 
important of this series are a large chartulary of Spalding Priory, of the early 
14th century ; another of St. Thomas's Hospital, Southwark, temp. Hen. VII. ; 
and a corporation book of Winchester, 14th- 16th centuries. 

Historical Manuscripts. — There are eight volumes of wardrobe -books and 
jewel account**, four of which are of the time of Edward I., one of Edward II., 
and three of Elizabeth. Two Privy Council Books ; the first temp. Elizabeth, 
copied soon after; the second an original for the years 1660-1670. In the 
Stowe collection there are a large number of transcripts of Parliamentary and 
similar papers. Probably of great value is a set of 16 volumes containing the 
returns of the distribution of forfeited lands in Ireland, drawn up in 1677. In 
the same library is the original diary of Henry, second Earl of Clarendon, for 
the year 1688. There is also a most interesting diary of John Syms, Incum* 
bent of Sheepstor, county Devon, relating to the Civil Wai-s, 1640-1653. 

State Papers. — In the Stowe Library there is a large collection of original 
letters and documents connected with English history, and containing letters 
of Sovereigns and distinguished people, in two portfolios, llie ^^Edmondes 
Papers/' in 1 2 volumes, contain the letters and papers relating to the negotia- 
tions of Sir Thomas Edmcmdes, Ambassador to France and the Netherlands, 
1592-1633. The " Hanover Papers," in 10 volumes, contain the private cor- 
respoildence of both political parties in England with the Electoral Court of 
Hanover, temp. Will. III. — George IL ; they were collected by Robethon, 
private secretary to Will. III. and afterwards to George L, when Elector and 
as King ; they include the correspondence of the Electress Sophia with various 
political persons in England, and with her agents in this country ; also numerous 
letters of Louis XIV., William III., Marlborough, the Electors, and other 
princes ; and Jacobite correspondence of a later date. This is an invaluable 
set of papers for the history of the time. 

The ** Essex Papers," in 25 volumes, contain the correspondence and papers 
of Arthur Capel, first Earl of Essex, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, 1672 1677- 
This great collection is of the greatest importance for the history of Ireland of 
that period. 

The 
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The " Phelps Papers " are the official and private correspondence of Richard 
Phelps, private secretary to George Pitt, Earl Rivers, Ambassador at Turin, 
1744, and afterwards Under Secretary of State. The ^* Coventry Papers," 1671- 
1680; **Cliandos Letters," 1681-1688; '* Stanhope Papers," 1700-1705; are 
chiefly letter books of political and diplomatic correspondence. 

Correspondence and Autographs. — ^There are several collections of literary and 
antiquarian correspondence in the Stowe Library, viz., those of Thomas Parker, 
Lord Chancellor Macclesfield, tempp. Anne — George II. ; of Edward Whitley, 
Recorder of Chester, 1626-1630 ; of Charles Lyttelton, Dean of Exeter, 18th 
century. 

The Libri Library contains an enormous raass of literary correspondence, and 
of autograph letters of French and Italian writers of all ranks and professions. 
There are the correspondences of Mersenne, the mathematician, and of Peiresc, 
the antiquary, 17th century; a great collection of autographs, from the 15th 
to the 18th centiu'y, in 58 portfolios; correspondence of Alexander Famese, 
of Gassendi ; of the bibliographer, Tomitano ; four volumes of autograph 
papers of Napoleon Bonaparte ; an extensive correspondence, in 30 portfolios, 
of Huet, Bishop of Avranches, with all the leading personages and scholars of 
his time ; correspondence of the family of Acciajuoli, of Flor«K5e, 14th and 
15th centuries, in 15 portfolios; correspondence of Florentine officials, 15th 
century; of the family of Sacchetti of Florence, early 1 5 th century, in three 
portfoUos ; letters of the Royal House of Portugal to the Abbot of St. Mary's, 
Florence, in two vols., 15th century; and, finally, an extensive collection of 
the letters of scholars, astronomers, and mathematicians, of the 17th and 18th 
centuries. 

Of particular manuscripts which might have been inchided in the aboye 
classes may be mentioned : three M SS. of tiie Lex Salica of the IQth and 1 1th 
centuries ; two of Capitularia of Charlemagne, 10th century ; four of PontiOcal 
Kegesta, 12th, 14th, and 15th centuries. Two MSS. of dassical inscriptions 
drawn up in Italy early in the 16th century ; two MSS. of Marco Polo's 
travels and two of Mandeville ; two MSS. of Ldonardo da Vinci's writings, and 
a third with sketches ; process of the trial of Joan of Arc, 1456, a large volume ; 
" Falkland's Military Miscellany Book ;" entry book of Lord Deputy Falkland^ 
1626-1629 ; a volume of 21 letters of the Duke, and 75 letters of the Ducheas 
of Mariborough to Secretary Cra^s ; a small volume of selected papers, chiefly 
of the 16th century, and containing a holc^raph letter of Henry IV. of England, 
when Earl of Derby and Tjancaster. 

There are a few Creek MSS., <me a very handsome MS. of Diony^w 
Exiguus, of the 10th century, and some Oriental MSS., including a lai^ge 
Arabic volume, ** Haddis," on vellum, 18th century. 

There are also heraldic collections, of which a large proportion is in the Stowe 
Library, induding many heralds* visitations for different counties. 

This partial enumeration of the volumes. and papers of interest contained in 
the Ashbumham collection of manuscripts will serve to justify the c^nnion ol 
the Trustees that it is their duty to endeavour by all the means in their power to 
secure it for the nation. The ancient manuscripts, of which it has so many, are 
not to be procured from any other known source. The numerous illuminated 
manuscripts, illustrated with miniatures, include many of the very highest 
character, and particularly of the Italian school, at present very inadequately 
represented in the Museum collections. 

The individual specimens, of unusual beauty, are not only to be considered ; 
the number and variety of the manuscripts are important. 

The chief object in a national collection of these works of art, such as that 
of the Museum, is to bring together so full a collection of examples as may 
make it possible to study the whole subject of the rise and growth of the art 
itself, and the influence of one country on another in its development. The 
Museiun collection of manuscripts with miniatures is already rich in many 
directions, but it will be rendered very much more instructive by the addition 
of the numerous and fine examples now off^ered. The absence of remains of 
early pictorial art in this country, owing to the destruction of such works in 
churches and monastic libraries at the time of the Reformation, makes it the 
more desirable to accumulate what can be collected from other sources. 

It must be unnecessary to dwell on the importance and value of the other 
282. A 4 sections 
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sections of the general collection: the Irish MSS., the Saxon charters, the 
Wickliffite, Chaucerian, and other early English literature, the early texts of 
French romances, the numerous Dantes, and large collection of early Italian 
literature ; the English monastic and municipal roisters and chartularies and 
wardrobe books of English Sovereijins, the English and Irish Stat« Papers of 
peculiar interest, the French and Italian literary correspondence, and the choice 
autographs; all these form an assemblage of works and records of various 
interest, such as it will hardly be possible to bring together again hereafter. 

The Trustees are of opinion that the price asked for the manuscripts, though 
in itself large, is by no means disproportionate to the character of the collection, 
and they cannot but anticipate that if the present offer is rejected the manu- 
scripts will leave this country, and be placed out of reach of EngUsh students. 

I'he known eagerness of certain foreign governments and local institutions to 
enrich their collections with works of art and remains of early literature, must 
be taken into consideration in estimating the value of the Ashburnham col- 
lection. 

The price paid for the manuscripts recently sold by the Duke of Hamilton to 
the Pru8si«^n Government, under 700 in number, if correctly stated at 82,000/., 
represents 117/* per number; that of the Ashburnham collection, taken at 
3,800 numbers, will be 42 /. per number, although ii is of a generally higher 
character. 

Only one difficulty has stood in the way of an early decision on the fitness 
of the proposed purchase. Two of the four divisions of the Ashburnham Collec- 
tion of Manuscripts have been pointed out by the Director of the National 
Library of France as containing several volumes and portfolios of early literary 
correspondence, abstracted from French public libraries. The Trustees have 
thought it advisable, indeed it may be said they have deemed it indispensable, 
to free the collection from any claim which might be made on the part of French 
libraries to the restitution of these manuscripts before submitting the offer for 
purchase to your Lordships. They therefore invited the French Government 
to take steps to verify the suspicions entertained by the Director of the National 
library of France, and this gentleman was instructed to proceed to London to 
inspect the volumes and papers regarded by him as derived from Frertch public 
libraries. This has been done ; a certain number of volumes, chiefly of the 
more ancient manuscripts, and many portfolios of autographs and h'terary 
correspondence from the Libri collection, with 66 MSS. from the Barrois collec- 
tion, in all 167 numbers, have been set apart as shown to have been taken from 
French repositories. A letter from M. Delisle, Director of the Biblioth^que 
Nationale (copy enclosed) states that these papers and volumes were valued by 
him and his colleagues at six hundred thousand francs (600,000 f.) ; and in 
this valuation the Museum oflBcers concur. 

The Trustees, therefore, in recommending the purchase of the whole collec- 
tion of the Ashburnham manuscripts for the sum of 160,000 /., desire it to be 
understood that, if the general proposal is accepted by your Lordships, they 
would ask to have the power to make over to the French Government for the 
sum of 600,000 francs, to be paid into the Exchequer, the 167 manuscripts 
believed to have been taken from public libraries of France ; assurance being 
received from the French Government that no further claim will be made in 
this respect. 

It may be stated that, although the libri and Barrois collections will lose 
many important manuscripts by this proposed arrangement, what will remain 
in them represents a very high valuation. 

The Libri collection will lose all the most ancient manuscripts, many of them 
mere fragments from existing volumes, dating from the 5th to the 8th century, 
and including a Latin Pentateuch of the 7th century, illustrated with full-page 
coloured drawings of high interest for the history of art, costume, &c., fur that 
period, and 80 portfolios of literary correspondence and autographs of dis- 
tinguished persons. 

It retains, however, what may be considered of more value for literature, 
several MSS. of the 9th to the 1 1th century ; several copies of classical works, 
as Pliny's letters of the 10th, Virgil of the 11th, Csesar of the 10th, Ovid and 
Priscian of the 12th, Sallust of the 14th centuries ; more than 1,300 works iu 
Italian from the 14th century, partly original and partly translations, a branch 
of literature nowhere represented in this country. 

The 
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The copies ofi Dante's^ Cbmni€dia and the Commentaries are retained, with 
copies of some of Boccaccio's works and of Petrarch s poems. 

There remain translations of Ovid, Livy, and Valerius Maximus ; a Bible of the 
15th century; romances and poems ; the Cortegiano of Castiglione, with author's 
corrections ; early copies of V'Ulani's chronicles ; Marco Polo's travels ; a copy of 
the chronicle of Dino Compagni of the loth century, serving to disprove the 
theory maintained by German critics that this work is a forgery of the 17th 
century ; Sacchetti's Novelle, autograph, &c. 

There will remain also a large collection of Italian autograph letters and 
papers, including four volumes of writings of Napoleon Bonaparte in early life ; 
correspondence of Gomez, Abbot of St. Mary's» Florence, with the Court of 
Lisbon in the year 1437 ; of Benedetto Dei, a Florentine diplomatist, in the 
middle of the i5th century ; of the family of Acciajuoli of Florence, of the 14th 
and 1 6th centuries, in 15 portfolios ; of Francesco Sacc'aetti, in the same period, 
in three portfolios; Gr. B. Tomitano in the 18th and 19th centuries, in 65 
voltunes. 

The French and Latin correspondence of Huet, Bishop of Avranches, in 30 

Eortfolios, is also retained, and amongst remaining illuminated MSS. is the 
orenzo Book of Hours. 

These manuscripts, together with the general collection not particularly dis- 
tinguished, represent full 28,000 /. in the general valuation. 

The loss in the Barrois collection would not be great, most of the surrendered 
volumes being of little comparative value. Of the 66 numbers proposed to be 
given up, only six can be named as of particular importance (Nos. 10, 24, 65, 
75, 201, 494). 

It is proper to add that the Trustees have received a memorial, signed by 177 
members of the University of Cambridge, stating *Hh at the opportunity now 
afforded by the offer of the Earl of Ashbumham to dispose of his library of 
manuscripts is one which, in the interests of literature and art, ought not to be 
neglected," and expressing a hope ** that the Government may be induced to 
grant the comparativeljr moderate sum required for the purchase, and so secure 
a treasure which otherwise will certainly be lost to the nation " ; and adding 
that ** the varied character of tlie collection as a whole, and the priceless nature 
of special portions of it, are such that it would at once enrich and complete the 
already valuable accumulations of the British Museum to a far greater extent 
than the isolated purchases of many generations."

Treasury Chambers^ 17 April 1883. 

Your Royal Highnesses, my Lords, and Gentlemen, 

I AM directed by the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty's Treasury 
to inform you that Her Majesty's Government have given their most careful 
consideration to the proposal, in Mr. Bond's letter of the 28th ultimo, that the 
collections of manuscripts belon^ng to Lord Ashbumham should be purchased 
for the British Museum. 

The Trustees are well aware of the weight which is attached to their 
recommendations, especially when made and supported as in the present case ; 
and they will therefore appreciate the reluctance with which Her Majesty's 
Government have come to the conclusion that they are not prepared to purchase 
the collection en bloc. 

I am to add, that if Lord Ashbumham is now willing to treat for the purchase 
separately, of diflFerent portions of his collection, my Lords will be prepared to 
consider any proposals you may recommend referring to particular purchases.

My Lords, British Museum, 28 April 1883. 

The Trustees of the British Museum have had before them Mr. Courtney's 
letter of the 17th instant, communicating the decision of Her Majesty's 
Government on the proposed purchase of the collection of MSS. of the Earl of 
Ashbumham, strongly recommended to your Lordships. 

While it extinguishes the hope that the entire collection might be acquired 
for the country, the letter gives encouragement to efforts on the part of the 
Trustees to induce Lord Ashbumham to make a separate offer of selected 
portions, and states that Her Majesty*s Government will be prepared to consider 
any recommendations from the Trustees " referring to particular purchases." 

Viewing the collection as constituted of four divisions having distinctive 
characters, as represented in the letter in which the proposal to purchase was 
made to your Lordships, the Trustees have had no hesitation in fixing upon the 
sections known as the Stowe, and the Appendix, as by much the most desirable 
for acquisition ; the former containing what is of chief importance for En<;land 
and Ireland in early literature and historical documents ; the latter comprising, 
not only choice copies of works of Ciiaucer and Wickliffe, and writers of their 
period, but also an unexampled collection of MSS. representing English and 
Italian Art of the finest character, together with copies of Dante, and individual 
MSS. of great rarity and value. 

Accordingly, the Keeper of the Department of Manuscripts has been in 
correspondence with Lord Ashbumham to ascertain whether, and on what 
terms, he would consent to offer these two divisions of his collection apart from 
the remainder, and with this result : — 

In a letter of the 20th instant, his Lordship agrees to separate the Stowe and 
Appendix divisions, and in a letter of the 27th instant he reduces his charge for 
the two divisions from 100,000 /. to 90,000 /., a sum very little in excess of the 
actual valuation by the Keeper of the Manuscripts.* In a previous letter of 
the

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the 22nd instant his Lordship had suggested that, if his whole collection 
of MSS. could be accepted at 160,000 /., about one-third of the purchase 
money could be allowed to remain impaid for an indefinite period on a charge 
of interest. 

The Trustees give no opinion on the latter proposal ; but their conviction of 
the great value to the country of the Stowe and Appendix divisions of Lord 
Ashbumham's collection is so strong that they feel themselves justified in 
reconimending the purchase of them at 90,000 /. 

Lord Ashbumham will not sell one division without the other, and he desires 
his present offer may be considered his ultimatum.

My Lords, British Museum, 12 May 1883. 

Mr. Courtney's letter of the 30th of April, communicating the willingness of 
Her Majesty's Government to propose to Parliament a special grant of 70,000/. 
for the purchase of the Stowe and Appendix divisions of Lord Ashbumham's 
collection of manuscripts, has been under consideration by the Trustees. 

They have also had before them a report from Mr. Thompson, the Keeper of 
the Department of Manuscripts, of the result of a lengthened interview he has 
had with Lord Ashbumham, with the aim of inducing his Lordship to meet 
fully, or in a measure, the Government offer.

3. — Treasury Miwutb, date* 16th July 1883. 

Mt Lords revert to the questioaof the disposal of the Stowe Collection of manuscripts, 
which it is proposed to purchase from the Earl of Ashburnham. 

Since their letter of the 7th instant was written to the Trustees of the British Museum, 
they have been in communication with. His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant of Lreland 
and with the Chief Secretary, on the two questions which remain for settlement^ viz. : 
(1) which of the manuscripts should be sent to Ireland, and (2) at what place those so 
sent should be deposited ? 

Upon the former point, my Lords observe that the selection is practically confined tc 
the two sections of the Collection in which are contained respectively the manuscripts in 
the Irish language, and those bearing more or less directly upon Irish history and 
literature. But the decision within these limits depends upon various considerations, 
which can only be decided by expert?. The importance of making one National 
Collection as complete as possible must be practically reconciled with the advisability of 
depositing a special class of documents in a place which either is or ought to be mo^ 
convenient to their special students, and local feelings must be weighed against Ae 
interests of science. My Lords will indicate at the end of this Minute the means whereby 
they propose to solve this difficulty. 

As regards the place pf deposit, it appears clear that, with the possible exception of 
some documents of the nature of " Public Records," whatever part of the Collection is 
i^ent to Ireland should be kept together, and not scattered ; it must therefore be deposited 
in Dublin. After giving full consideration to the claims of the various places in that city 
where it has been thought the manuscripts might be preserved. Her Majesty's Government 
have come to the conclusion that the Royad Irish Academy best fulfils the necessary 
conditions. That institution has maintained a high reputation as a learned body, and 
is already the i)OS8e8sor of valuable collections illustrative of the history and antiquities 
of Ireland : collections which are and will be available for the use of students and the 
public. A difficulty, however, arises from the fact that although the Irish Academv is 
in many ways connected with the State, notably as receiving a large annual grant, it is 
not under direct Government control. To meet this it is proposed not to give the 
manuscripts to the Irish Academy, but to lend them to it indefinitely, upon the sole 
condition that they remain available for the use of students and the public upon terms to 
be agreed on ; the manuscripts remaining the property of the Treasury. 

The terms of the loan to the Irish Academy, and the selection of* the manuscripts to be 
so lent, should be settled in the first instance by a representative of the British Museum 
in conference with some gentleman from Ireland. For this purpose my Lords consider 
that no person would be so appropriate as Sir Samuel Ferguson, who, as President of 
the Koyal Irish Academy as well as Deputy Keeper of the Public Accords of Ireland, 
seems marked out for the duty of giving advice in this matter. The ultimate decision 
and responsibility must, however, rest with the Government.

The Stowe Collection had its origin in a direc* 
tion left by Thomas Astle in his Will, that his 
library of MSS. should be offered to the Mar- 
<iuess of Buckingham on certain specified terms, 
one of which was the payment of the sum of 500 /. 
This was not the measure of their value, but 
of Mr. Astle's gratitude to the Grenville family. 
In 1763, Mr. Grenville, then First Lord of the 
Treasury and Chancellor of the Exchequer, em- 
ployed him in the arrangement of papers and 
other business which required a knowledge of 
ancient handwriting, and two years later gave 
him the office of Receiver General on the Civil 
List. This was the beginning of the good fortune 
which, supported by high qualifications, raised 
Mr. Astle to the post of 'Chief Clerk in the Re- 
cord Office, and afterwards to that of Keeper of 
the Records in the Tower. The Marquess of 
Buckingham accepted the offer, and showed his 
appreciation of what was substantially a most 
valuable bequest, by instructing Mr. (afterwards 
Sir John) Soane to prepare a suitable apartment 
for the reception of the MSS. at Stowe. They 
were in every way worthy of the respect which 
was thus paid to them. Amongst them are : — 
A volume of Anglo-Saxon charters, a collec- 
tion unrivalled in number, beauty, and preserva- 
tion ; the Psalter of King Alfred the Great ; 
the Original Wardrobe Book of Edward IL; 
the Register of Hyde Abbey, near Winchester, 
written in the reign of Canute, and many other 
Register Books, &c., relating to the historv and 
possessions of some of the most celebrated abbeys 
and monasteries in England ; the original Inven- 
tories of Queen Elizabeth's Wardrobe, Plate, and 
J'ewels : the Hanoverian State Papers, and other 
collections of original letters, of which I will say 
more presently ; a volume containing some ori- 
ginal accompts in the handwriting of Wolsey ; 
the Historical and Antiquarian Collections of 
Mr. Anstis, Garter King-at-Arms, his Corre- 
spondence, and his Aspuogia, or Treatise on 
Ancient Seals ; the correspondence of Lord Chan- 
cellor Macclesfield, and of Charles Lyttelton, 
Bishop of Carlisle; Mr. Secretary Coventry's 
State Papers in the reign of Charles the Second ; 
Mr. Secretary Stanhope's Despatches and Cor- 
respondence with the Ministers of King William 
the Third during his residence at the Hague ; 
the Correspondence of Mr. Richard Phelps, 
Under Secretary of State in the early part of 
George the Third's reign, and many other curious 
-works and papers from the libraries of Sir Henry 
Spelman, Sir Roger Twysden, Sir Edward 
Dering, Ralph Thoresby, John Anstis, Peter Le 
Neve, Morant, the autihor of the History of 
Essex, whose dauf^hter Mr. Astle married. Dr. 
Ducarel, Lord Chancellor Macclesfield, and 
other well known antiquaries. 

Mr. Astle's Collection had not been long at 
Stowe when there was added to it the ancient 
Irish MSS. and other MSS. relating to the his- 
tory and antiquities of Ireland, formerly belong- 
ing to Mr. O'Conor, of Belanagare, in the county 
of Roscommon, the historian of Ireland, whose 
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grandson. Dr. Charles O'Conor, was appointed 
librarian at Stowe, where, under the patronage 
of the Marquess of Buckingham, and of his son, 
the late Duke of Buckingham, he made his trans- 
lation of the Early Irish Annals into Latin from 
the original ancient chronicles and records at 
Stowe, and in other collections.* 

Another addition to the library at Stowe was 
the correspondence, state papers, and other valu- 
able books and documents formerly belonging to 
Arthur Capel, Earl of Essex, Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland in the reign of Charles II., which were 
purchased from his descendant, the Earl of Essex, 
in 1 808, by the Marquess of Buckingham. Prom 
time to time further additions were made by the 
late Duke of Buckingham of Collections and 
single volumes, until there was brought together 
a mass of original materials for the history of 
these three kingdoms unequalled in any private 
collection. A time came, however, when this 
accumulation of treasures was on the eve of being 
dispersed. In 1849 the Stowe MSS. were ad- 
vertised for sale, and matters went so far that the 
days for the auction were appointed. It would 
have been deeply to be deplored if that design 
had been carried out. Fortunately it was pre- 
vented. A patron as munificent as those who 
had formed Ae library saved it from beins: scat- 
tered, and the late Eari of Ashburnham became 
its purchaser by private contract. 

In original letters the Stowe MSS. are im- 
mensely rich. They are of almost every reign, 
from Edward III. to George III. Many are from 
foreign princes, beginning with the Doge of 
Venice, Andrea Contarini, who commends cer- 
tain ships going to London to the protection of 
King Edward III., and ending with Napoleon 
Bonaparte when First Consul. More numerous 
are the letters from our own monarchs and states- 
men. 

A remarkably interesting volume contains 
original letters and other historical documents of 
the time of Henry VII. and Henry VIII., 
several of which are from the abbots of religious 
houses concerning calumnious reports that had 
been made against them, and the contributions 
to be levied on their monasteries. In this volume 
is the original declaration of the eight bishops in 
favour of the King's power in ecclesiastical affairs, 
and maintaining that Christian princes may make 
ecclesiastical laws. The period of the Civil Wars 
is fruitful of interesting documents. One volume 
of letters relates, in the main, to the contributions 
raised in Essex for the Long Parliament from 
1642 to 1660. To the same period belon^letters 
from Charles I., Cromwell, Hampden, Sir Edward 
Hyde (afterwards Earl of Clarendon, the Earl of 
Northumberland, and others. Next there is the 
original return concerning the levy of ship money 
made to Sir Peter Temple, High Sheriff* of Bucks, 
in 1635, with a list of the names of those who 
refused to pay it, at the head of which stands that 

of 
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of John Hampden. The signature of the author 
of " Paradise iiost " is attached to a warrant of 
Cromwell's directing the payment of salaries to 
certain officers, of whom Milton^ as Cromwell's 
Latin secretary, was one. More noteworthy are 
three Fmall sheets of vellum, which contain the 
original secret article of the treaty made in 1654 
between Cromwell and Louis XIV., for the ex- 
pulsion of Charles ILfrom France, together with 
the Duke of York and eighteen royalists, who 
are named* Later on there are letters of 
Charles II. and the Duke of York; others 
addressed to Charles II. by the Privy Council in 
Scotland, by the Duchess of Portland, the Dukes 
of Montrose and Albemarle, &c. ; together with 
others chiefly addressed to the Earl of Rothes, 
Lord High Commissioner in Scotland, by the 
Dukes of Hamilton and Argyll, the Duchess of 
Buccleugh, the Countess of Lauderdale, Lords 
Home, Holies, Essex, Coningsby, Arlington, and 
Danby, Lady Rochester, the Archbishop of 
Glasgow and St. Andrews, &c., from 1668 
to 1680. In a collection of letters {tempore 
Elizabeth and James I.) there are many of ex- 
ceptional interest. One is from Sir Philip Sidney, 
dated Flushing, August 14, 1586 (he died on the 
7th of October following), entirely in his own 
hand. Another, also holograph, is from the Earl 
of Leicester to Humphrey Ferrers, concerning a 
suit in the Star Chamber relating to Harcourt 
Park. Again there is a note written and signed by 
Sir Francis Bacon, and there is also the Original 
Statement of a Loan to Queen Elizabeth from 
the various counties of England, in 1588, wifli 
an account of the principal nobility and gentry 
of each county, the names of the subscribers, 
tod the sums subscribed by each. A series of 
Original letters and documents, chiefly of the 
reign of Charles, is replete with matter of histo- 
rical interest. 

I now come to some remarkable M SS. relating 
to the history of Ireland. The first is a series of 
16 volumes, containing the distribution of lands 
forfeited by the rebellion of 1641, according to 
the Down Survey, which, though made by Sir 
William Petty in support of the Cromwellian 
settlement, was adopted as the l)asis of the Acts 
of Settlement and Explanation in 1662, showing 
to whom the forfeited estates belonged when the 
rebellion occurred, and to whom they were let 
out under the provisions of the?e Acts. These 
volumes were compiled by Thomas Taylor by 
conmiand of the Earl of Essex during his lord- 
lieutenancy (1672-8). Taylor's qualification for 
the task are described by Lord E&sex in a letter 
addressed to Mr. Harbord, his confidential secre- 
tary, dated Dublin Castle, March 28, 1674. 
** Mr. Thomas Taylor, formerly a sub-commis- 
** sioner in the Court of Claims, had the curiositie 
" (and no other as I know of besides himselfe) to 
*' keep books of entrys of the disposition of all 
*^ lands made by that Commission. This is the 
*' man I have employed by comparing his books 
*^ with the other Kecords to see what can by this 
*' means be discovered to belong to the Crown. 
*^ For what relates to the Records, this person, 
*' Mr. Taylor, is a very able man, and indeed the 
*^ only man in the kiugdome that can do a work 
*^ of this nature." In another letter Lord Essex 
writes further with regard to this survey. *' By 
** his Majestie's command all the Records of the 
** Kingdom which relate to the distribution of 
** lands by the Act of Settlement, have been 
** searched, and extracts made out of them, in 



*' order to the discovery of concealed lands. 
** This work is contained in 12 or 14 volumes " 
(the volumes under consideration), " now ready 
*^ to be sent over ; and much matter will arise 
" upon this subject to propose to his Majestic, in 
" order to the finding out such lands as are frau- 
** dulently concealed, and concerning the distribu- 
" tion of them pursuant to the Act of Settle- 
<^ ment." It thus appears that the utmost pains 
were t^ken in the compilation of these volumes 
to secure accuracy and exhaustiveness. Six of 
them embrace the province of Leinster, seven 
that of Munster, two Connaught, and one Ulster* 
They are valuable upon yet another account. 
In compiling them use was made of Sir William 
Petty's maps, which, together with the original 
copper-plates of all the baronies of Ireland that 
were measured by him, were preserved in Dublin 
during Lord Essex's administration. From one 
cause or another the plates have disappeared, and 
of the maps not one-naif are extant, it is there- 
fore only from these volumes that an accurate ac- 
count can be had of the Cromwellian distribution of 
Irish lands. Nothing can be more ample than 
the information they contain. Not only is the 
name given of each proprietor before, the for- 
feiture, but the limits and boundaries of each 
estate, the person or persons upon whom it was 
settled, the quality of the land, whether profitable 
or unprofitable, bog, wood, or barren mountain, 
and the title by which it was settled, whether by 
a declaration of *^ innocence " during the rebellion, 
or by a certificate of the Commissioners for exe- 
cuting the Acts of Settlement and Explanation, 
or otherwise. 

I pass on to another remarkable series of 
volumes, 22 in number, and intimately connected 
with those just mentioned. They contain the 
State Papers and CoiTCspondence of the Earl of 
Essex during his viceroyalty. It would be vain 
to attempt m general terms to give any idea of 
the variety and interest of the contents of these 
volumes ; nor is their importance to be estimated 
except by thorough examination. For the five 
years of Lord Essex's government they consti- 
tute a complete and minute record of the condi- 
tion of Ireland in all the phases of a state of 
society in which every element of disorder was 
present. The Act^ of Settlement and Explana- 
tion are the leading subjects of Lord Essex's 
public correspondence, and there is no account of 
the proceedings under the acts that can bear any 
comparison in point of fulness of detail with what 
is found in these volumes, especially when coupled 
with the survey of forfeited lands above noticed. 
As to the disposal of the forfeited estates Lord 
Essex's letters show how beset with diflSculties 
was the task of appeasing the thirst to get pos- 
session of them. Writing to Mr. Harbord, 
March 28, 1674, and speaking of certain applica- 
tions that had been made for grants of forfeited 
lands to those who should discover them, he ob- 
serves, " Many others, I hear, are ready, and 
" no doubt of will be gained ; and I cannot but 
** say that by this course the Kins: hath brought, 
" as our English proverb is, an old house on his 
" head; for here are abundance of men preparing 
" to go into England upon these designs, and 1 
" find several of them have already been advising 
" with council to frame letters for this purpose, 
*' so as his Majesty may expect disquiet enough 
" by their solicitations ;** and he goes on to add, 
^^ the lands of Ireland have been a mere scramble, 
**^ which mak^s all men so unsettled in their 
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^' estates and so unquiet in their possessions." 
Lord Essex himself was much disquieted by a 

Sant made by the King, of Phoenix Park to the 
uchess of Cleveland. Rather than' submit to 
such a humiliation he threatened to resign, and 
in the result the Duchess was compensated by a 

Sant of other lands. It has been remarked by 
r. O'Conor that the history of Ireland during 
Lord Essex's viceroyalty cannot be written with- 
out the aid of these volumes. They contain not 
only the original draughts of Lord Essex's letters 
to the Eling and his ministers, but also the 
original letters addressed to him by the King, 
and by statesmen and men of rank and fiote of 
tiiat time. They write to him upon the news of 
the day, the continental and Dutch wars, the 
debates in Parliament, divisions in the Cabinet, 
intrigues at Court, and the political and social 
state of England. Moreover the completeness of 
this collection is vouched for by Lord Essex him- 
self, who, in a letter to Secretary Coventry, dated 
Dublin Castle, loth May 1675, writes, **Idoe 
*^ keepe my papers in that order as nothing hath 
** passed since my entrance in publick employ- 
'' ment but I can have immediate recourse to it, 
" and see the ground of all I have done, which 
** must justify me Jf ever anything be brought in 
** question/' 

Belonging to the early part of the eighteenth 
century there are two volumes of letters addressed 
to Mr, Secretary Craggs between 1711 and 1719 
from such corresponaents as Lord Cado^an, 
Lord Polwarth, Sir Charles Wager, Sir Robert 
Walpole, Lord Stair during his embassy to Paris, 
and other writers of like standing. Another 
volume contains 2d letters addressed to him by 
the Duke of Marlborough, to some of which 
there are postscripts in the handwriting of the 
Duchess, from whom there are 75 letters in 
another MS. of the same period, addressed to 
Craggs, some of them extending over several 
sheets, and all extremely interesting for the free- 
dom with which the writer expresses her opinions 
xm politics, on the Court, and ministry. Of the 
same period is a coUectioq of letters addressed to 
Sir Thomas Parker, afterwards Lord High Chan- 
cellor and Earl of Macclesfield, by many of the 
most distinguished persons of the reigns of Anne 
and the first and second Georges, chiefly on 
political, literary, and legal subjects. A volume 
of letters from Lord Macclesfield's collection 
relates to the Pretender's private correspondence 
and practices from .the 23rd of April to the 28th 
of August 1 722. They are Lord Macclesfield's 
copies from the intercepted originalsa Several 
refer to Lord Oxford, who is said both by Marr 
and Kelly to be coming forward earnestly in the 
common cause, and also to a proper understand- 
ing between him and Rochester, and a hearty 
reunion of all parties in that cause. According 
to another letter, as long as the Kin^ supports 
his Whig ministry no good can be enected un- 
less Ormond or the Pretender make good a 
landing, in which case the King '* would run for 
it." The writer observes that it is in Marl- 
borough's power to render good service, and that 
Oxford, by his mysterious diffidence and doubts, 
was doing more harm than good. Macnamara 
writes to Dillon, London, June 21, 1722, that 
notwithstanding the activity of Townsend and 
Walpole ^*he will confound them." He also 
gives an interesting account of the state of par- 
ties in London. In letters from Kelly and other 
Jacobites complaint is made of the treachery of 
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the Regent of France, who, on hearing confi- 
dentially from General Dillon what their plans 
were, revealed all to George I. Macnamara 
writes again to Dillon, Ldndon., July 4, ) 722, 
on the state of parties ; that if Spain will insist 
King George will restore Gibraltar; that this 
will cause woeful discontent in England ; that 
several members of Parliament confer privately 
with him, and that now is the time for action. 
London, July 23, 1722, the prospects for the 
Pretender are encouraging ; it the Czar moves, 
George must return to Hanover. Other letters 
deal with arrests in Ireland and Rochester's 
o|Mnion that an attack by the Channel cannot 
fail of success. John Semple writes to Fr* 
Semple on a plan of insurrection in London, to 
be carried out on the night of Marlborough's 
funeral. Delafaye writes to Lord Townsend 
enclosing examinations relative to a correspond- 
ence with Ormond and others, and papers 
tending to implicate Rochester. Rochester to 
Jackson (i.^., the Pretender), April 20, 1722, 
recommends great caution, and promises that he 
will not be idle though he must absent himself 
from meetings. Davenant, British Eesident at 
Genoa, writes to .... ., Rome, 4 May 1722, on 
the discovery of a Spanish project to invade 
England or Ireland from Cadiz and other ports ; 
that a squadron from Barcelona is to meet the 
Pretender at Porto Longone; that Cardinal 
Aquaviva is actively engaged in this plot, and 
that the Pretender had a long conference on 
it with the Pope. On the 10th May 1722^, 
Schaub, the Hanoverian Minister at Paris, writes 
to Lord Carteret that the Jacobite conspiracy is 
more formidable than he suspected when he last 
wrote ; that the conspirators have amassed lar^e 
sums of money, arms, &c. ; that they ask no aid 
of France but only neutrality, and that Lans- 
downe (Dillon) is preparing a memorial to that 
effect. Several other letters of the same year 
state that Captains Roche, Murphy, and Morgan 
command strong ships of war with commissions 
from the Pretender ; that Ormond's Spanish pre- 
parations are delayed in consequence of some 
discoveries ; that the Pretender is in greatest con- 
sternation on account of them, and that an Irish 
captain arrived at Civita Vecchia and had a long 
conference with him. Two anonymous letters, 
dated 4th and 11th July 1722, give a detailed 
account of the whole plan of mvasion, while 
others describe the consternation of the cardinals 
on the discovery of their projects. 

More important still are the 10 volumes of 
Hanoverian State Papers, largely consisting of 
original letters which were collected by Robe- 
thon, private secretary to King William IIL, 
and afterwards George I., whilst Elector of 
Hanover. On the death of Princess Sophia in 
1714 the Elector deposited her papers with 
Robethon, who must have made considerable 
additions to them, as the documents contained in 
these volumes range from 1692 to 1719. They 
were purchased at the sale of the effects of 
Colonel Robethon, the secretary's eldest son, by 
Mr. Duane, upon whose death they descended 
to his relative Mr. Bray, of Wimbledon, from 
whose collection they passed into Mr. Astle's, 
and thence to Stowe. The letters throw an 
interesting light upon a critical period of the 
history of this country, more particularly upon 
the jealousy between the English and Hano- 
verian Courts occasioned by Anne's choosing a 
Tory ministry on her accession to the throne, and 
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the resentment with which the Princess Sophia 
regarded the fall of Godolphin and M arlborough^ 
and the foreign policy which led to the Treaty 
of Utrecht, the preliminaries of which were 
signed in the following year without any commu- 
nication havingbeen made to her or to her son, a 
fact which the jPrincess never forgave Anne. The 
first volume, entitled ** Princes," contains letters 
from Louis XIV., King William III., the Elec- 
tor and Electoral Prince of Hanover, the Prin- 
cess Sophia, and the leading persons of the Court 
of Queen Anne. They are in French, a few 
excepted, which are in English addressed to 
Sophia. Mr. Macpherson has published extracts 
from some of them, but not always correctly. 
The second volume is entitled " Strafford." It 
contains the Earl of Sti'afford's letters to the 
Princess as well as others, which are all original 
with the exception of the Princess' replies, 
which are the original draughts in Robethon's 
handwriting. The documetit numbered 73 is 
entitled " State of the Peerage with respect to the 
Hanover Succession, or a list of for and against," 
in the handwriting of the Bishop of Bristol. 
Volume 3 is entitled " Stair," and contains 
chiefly the correspondence of Lord Stair with 
the Princees, Robethon, the Abb6 Dubois, Be- 
renstofF, and others, from 1714 to 1719. The 
fourth volume, "Miscell. d'Etat," contains a 
great variety of letters from persons of high rank 
at home and abroad, between the years 1692 and 
1718. In addition to the letters is Mr. Smith's 
original account of the affairs of Scotland in 
1704, with a Scheme for the Union of Scotland 
in 1705, and the sketch of an Act for the 
security of that kingdom ; also " Proceedings of 
the Commissioners on the Union in 1706;" a 
Protest against the Union with the names of the 
protesters in 1707, and a list of the members of 
the new Parliament in 1710; '^ Harangues to be 
made to the King of Prussia by Lord Raby," 
composed by Kobethon, and in his handwriting 
in 1701 ; a short poem by Prior representing 
King William as a " hen-pecked husband," and 
stating that the Tories hated his person and the 
Whigs his power (1701) ; Copies, in Robethon's 
handwriting, of letters from St. Germain's to 
Jacobites m England in 1703; correspondence 
of several Whigs with the House of Hanover in 
1710, in Robethon's handwriting. The fifth and 
sixth volumes, both entitled like the preceding, 
'^Miscell. d'Etat," contain a variety of letters 
from persons of eminence; also (Vol. 5) the 
Baron de Wassenaer Duvenvoirde's character of 
the Princess of Wales, afterwards Queen Caro- 
line, in his own hand, with various letters 
from Sweden, Denmark, and Hanover, from 
De Croissy, Fabrici, and others, addresses to 
George I. on his accession to the throne, and 
letters relating to the rebellion of 1715. The 
seventh volume is entitled " Schutz iBls." It 
contains the younger Schutz's correspondence 
with Robethon, Berenstorff, Kreyenberg, Both- 
mar, Kosenci-antz, Gatkin, Kleingraff, Towneend, 
and others in 1713 and 1714. These letters 
relate chiefly to the design of bringing the Elec- 
toral Prince into England before Queen Anne's 
death under the title of the Duke of Cambridge, 
in order to counteract the intrigues of the Tories 
and Jacobites. The eighth volume, entitled 
"Bothmar," contains his correspondence with 
Robethon and others from November 1712 to 
August 1714, continued in Volume 9 to January 
1717. The tenth and last volume is entitled 



"Rebelles." It contains original letters and 
translations of letters from and to various Jaco- 
bites in France, England, and Scotland during 
the vears 1717-19. Some of these are written 
in fictitious names, and have ^parently been 
opened at the Post OflSce and then fonvarded as 
directed. The Jacobite cypher is explained in 
No. 183. There is another collection of Hano- 
verian State Papers in two volumes, to the first 
of which the following note, in Mr. Astle's hand- 
writing, is prefixed : ** These volumes are a 
" valuable appendage to the ten volumes of Ro- 
"bethon's correspondence, and although several 
** of them are transcribed from that coUectioj;, 
** many others have been added from the State 
" Papers in the Earl of Hardwicke's library and 
"others, exclusive of the original letters of seve- 
** ral of the principal persons who flourished in 
** England in the reign of Queen Anne. The 
" original letters and papers in the second volume 
" relative to the Eari ot Clai*endon's negotiations 
" at the Court of Hanover in 1714 are very in- 
" teresting and curious. They were purchased 
" by me at the sale of the Earl of Clarendon's 
"papers by Baker and Leigh in 1765." The 
first article in Vol. 1 is an extract from a 
letter of the Rev. Mr, Etough to Dr. Buck, 14 
January 1743-4, beginning,"! can inform you 
"how the Duchess of Kendal received 12,000/. 
" for procuring what was done for Lord Boling- 
" broke, how near she was making him prime 
"minister, &c.,'* to which Mr. Astle appends 
this note, — " When Lord Bolingbroke was taxed 
" with ingratitude for his opposition to Sir Robert 
" Walpole, who was supposed to have favoured 
" his restoration. Lord B. replied it was not done 
" by Sir Robert but by the cabinet. If 12,000 /. 
" werepaid to the Duchess of Kendal that sum was 
" probably raised partly by the French Court or 
" by the Duke of Bourbon and his friends in 
"England." The money came from Boling- 
broke's second wife, the widow of the Marquis 
de Vilette and niece of Madame de Main tenon, 
who brought Bolingbroke a considerable for- 
tune. 

LordTownsend's letfers to Sir Robert Walpole, 
written during Townsend's residence at Hanover 
in attendance upon King George I., form an im- 
portant volume, which also contains some letters 
of Bolingbroke, of the Dukes of Newcastle and 
Bedford, Sir Robert Walpole, and George I. 
They relate to a great variety of interesting and 
important subjects. Lord Townsend writes to 
Walpole, Hanover, June 29, 1723, reprobatinff 
Lord Carteret's sycophancy, double dealing, and 
blundering ; a month later he writes that the 
King's partiality to the Whigs increases daily ^ 
that no negotiations with Bolingbroke or the 
Tories ought to be listened to, nor a suspicion of 
it even slightly entertained ; and that the Czar's 
designs against Sweden must be opposed, Sweden 
being a barrier against his growing power. 
July if, 1723, a large sum is to be raised to 
oppose the Czar, but as privately as possible, lest 
the Tories and Jacobites take advantage of these 
difficulties in which the Whig ministry are placed 
by the Czar's proceedings. In a letter to Finchy 
the English minister at Stockholm, ^^ 1723, 
Townsend writes that the King of Sweden must 
not hope to be subsidized for his private exigen* 
cies, but only for war with the Czar. Walpole 
writes to Lord Townsend, Whitehall, July 23,^ 
1723, dissuading the King from interfering in the 
internal policy of Sweden, and giving his opinion 
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candidly of the proposal of Bolingbroke, Wynd- 
ham, Bathurst, Lord Gower, and other Tory 
leaders to renounce Jacobitiem and to join the 
Whiffs. " I answered that it was both impos- 
" sible and unadvisable for me to enter into any 
« such negotiation, &c. I need not observe to 
" you here is a direct confession of Carteret's 
" dealing with the Tories throughout all last ses- 
" sion, which they are very explicit in." Towns- 
end to Walpole, Hanover, Aug. 6, 1723, marked 
** Private," against granting money to the King 
for the King of Sweden's designs against the 
Diet of Sweden, but only against the Czar in 
case of a rupture, adding that he had gained the 
King over to his policy in spite of Carteret and 
Bernstorff; that Bolingbroke must not be ad- 
mitted to see the King; that the Court of 
Hanover is the focus of every species of intrigue, 
and that '* since it is absolutely necessary to rest 
" on the Whig bottom, double diligence should 
"be used to keep well with the bishops." Again, 
?^s " *e Bishop of Salisbury stands well with 
"the King and with the mob of the Whig party 
**and must be 'gained, his very weaknesses will 
'* make him an easy acquisition ; the King of 
" Prussia has invited George I. to Berlin, and 
" his friendship must be cultivated," &c. Sept. 1 7, 
1723, "very private," drawing for 1,000/. in 
favour of the Countess Walsingham's sister, 
to be kept a secret from the Duchess of Kendal. 
The lady was Madame de Litz. She lived at 
Paddington down to 1766, and was about 22 
years of age when this letter was written. Sept. 
18, 1723, the Czar to be confined to his own ter- 
ritories, Sweden being the bulwark between him 
and England. Sept. 24, character of the Duke 
of Orleans, his jpolicy and favourites, necessity of 
a spy to watch him, and instructions to that efl'ect. 
This letter is followed by others on the same 
topic, particularly by one, Sept. 25, desiring that 
Sir Robert Walpole's brother, Horace, who was 
employed on this occasion, be very dexterous in 
sounding Schaub, the Hanoverian Minister at 
Paris, so that he may be recalled if detected 
in falsehood or if unfavourable to the Whigs. 
Townsend again writes to Walpole, Gohrae, 
Oct. 25, 1723, on Horace Walpole's visit to Paris. 
Lord Carteret's influence with the King is sunk, 
as well as his colleague Schaub's, while that of 
Townsend and Walpole is rising daily. On lop^* 
1723, Townsend writes that the King has given 
3,000/. to the Countess of Platen, and " I shall 
" to-morrow draw two bills of 1,500 /. each for 
** that sum ;" that three other Hanoverian ladies 
are to be placed on the Pension List ; the King 
is well pleased with H. Walpole's conduct in 
France, and he has added 200 /. per annum to 
Madame de Wendt's pension, &c. A letter from 
the Duke of Newcastle to the Lord Privy Seal, 
dated Claremont,May 28, 1734, is very interest- 
ing, on the balance of power, the Duke of Ber- 
wick's forcing the German lines. Prince Eugene's 
retreat, situation of the armies of the Rhine and 
in Italy, and Don Carlos' expedition to Naples. 
The subsequent letters are of the year 1743, and 
relate to the affairs of Prussia and the Empire in 
the course of that year. 

Three other manuscripts I may mention as 
samples of the original documents and letters 
relating to English history which arc among the 
Stowe MSS. They are tihiree volumes, contain- 
ing copies in his own handwriting of Mr. Stan- 
ho|)e's despatches while he was resident at the 
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Ha^ue from 1700 to 1704; six volumes, con- 
taimng the correspondence of Richard Phelps ; 
and the military collections of the three brothers^ 
Generals Michael, Jacob, and John Bichards, in 
34 volumes. Stanhope's despatches relate prin- 
cipally to the events consequent on the league 
between Peter the Great, the Eling of Denmark, 
and the Elector of Saxony, who had succeeded 
John Sobieski on the throne of Poland, against 
Charles XII., for the purpose of extending the 
Czar's Baltic dominions, and the renewal of 
Charles' alliance with England and Holland. 
Several relate to the Treaty for the Partition of 
Spain, secretly signed by England, Holland, and 
France, and the Grand Alliance signed by the 
Emperor, the King of England, and the States 
General to prevent the union of France and 
Spain. In tne second volume there are letters 
respecting the death of William III. and the suc- 
cession of Anne ; and there is also a letter, July 7, 
1702, which gives an account of William and 
Mary's jewels, beginning " I was present yester- 
"day at the opening of the strong box," &c. 
Another to Lord Jersey of the same date relates 
to the King's last will and effects. Many of the 
letters bear upon the mercantile intercourse and 
treaties between England and the Northern 
Powers, and subsidies for the Confederate States 
of Germany as well ae the military operations of 
the Duke of Marlborough and Prince Eugene« 
The second series of letters is the correspondence 
of Bichard Phelps, Under Secretary of State 
during the latter years of George II. and the 
commencement of the reign of George III. The 
military collections of the brothers Kichards are 
highly interesting. AJl three were men of emi- 
nent ability. Jacob is described by his brother 
John in a letter to General Michael Bichards^ 
London, April 10, 1703, as one of King William's 
** greatest favourites." ** The King gave him an 
** apartment at Court under his own bed-chamber; 
** from there they had a communication by back 
" stairs. The King made him a Lieut.-General, 
" augmented hi** pension, &c., all which gave 
" jealousy to the greatest favourites at Court, as 
" well as the chief general of the army. He died 
" in 1701." It was the writer of this letter who 
refused to surrender the castle of Alicant during 
the war of the Spanish Succession, though he had 
been warned that, at the expiration of 24 hours, 
death to himself and to all who were in the castie 
would be the penalty of his refusal. At the end 
of Volume 29 there is a loose sheet in the hand- 
vmting of General Michael Kichards, entitled 
" My orother's reasons against capitulating for 
" the surrender of the castie of AUicante ; " and 
in several of the other volumes there are interest- 
ing details of the war in Spain and Portugal,, 
which are to be found nowhere else. Volume 20 
contains General John Richards' letters to his 
brother-in-law, Secretary Craggs, to his brother 
Michael and others in 1703 and 1704, in which 
he gives accounts of tlie war in Spain and Por- 
tugal in those years. Volume 21 is entitled 
" A Diary of the Campaign in Portugal in 1704,'* 
It is by General John Kichards, and there are 
several loose papers at the end, also in his hand- 
writing, containing a relation of the campaign in 
Portugal in 1704 and 1705. a Memorial on the 
Court of Portugal, &o. The letters in Vol 22 
from the same writer dive ample details of the 
War of the Succession m 1704, after the Duke of 
Savoy and the Bang of Portugal had joined the 
Grand Alliance against Louis XIV. The 28ti) 
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and 29th volumes contain General John Richards' 
letters from Aiicant, 1707-9, the last of which, 
dated the 2dth and 26th Februitry 1709, mentions 
the mine of 1,200 barrels of powder which the 



Spaniards* unable to take the castle, had pre- 
pared for its destruction, and by which it was 
destroyed on the 3rd of March following.

RoTAL Letters and other Okiginal Docur 
MENTS from Heiirt lY. to Charles IL 

1. Henry IV. of England to James I. of Scot- 
land, dated Westminster, 8th December 1403, 
demanding the arrears of a sura of money due 
npon an exchange of prisoners for hostages. 
In Latin. On vellum. 

2. Henry IV. to the States of Holland and 
Lorraine, desiring to renew former Treaties. In 
Latin. On yellum. 

3. Henry VI. to Christopher King of Den- 
mark, dated Bury St. Edmunds, 25 February 
1447, desiring restitution of the ship Catherine, 
of Hull, &c. In Latin. On vellum. 

4. Henry VII. to the Barons of the Cinque 
Ports, commanding them to obey Prince Henry, 
Duke of York (afterwards Henry VIII. ), who 
was appointed* Constable of Dover Castle and 
Lord Warden of the Cinque Ports. Dated at 
Shene, 7th June 1495. "With the original mono- 
gram of the King. 

5. Henry VIII. to Sir Thomas Arundel, 
Justice of the Peace for Cornwall, admonishing 
him against ** lewdness*' in administering justice, 
and complaining that although he had with much 
labour expelled the usurped power of Rome, yet 
that Papists and the propagators of evil reports 
are not punished. It is dated Chobham, 17 th 
July, but the year is not mentioned. The sign- 
manual attached is the Wooden Stamp used by 
the King towards the end of his life, and is of 
considerable rarity. 

6. A MS. lettered on the back of the case in 
which it is contained, " Henry VIII. to Anne 
Boleyn," and consisting of 196 pages of vellum, 
each about an inch square, on which are written 
in English the seven penitential psalms. It is 
bound in gold, enamelled in black, and furnished 
with two snudl gold rings, by which it might 
have been suspended round the waist of its pos* 
sessor. In one of the Tracts on Miscellaneous 
Antiquities, printed by Horace Walpole, at 
Strawberry Hill, he mentions in a Life of Sir 
Thomas Wyat, that : ** Vertue saw in the pos- 
session of Mr. Wyat, of Charterhouse Square (^a 
descendant from Sir Thomas), a small Prayer 
Book, MS., in vellum, set in gold, enamelled 
black, which Queen Anne Boleyn gave at her 
execution to her Maid of Honour, Mrs. Wyatt, 
sister probably to Sir Thomas." The portrait of 
Henry VIII., which it contains, is believed to 
be a modern addition. 

7. An interesting little volume in its original 
crimson velvet binding, containing various useful 
calendars and tables, neatly written on leaves of 
vellum, about three inches square. It is be- 
lieved to have been given by the Duke of Somer- 
set as a token of remembrance immediately pre- 
vious to his execution. On the flyleaf, written 
with his own hand, are these sentences :—" Fere 
of the lord is the begenning of wisdume : put thi 
trust in the lord w^ all thine heart ; be not wise 
in thyne own conseyte but fere the lord and fle 



frome evele frome the toware the day before my 
deth, 1551. E. Somerset." At the end of the 
book there is in a very minute hand the auto- 
graph of" Ejiterine Hartford Caterine Seamoar," 
the daughter of Henry Grey, Duke of Suffolk, 
and sister of Lady Jane 6rey. She married 
the eldest son of the Protector fy^merset. 

8. Edward VI. to the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
ordering the Book of Common Prayer to be used 
throughout all England, dated 25th December 
1549. With the onginal sign*manual ofthe King 
and the autographs of the Pnvy Conncil, Cranmer^ 
Ryche, Dorset, J. Russell, Warwick, &c &c. 

9. Original order from Queen Mary to George 
Bridgeman, one of the grooms of her Privy 
Chamber, to pay to Nicholas Brighara, Esq., 
whom she has appointed Teller of her Ex- 
chequer, the sum of 8,000/. Dated at St 
James's the 7th of October, 5th and 6th year of 
her reign. On vellum, with the Queen's sign- 
manual, ** Marye the Queue." 

10. Original authority from Queen Mary to 
the Lord Hieh Treasurer and the officers of the 
Mint to take throughout England artificers, 
metals, and other materials for making of money, 
with authority to imprison such as shall resist 
this Order. On vellum, with the original sign- 
manual, " Marye the Quene." One of Her 
Majestv's titles in this document is, ^^ Defender 
of the faythe, and in earthe of the Churche of 
England, and allsoe of Ireland the Supreame 
hedd.'^ 

11. Philip II. of Spain to his Treasurer, 
ordering an annual pension to Colonel Edward 
Randolf. Dated London, 3rd April 1555. With 
the original signature of the King, and the seal, 
which IS in perfect preservation. 

12. Original letter of Queen Elizabeth, dated 
^^Easte drenewiche, 17th July, in the Sixtc 
yere of our Reign,'* to John Fortescue, Esq., of 
her great Wardrobe in London, ordering him to 
deliver to persons mentioned a certain quantity 
of crimson velvet for a jerkin with sleeves, and 
lining for the same, &c. &c. On vellum, with 
the original sign-manual of the Queen and a per- 
feet impression of her seal. 

13. An original letter from Queen Elizabeth 
to the Earl of Shrewsbury. Dated Greenwich 
March 30, 1574. It relates to the safe custody 
of the Scottish Queen, and the autograph of 
Elizabeth is at the top of the nage thus : — 

" Your assured lovinge ooveraine, 

*' Elizabeth, R." 

14. William Cecil, afterwards Lord Burghley, 
an original letter addressed to Lord Ledington, 
Secretary to the Queen of Scots. Entireyr in 
his hand. Not dated. 

15. Secretaiy Maitland to Sir Nicholas Throg- 
morton. Dated 21st May 1568. 

16. Original letter from Nau, Secretary to 
the Scottish Queen. Dated Chartley, 15th 
June 1586.

The Queen's sign-manual ** Henriette Marie " is 
at the top of the instrument, which is on veUum, 
and ornamented with an illuminated border, &c. 

25. King Charles I. ; original warrant under 
the King's sign-manual, addressed to the Earl of 
Denbigh, Master of the Great Wardrobe, de- 
siring him to deliver to Sir Wm. Sesar, Garter, 
for His Majesty's instalment at Windsor, certain 
very curious particulars which are described in 
the warrant. It is dated from Hampton Court, 
July 10, 1625. The seal is perfect. Vellum. 

26. Original letter from Sir Edward Hyde, 
afterwards Earl of Clarendon, dated Notting- 
ham, 22nd of July ( 1642). It is addressed to the 
Lady Carnarvon, and an endorsement, in the 
hand of Mr. Richard Grenville, states, that it had 
been taken out of a trunk of Lady Carnarvon's, 
which was searched by Colonel Goodwin. The 
following extract alludes to her endeavours to 
bring over to the King some person of distinction 
not named : — " If your advice and interest do not 
prevail with your favour, I have no hope left, 'tis 
not possible for me to say more in the argument 
to him than I have, nor can I imagine what ill 
spirit can engage him thus to venture his fortune 
and his fame, bis honour and the honour of his 
house, in a vessel where none but desperate per- 
sons have the government. His carriage of late 
hath been well represented to the Eong, and well 
received, for God's sake let him not fall into a 
relapse i but if the propositions now sent be not 
accepted, persuade him away hither, upon my life 
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he will repent it else, and it will be too late, and 
sure no honest man can think any unreasonable 
thing is asked." 

27. Algernon Percy, Earl of Northumberland, 
to Sir Thomas Fairfax, respecting a piece of land, 
the ownership of which was in dispute. Entirely 
in his own hand. 

28. Eight original letters signed by John 
Hampden, Arthur Goodwin of Winchendon, 
Kichard Winwood, Bichard Ingoldesby, Thomas 
Tyrrell, Thomas Saunders, Francis Denton, and 
Richard Grenviile, dated in 1641 and 1642. re- 
lating to military affiurs during the Bebellion.

Northampton, Oct. 31 (1642)."

<»ntains letters from Lord Stair during his Em- 
bassy to Paris, from the Abb^ Dubois, from 
Xiords Hinchingbrook, Jersey, Berkeley, Count 
2inzendorf, Miss Mary Lepell, &c., &c. On the 
<}ue6tion of precedence with respect to English 
ambassadors. Lord Stair writes in one oi his 
letters: "You may believe it was very much 
i^ontrary to my inclinations that this incident 
happened, and that if I could have foreseen it I 
would have avoided it, but all Frenchmen are 
made so, if they find you disposed to take any 
advantage of them, nothing will satisfy them but 
aetting their foot upon your throat. From the 
facility I had shown in the affair of the Duke de 
Chartres, they thought they might do anything 
with me they pleased, and so in the visit to M. 
le Due, they made him walk away without see- 
ing my coach go, and two days afterwards they 
would have had me walked into the Court to re- 
ceive the Prince Conti at the coming out of his 
coach, without having said one word of the matter 
to me beforehand. The Abb^ Dubois will cer- 
tainly make a terrible noise about this matter, 
and tell you the Begent is undone if the King 
does not order me to please the Princes of the 
blood in this matter." The MS. also contains 
the expenses of Lord Stair's Embassy in 1719, 
and despatches from the Abb6 Dubois relating 
chiefly to the intrigues of the Jacobites in France 
jind Spain in the same year. 

15. Twenty-five original letters, partly in 
cypher, from the Duke of Marlborough to Mr. 
<5raggs, in the years 1711-14, dated chiefly from 
Frankforr. To some of the letters there are 
postscripts in the handwriting of the Duchess. 

16. Seventy-five original letters from Sarah, 
Duchess of Marlborough, to Mr. Craggs, 1711 
to 1719. The letters are holograph, some of 
them very long, written on several sheets of 
paper, and, as may be presumed &om the quota- 
tions which follow, characteristic and interesting. 
In one, alluding to the accusation of taking away 
the locks from the rooms she had occupied at 
St. James's, the Duchess writes : " I won't forget 
it when the history is put together, and I must 
own I have a great deal of pleasure in thinking 
every day what sad wretches I shall make all 
those people appear to the whole world, a little 
sooner or later, so much that I do protest I would 
not part with' it to have Blenheim finished, and 
everything added to it that is in the power of 
this infamous foolish Court to give. I wish you 
would let me know what you think is the cause 
<^ this sudden turn, I can't think it is out of 
shame, for I believe my Lord Treasurer values 
iiimself more for being a knave, than anybody 
ever did for being an honest man. I made a very 
just picture of him in a letter upon this late sub- 
ject to the Duke of Marlborough, hoping he 
miffht read it, but I fear he has not time for such 
curiosities, and now 1 am in a humour to flatter 
myself that the reason he has got this order for 
money for the building is, that he thinks Mrs. 
Morley will not live, or that he begins to fear 
Lord Marlborough, but let it be what it will, the 
season to carry on the building is lost, and to be 
sure he only intends a few weekly payments 
shall be made, which won't amount to much, be- 
fore Lord Marlborough comes, and so to keep 
what is behind as a bait that Lord Marlborough 
may not join against him in any difficulties that 
may happily arise in the winter, and for this 
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reason and some others I heartily wish Blenheim 
were burnt." 

Again : ** If you have not been with the Duke 
of Shrewsbury, this will save you the trouble of 
it, for I have removed most of my things out of 
St. James', and all my lodgings, I believe, will 
be cleared by to-morrow night. The message the 
Queen sent me, that I might take a lodging for 
ten shillings a week to put my Lord Marl- 
borough's goods in, sufficiently shows what a 
good education and understanding the wolf has, 
who was certainly the person who gave that ad- 
vice, and Her Majesty is very happy in her 
Chamberlain, who had not worth enough to tell 
her how unfit that message was to send, but not- 
withstanding all I said to you I have complied 
with it, by which you will see (according to the 
notions of some of the late printed papers) I am 
not a fool, for they say they never change their 
mind, but I am convinced after such a message I 
should have nothing in the Queen's house, and I 
think I am now at liberty to send a message, 
which. I will do, concerning my own."

J pretended 
marriage with Mrs. Barlow, the Duke of Mon- 
mouth's mother; and to the correspondence of 
the Lairds with the Pretender in 1725.

** long slings," " stone guns"; ordnance guns for 
the "Mary Rose," tlie **Mary George," the

with original accounts and receipts for painting 
streamers, colours, and ships ; original order from 
Lord Surrey for three parcels of streamers ; the 
King's instructions to the Commissioners for 
Voluntary Contributions.

Caesar, the Earl of Nottingham, the Earl of 
Salisbury, Sir Nathaniel Bacon, &c. &c. Folio. 

51. An original MS. containing an account 
of the principal nobility and gentry of each 
county in England, wiih the nam^^ of the sub- 
scribers to a loan to Queen Elizabeth in 1588, 
and the sums subscribed by each.

This MS. belonged to Lord 
Cobham, who commanded a division of the army 
at the siege of Lisle, in 1708-9, and was sent 
express by the Duke of Marlborough to the 
Queen with an account of the surrender of that 
important place. 

79. A folio, containing the following papers : 
" Journal de la Campagne de 1702," in the hand- 
writing of General Kichards ; a paper relating 
to the war in Flanders and Germany from 1693 
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to 1706^ in the same hand ; establishment of the 
English forces in 1702, also in the same hand ; 
arguments against praying for King TVilliam 
and Queen Mary, as usurpers, &e. ; a Journal 
of the Operations in Flanders in 1692, &c., in 
General Richards's hand. 

80. The political despatches and correspond- 
ence of Mr. Stanhope, during his residence at 
the Hague, with the Secretaries of State and 
Ambassadors at the various Courts of Europe. 
Three folio volumes of letters, in one hand, 
including the period from 1700 to 1704. They 
are dated from the Hague, and were addressed 
by Mr. Stanhope to King William's Secretaries, 
Vernon, Hedges, Harley, and the ministers and 
envoys of the various courts. Many of them 
relate to the peace concluded at Travendlial, 
between Denmark, Sweden, and Holland, to 
the exclusion of Russia and Poland, in 1700; 
and several 1o the Treaty of the Partition of 
Spain, secretly signed by England, Holland, 
and France, and the Grand Alliance signed by 
the Emperor, the King of England, and the 
States General, to prevent the union of the two 
great monarchies of France and Spain. Amongst 
the letters of 1702 are some relating to the death 
of King William, the succession of Queen Anne, 
the war in Germany, and the various interests 
and movements of the states concerned on both 
sides. The letter to the Duke of Marlborough 
from the Hague, July 7, 1702, gives an inter- 
esting account of William and Mary's jewels^ 
and the opening of King William's strong box ; 
and another to Lord Jersey, relates to the 
King's last will and effects. Several others 
relate to the mercantile intercourse and treaties 
between England and the Northern Powers, and 
subsidies for the Confederate States of Germany, 
as well as the military operations of the Duke 
of Marlborough and Prince Eugene. The whole 
correspondence may be considered as a history 
of all the principal occurrences, rumours, and 
political intrigues of the four years to which it 
belongs. The last letter is addressed to Secre- 
tary Harley, and is dated from the Hague, 
Januai-y 9, 1704-5. 

81. The political correspondence of Richard 
Phelps, Esq., Under Secretary of State, during 
the latter years of the reign of George II. and 
the commencement of that of George III. Two 
quarto and four folio volumes. Vol. I. contains 
original letters, chiefly from Lord Sandwich, 
Mr. George Pitt, afterwards Lord Rivers, Count 
Guerohy the French Ambassador, Lyttelton 
Bishop of Carlisle, Sir Richard Lyttelton, Lord 
Charlemont, the Dukes of Beaufort, Richmond, 
and Queensberry, Lords Halifax, Litchfield, 
Oxford, Hillsborough, Lyttelton, &c. &c, 1759- 
1766. Vol. II., original letters from Mr. Stuart 
Mackenzie, 1764-5, and others from the min- 
isters at foreign courts ; Sir Horace Mann from 
Florence, Sir James Grey from Naples. &c., Sir 
William Gordon from Aix-la-Chapelle and 
Ratisbon, Sir B. Langlois from Vienna, Lord 
Northampton from Chambery, Milan, and 
Venice, Mr. W. Bagot from different parts of 
Italy, &c. &c. &c. Vol. III., lettered " Vienna 
and Russia," consists chiefly of drafts of letters, 
in the handwriting of Mr. Phelps and Lord 
Sandwich, to the English ministers at those 
courts in 1763, '64, and '65; also some originals 
from Lord Stormont, Sir George Macartney, &c, 
VoL IV. contains accounts of the political affairs 
of Sweden, 1763-65, and consists chiefly of Mr. 



Phelps's drafts of the letters and instructions to 
the ministers abroad, and of their answers rela- 
tive to the continental connections of England, 
particularly with respect to the Northern Powers. 
VoL V. consists of Mr. Phelps's drafts, chiefly of 
his coiTCspondence with the ministers at the 
Northern Courts, on a great variety of subjects, 
among which may be mentioned the marriage of 
the Princess Matilda to the Prince of Denmark, 
the commerce of England in the Baltic, the 
influence of France in the Northern Courts, &c» 
Some relate to secret service money, and allow- 
ances privately made by the Court of England 
to the Northern Powers, for commercial advan- 
tages to be derived from them. Some are to 
Mr. Mitchell at Berlin, relative to the affairs of 
Prussia in 1764. Vol. VL is a collection of 
loose papers relating chiefly to the affairs of Spain 
from 1725 to 1757. Several letters marked 
" secret" and "most secret/' are from Mr. Stan- 
hope and Mr. Keene to the Duke of Newcastle 
and Lord Townshend. In his Bibliotheca MS. 
Stowensis Dr. O'Conor says of this collection 
that in order to appreciate its value it must be 
remembered that after the Peace of Aix-la-Cha- 
pelle, in 1748, repeated attempts were made by 
France to improve its family compact with Spain 
into an offensive alliance against England, in 
order to dispossess her of her settlements in the 
East Indies and in North America. This pro- 
ject was proposed by the French Ambassador in 
1753, and the Spanish Minister D'Ensenada 
adopted it. But the secret having been dis- 
covered to Sir Benjamin Keene by Parinelli, an 
Italian singer who entirely governed the Queen 
of Spain, the whole project was defeated by Mr. 
Pitt. A system of aggression by France ended 
in a declaration of war on the part of England, 
in 1756. Mr. Pitt was then appointed Piime 
Minister, and he succeeded in securing the 
neutrality of Spain and defeating the power of 
France in every quarter of the globe. 

82. A folio of 223 written pages, consisting • 

f)rincipally of transcripts of Lord Townshend's 
etters to Sir Robert Walpole, and same from 
Lord Bolingbroke, the Duke of Newcastle, Bang 
George I., the Duke of Bedford, Sir Robert 
Walpole, &c. from 1723 to 1748, relating to a 
great variety of interesting and important 
subjects. 

83. Ten quarto volumes of Hanoverian Stat^ 
Papers. This collection was formed by Robethon, 
Private Secretary to King William III. and 
afterwards to George I. whilst Elector of 
Hanoven On the death of the Princess Sophia 
in 1714, the Elector deposited his mother's 
papers in Robethon's custody, and they were 
subsequently purchased at the sale of the effects 
of Colonel Robethon, the secretary's eldest son^ 
by Mr. Duane^ after whose death they descended 
to his relation, Mr. Bray, of Wimbledon, from 
whose collection they passed to Mr. Astle's, and 
thence to Stowe. Vol. I., entitled "Princes," 
contains letters from the French King, King 
William, and others ; also the correspondence 
between the Elector of Hanover, the Princess 
Sophia, and the several Princes and Public 
Ministers on the Continent, and of all the chief 
persons who composed the Court of Queen Anne. 
Among the original letters will be found many 
from the Duke of Marlborough, from the Lords 
Sunderland, Wharton, Newcastle, Oxford, Port- 
land, Scarborough, Halifax, Rivers, the Duke of 
Buckingham^ Shrewsbury, Leeds, &c. &c. &c, 
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and the dates are from 1702 to 1711, YoL IL 
is entitled ** Strafford." The letters it contains 
are originals^ with the exception of those from 
the Princess Sophia, which are drafts in the 
handwriting of Robethon. Jn one of Lord 
Strafford's letters he describes a visit to 
Magliabechi at Florence. The other writers in 
this volume are the Lords Halifax, Carlisle, 
Oxford, Ormond, Anglesey, Stamford, Polwarth, 
Rochester, Sir Thomas Hanmer, Dr. Chamber- 
layne, the Duke of Buckingham, &c. &c., and 
the dates are from the year 1706 to 1714. 
Vol. III. entitled " Stair," contains the corre- 
spondence of Lord Stair with the Princess Sophia, 
Robethon, the Abb6 Dubois, Bernstorff, &c., in 
whic]i the particulars of many curious state 
intrigues between the years 1714 and 1719 are 
described. The letters are chiefly original. 
Vols. IV., V. and VI. are entitled"^ '' Miscell. 
d'Etat," and contain a great variety of letters 
irom persons of high rank at home and abroad 
from 1692 to 1718. The original letters in these 
volumes are Irom the Pensionary Heinsius, 
Addison, Graggs, Stanhope, Halifax, Albemarle, 
Pulteney, Dormer, Bothmar, Portland, Anglesey, 
Oxford, Strafford, Ormond, Prince Eugene, the 
Duke and Duchess of Marlborough, Mr. Car- 
donnel, Matthew Prior/ Lords Stair, Sunderland, 
Bolingbroke, &c. &c. Vol. VII, is entitled 
*' Schutz Fils," and contains the younger 
Schutz's correspondence with Bobethon, Bern- 
storff, Bothmar, Townshend, and others in 1713 
and 1714. They relate chiefly to the design of 
bringing the Electoral Prince into England 
before the Queen's death, under the title of 
Duke of Cambridge, to counteract the intrigue 
of Tories and Jacobited. Vols. VIII. and IX. 
are marked *' Bothmar," and contains his 
correspondence with Bobethon and others, from 
1712 to 1717. The principal writers are the 
Duke of Marlborough, Ridpath, Schrader, Lord 
Lovat, Ker of Kersland, Lord Bothes, Count 
Zinzendorf, Horatio Lord Walpole, Lord 
Cadogan^ Duke of Boxburgh, and others. 
Vol. X., entitied ** Bebelles," contains original 
letters and translations of letters to and from the 
various Jacobites in France, England, and Scot- 
land, during the years 1717, 1718, and 1719. 
Some of these are written in fictitious dames and 
are stated to have been apparently opened at the 
post oflice. In No. 183 ot this volume there is 
an explanation of the Jacobite cypher. 

84. Hanoverian State Papers. 2 vols. Folio. 
To the first vol. the following note in Mr. Astie's 
handwriting is prefixed. " These volumes are 
a valuable appendage to the ten volumes of 
Robethon's correspondence, and although several 
of them [the letters] are transcribed from that 
collection, many others have been added from the 
State papers in the Earl of Hardwicke's Library 
and others, exclusive of the original letters of 
several of the principal persons who flourished in 
England in the reign of Queen Anne. The 
original letters and papers in the second volume, 
relative to the Earl of Clarendon's negotiations at 
the Court of Hanover in 1714, are very interes- 
ting and curious. They were purchased by me 
at the sale of the Earl of Clarendon's papers by 
Baker and Leigh in 1785. Thomas Astie." 
The original letters in these volumes are from 
Addison, Bolingbroke, Duke of Marlborough, 
Lords Orrery, Oxford, StraflTord, Carnarvon, 
Duke of Somerset, Duke of Wharton, Duke of 
Hamilton, &c. In the second volume is the 
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original Letter Patent under the sign^manual of 
Queen Anne, appointing Lord Clarendon Envoy 
Extraordinary to Hanover in 1714 and a letter 
from Secretary Bromley to Lord Clarendon, by 
the Queen's order, desiring him to encourage a 
confidential correspondence between the two 
courts, and to prevent the Duke of Cambridge 
from coming to sit in the House of Peers.

A folio of 
60 written pages, in writing of the reign of 
Charles I. The author was John Reynolds, 
Fellow of Eton College. 

4. State of Europe in 1594. A folio of 1,101 
pages, in one hand of the reign of James I., 
described on first page as ** A large and excellent 
Discourse of the State of Christiandome, written 
by an unknown author about the year of our 
Lord 1 594, and the thirty-fifth year of the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth, conteyning many Secret 
Passages and Hidden Mysteries of the tymes^ 
both past and present ; with much variety of 
good matter, botn historicall and politicall." 

5. ** Hearding's Church Annals." An imperial 
folio of 192 pages, in writing of the reign of 
Charles I., described on the first leaf as ^^ Annals 
of Church Afiairs happening under the reigne of 
King Henry II., of England, and of the Contem- 

{)orary Outlandish Princes ; together with other 
amous occurrents of that time, delivered in the 
words of the ancient authors themselves who 
writt the passages ; wherein (among other things) 
will appeare what courses were continued against 
the Gnospellers or Protestants of those days, who 
were then the visible professors of that religion 
which is now called Protestant ; and also what 
was the generall and most received Doctrine of 
the Church of Home at that time. Collected by 
T. Hearding, Batchelour in Divinity." 

6. *' De Saeculis xiv. et xv. de Romanis Ponti- 
ficibus de Regibus Anglice ab Edwardi II. ad 
Henricum VIII." A folio of 426 written pages^ 
the writing of the reign of Charles I. On the 
inside cover, in Mr. Anstis' handwriting, are the 
words : " Olim e MSS. Lumley, hodierne e MSS. 
Johannis Anstis Gart, No. 77." 

7. '* Homo Verax." A monthly calendar^ 
written in 1420, and for that vear. A curious 
specimen of the form and style of the ancient 
Calendars in use before the invention of printing. 
Octavo, of twelve written pages, parchment. 

8. Annales Oxonienses. A quarto of 34 writ- 
ten pages, beginning with 1066 and coming down 
to 1310. 

9. Epitome of the Civil Wars of England. A 
folio of 125 written pages, the writing and author 
(a Royalist) of the reign of Charles II. 

10. De Pace Franciae et Angliae. A folio of 
156 written leaves, containing historical informa- 
tion from the reign of Edward I. to that of 
Richard II., in Latin and French, and with the 
Royal arms of England stamped on each side of 
the cover. Written about the reign of Eliza* 
beth. 

11.*^ Depositio Regis Ricardi II, ab Henrico 
E 3 Perjura 
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Perjuro illo Lancastrias Duce.** A qaarfo of 4 
yellum pages, apparently coeval with Richard II. 

12. A folio of 130 pages, containing curious 
and valuable original documents relating to the 
Crown Jewels at various periods of English 
history from the time of Edward the Confessor 
to Queen Anne. 

13. A quai-to of 164 pages, containing interest- 
ing particulars on the subject of the Crown 
Jewels, &c., from the reign of Henry VIII. to 
that of Queen Anne. 

14. " Cronica de Regibus Angliae." A small 
vellum quarto of 142 written pa^es. The title 
of the work is in red ink in the handwriting of 
the transcriber : " Hie incipit Chronica bona et 
compendiosa de Regibus Angliae, et de aliquibus 
actibus famosis, temporibus eorum peractis, a 
tempore Noe usque ad tempus Henrici Quarti 
post Conquestum Angliae et de Sanctis interim 
m Anglia, eorum temporibus existentibus." The 
writing is of the 15th century. 

15. ** The original inventories of the Church 
Goods, Plate, Jewels, &c. in the Hundreds of 
Utlesford, Froshwell, and in the half Hundred 
of Clavering, in the County of Essex, tnken by 
Commissioners appointed by King Edward VI., 
in the 5th year of his reign." A folio, of 42 
written leaves, all in one hand. Each leaf is 
subscribed by the Commissioners. The articles 
are chiefly gold and silver chalices, crosses, 
pateras, crucifixes, monstrances, embroidered vest- 
ments, bells, candlesticks, &c. The value of 
each article is set down according to the estima- 
tion of the Commissioners. 

16. An original inventory of Books, Copes, 
Vestments, Altar Cloths, Carpets, Curtains, 
Hangings, Mitres, Croziers, Silver Plate, and 
^Ided Chalices, Basons, &c. &c., formerly belong- 
mg to St. Peter's Church in the city of Norwich 
and there used before the Reformation. A folio 
of 88 written pages in writing of the reign of 
Henry VIII. 

17. Original inventory of Queen Elizabeth's 
wardrobe. An imperial folio of 103 written 
leaves, entitled " The Booke of all fine Robes, 
Apparell, Silkcs, Jewels, and other Stuffe in 
chardge of Sir Thomas Gorg, Knight, Gentleman 
of Her Majestie's Garderobe of Robes." From 
an original attestation at the end of the volume 
it appears that all the jewels, &c. therein-men- 
tioned were, by Sir Thomas Gorges, Kt., 
** delivered into the charge of Mrs. Mary Rat- 
cliffe, 28th May 1603, two months and nine days 
after King James's accession, in the presence of 
Edward Carve, Thomas Knyvett, Francis 
Gofton." This book formerly belonged to Sir 
Simeon Stewart, and was sold by auction at his 
seat in Hampshire in May 1779 to Sir John 
Cullum, Bart. ; afterwards to Mr. Craven Orde, 
who placed it, in 1790, in the Library of Mr. 
Astle, from whicii it passed with the Stowe 
collection. Sir Symonds D'Ewes thus alludes 
in his diary to the treasures of Queen Elizabeth's 
wardrobe: — "A.D. 1620, Jan. 21, King James 
consumed that mighty mass of treasure left by 
Queen Elizabeth, without bettering any man 
except a few beggarly Scots, and gave away the 
inestimable wardrobe soe charily e preserA'cd by 
all his ancestors, to one onlye Scot, namely, the 
Earle of Dunbarr, who breaking those venerable 
robes of ancient Kings, and wickedly transporting 
them into the Lowe Countryes, sold them for 
above 100,000 /." 

18. Original inventory of Queen Elizabeth's 



Jewels, Plate, &c. A folio of 154 leaves, dated 
14th March, 16 Eliz., and containing an authen- 
ticated account, with very minute details, of the 
jewels and plate which were committed lo the 
care and custody of John Asteley, Esq. The 
MS. is signed on each page with the autographs 
of Lord Treasurer Burleigh, Sir Ralph Sadler 
and Sir Walter Mildmay. 

19. Original inventory of Queen Elizabeth's 
Jewels and Plate. An imperial folio of 163 
written leaves, each page signed with the auto- 
graph of Sir Edward Carye. The M S. is thus 
described in the preface : — " This booke, made 
the 14*** daye of Marche in the 16*** yeare of the 
reign of our Sovereign Lady, Elizabeth, &c. 
&c., doth particularly contein all such pardelles 
oftheQuenis Maj**'« Jewells, Plate, and other 
Stuffe, as remaine the saide daye and yere in the 
custodie and chardge of John Asteley E8q^, 
Master and Treasourer of her Highnes Jewels 
and Plate to her Maj**** use, &c. &c." 

20. The original account of Roger de Waltham, 
Keeper of the Great Wardrobe, between the 
1st of May, 15th of Edward IL, A.D. 1322, and 
the 19th of October anno. 17th of the said King. 
A vellum folio of 300 pages, bearing on the 6th 
leaf the following memorandum in Koger de 
Waltham's hand : — " Hunc librum liberavit ad 
gratiam hie Rogerus de Waltham, nuper custos 
Garderobe Kegis Edwardi, iilii regis Ed. per 
manus suas proprias xxv. die Maii, anno tcrtio 
regis Edwardi tertii a Conquestu." It contains 
accounts of money received out of the Excliequer 
for fines for false weights imposed by the Clerk 
of the Market; for plate sold or exchanged ; for 
the sale of vestments and wardrobe stores ; for 
provisions sold by the sheriffs and other officers* 
The accounts of money paid include the expenses 
of the King's hou^hold ; the alms of the King ; 
wages to servants, workmen, &c. ; summer and 
winter shoes for the King's servants ; presents 
made by the King ; expenses for falconers and 
huntsmen ; wages of slingers, lancemen, and 
archers; expenses of messengers employed by 
the King; for plate, jewels, gold and silver 
cloth, &c.

A volume of 
miscellaneous collections from manuscripts in the .

3. A chronological catalogue of writing that 
have appeared on the aftiurs of England from 
1637 to 1735. A quarto of 91 pages, in the 
handwriting of Morant, author of tne History of 
Essex. 

4. A calendar to the Patent and Close Rolls, 
and to other records, with a variety of mis- 
cellaneous collections. A folio of 222 written 
pages, in handwriting of the reigns of James I. 
and Charles II. 

5. An index to eight MSS. in the Ashmolean 
Museum at Oxford. 

6. Wanle/s 
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6. Wanley's Cataloo:ue of English Historians, 
printed and not printed. 

7. A catalogue of manuscripts, chiefly in writ- 
ing of the reign of George III. The volume 
consists of catalogues of several collections of 
jVISS., for example, those of Mladox, West, Sir 
Julius Caesar, Sir Matthew Hale, Prynne, &c. 
There is also some curious information upon 
literary subjects. 

8. The original catalogue of the Essex collec- 
tion of manuscripts, signed by .Teffry, the book- 
seller, and Mr. Douce, the antiquary. The 
collection was purchased from the Essex family 
by the Marquess of Buckingham in 1808. 

9. A Kalendar of all the public and private 
Acts in the Parliament Office at Westminster 
since the I2th of Henry VII. A folio of 70 
written leaves, in writing of the reign of 
George II. 

10. A general account of the State Papers, 

5 reserved in the State Paper Office. The latest 
ocuments mentioned are of the year 1692.. 

11. A folio of 118 pages written in the reigu 
of George III., containing much interesting 
instruction relating to the contents of the State 
Paper Office. 

12. A catalogue of authors from 1598 to 1694, 
in one hand, of the reign of George II. 

13. Gulielmi de Novoburgo Chronicon. On 
vellum, a folio of 174 written leaves, which 
formerly belonged to Sir R. Twysden, as appears 
£rom his name in his own hand on the inside 
cover. There is another MS. in the Cotton 
Xfibrary, but this is the more ancient, and is coeval 
with its author who died 1208. It seems also 
probable, if not actually certain, that it is the 
original presented by the author to the monas- 
tery about the year 1189. Fourteen leaves 
have been supplied by a modem transcript. 

14. An alphabetical list of authors and 
remarkable persons, and the time when they 
flourished. Mr. Astle states that he bought 
this MS. at the sale of Dr. Farmer's library in 
1798. The handwriting is supposed to be that 
of Mr. Thomas Coxeter, of Trinity College, 
Oxford, 1694. 

15. Gualteri Hemingfordensis, Canonici Gis- 
bumensis, Historia liegum Anglorum a Guliel- 
mo I. usque ad annum 6 Edwardi 2"^*, viz., ab 
ann. 1066 ad ann. 1312. On vellum. A folio 
of 180" leaves, formerly the property of Sir 
Henry Spelman, whose autograph it bears. 

16. Gervasius Tilburiensis de Necessariis 
Scaccarii Observationibus. A folio of 86 pages. 
After the dedication to Henry II. comes Bale's 
account of Gervas, and then a short address or 
dedication to Sir Thomas Bromley by William 
Lambard, in whose hand the whole of this MS. 
was written A.D. 1572. 

17. Dialogus de Scaccario, inter Magistrum et 
Discipulum, Authore Gervasio Tilburiense, et 
creditur. A folio of 1 00 pages. Sir R. Twysden 
states in a marginal note that he had this copy 
transcribed, and that he collated it in 1 636, with 
an ancient MS. of the best note, on parchment, 
which was the property of Sir Henry Spelman. 
At folio 91 there is another work entitled 
** Alexaadri Archediaconi Salop, de Scaochario;" 
and Sir B. Twysden states, at folio 100, that he 
collated it with the original in the Exchequer, in 
September 1644. 

18. Chronicon Ramsayense. On vellum. A 
folio of 126 pages in writing of the fifteenth 
century. This work has beei; published by Gale 
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under the title '* Liber de Benefactoribus 
Ecclesiae Bamesiensis, excodice MS. qui servatur 
in Eegio Scaccario Westmonasterii, a parte 
Rememoratoris, anno 1599." Gale describes his 
M S. as imperfect. Lprd Ashbumham's is more 
complete. It consists of 109 chapters, with a 
contmuation to the reign of Henry II. The 
volume contains also Dialogus do Scaccario inter 
Magistrum et Discipulum, autliore Gervasio 
Tilburiense. 

19. Bedse Historia Ecclesiastica Gentis An- 
glorum. On vellum. A quarto of 296 pages, in 
writing of the end of ihe 12th or beginnmg of 
the 13th century. At the end of the Historia is 
the Epilogus de transitu Bed®, in the same hand. 
This is followed by a short Life of St. John of 
Beverley, entitled " De S. Johanne Episcopo." 
The next article is the Life of S. Edward the 
Confessor, by Ailred, Abbot of Bieval, and at 
the end is the commencement of another work, 
" Incipit PrologusMagistri Hugonis ad Walterum 
Pontificem de v irginitate S. Marie.'* 

20. Two folio volumes, lettered " Index 
Virorum — Augmentation Office." Both are in 
the handwriting of Dr. Ducarel, and are entitled 
*^ A Draught of an Index Virorum to several of 
the Chartte Antiques in the Augmentation Office" 
by Dr. Ducarel, 1764 and 1765. 

21. Sir Francis Walsingham's Table Book, or 
Index of State Papers. An octavo of 1 1-2 written 
leaves, containing ** An Index of all the written 
books in the chests, or abroad" relating to treaties 
with France and Flanders, Scotland, and Ireland, 
during the reign of Elizabeth. Also a repertory 
of Walsingham's papers at home and abroad^ 
relating to all his transactions with the above 
and other countries. The writing is probably 
that of his secretary, Thomas Lake, afterwarij 
knighted by James I., and appointed one of his 
Secretaries of State. 

22. " A Briefe Declaration of the Number of 
all Promotions Ecclesiasticall of whatsoever 
name or title, at the Taxation of First Fruits 
and Tenthes ; with the yejurlie value of cache 
Bishopricke, Deanery, and Archdeaconrie, and 
the Ten the of the Clergie in every Diocese." A 
folio of 19 written pages, in one hand, of the 
reign of Charles I. down to the last page, where 
it is stated in a modern hand that there were 
^' 3^845 livings or appropriate parsonages taken 
from the church, which is more by 1,126 than 
half of them that remain, and witliin 897 as 
many as them all. For the churches not appro- 
priate are but 5^439 through all England and 
Wales ; so that the parishes of the churches 
appropriate contain near about one-half of the 
kingdom, which is more, if Hierome in his 
Epistle to Dardanus (as I take it), deceive me 
not, than twice so much as all the land of Judsea, 
though we reckon the kingdom of Israel into it^ 
but many times more than llie kingdom of 
Judsea, which contained but the two tribes that 
stuck to God." 

23. ^^ Catalogus Chartarum Miscellanearum 
Tredecim Voluminibus." A folio of 60 written 
pages, in a modern hand. The contents of 13 
volumes of manuscripts are indexed in this vol-* 
ume^ without any account of when those manu- 
scripts were written, or where they are preserved, 
or to what collection they belonged. They relate 
chiefly to the ecclesiastical history of England 
from the Conquest down to the reign of James 11. 

24. An original schedule of the goods and 
chattels at Manchester House, as ascertained by 
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indenture of sale, bearing date 5th April, 24 
Charles II. A long roll of parchment. The 
list begins with the pictures, about 150 in num- 
ber, then follows a great variety "of furniture, 
and a schedule of debts due to the-Hon. George 
Montague at the time of his death. 

25. An English Chronicle in Old English. 
On vellum. A quarto of 189 written leaves, 
divided into 229 chapters. The writing, spelling, 
and ornaments are of the reign of Henry V I. 

25a. A copy of the foregoing MS. A folio of 
195 written leaves, with eight leaves of church 
music at the end. The whole in one hand of the 
reign of Henry VI. 

26. Another copy in a different hand but of 
the same reign. A quarto of 134 written leaves. 
On vellum. 

27. Another copy, but differing in the arrange- 
ment and division of chapters. A quarto of 82 
written leaves. The autograph of " Thomas 
Bromley, 1576," is several times repeated on an 
antiphonarium, on which the church musical 
notes at the beginning and end are older than 
the chronicle, and are probably of the thirteenth 
century.

The work 
is entitled " Inventaire Chronologique et detaill^ 
d^s toutes les chartes qui se trouve dans les 
archives des Comptes de Flandres, depos^es dans 
Pancienne Chambre des Comptes du Roi a Lille." 
The work was conapiled bv M. Godefroy, Keeper 
of the Records at Lille, cniefly at the expense of 
Louis XVI.

A folio of 484 
written pages, all in one hand of the reign of 
Charles I., endin^in 1 154. 

33. Johannis Kegis Vita. A folio of 658 
pages. It begins A.D. 1191 and comes down to 
A.D. 1216, the year of King John's death. 

34. Polychronicon Ranulphi Hygdeni. On 
vellum. A folio of 240 written leaves, the 
writing of the year 1397. The work terminates 
wiUi the reign of Edward III. A.D. 1377. An 
account of John Wickliff occupies the last page, 
and in the preceding one there is an account of 
Alice Perers. At the head of the first page is 
the autograph of Ethelbert Burdett in writing of 
the reign of Henry VII.

The Forgeries of William Henry Ireland, 
with his original Confessions. These are sixteen 
tracts printed in the reigns of Elizabeth and 
James 1., containing the manuscript notes which 
Ireland endeavoured to impose upon the literary 
world as the handwriting of Shakspeare, Lord 
Southampton, &c &c. In the title page to the 
volume of the *' Confessions," they are said to 
'* contain the several autograph«(, &c. produced 
by me, William Henry Ireland, during my fabri- 
cation of the manuscript which I wrote and 
attributed to William Shakspeare.'* 

24. " A Treatise of Angels and Devils in the 
Arragonian Dialect," by John Uouljese. The 
MS. thus entitled on the back of the volume is 
written in Latin, and appears to have been the 
author *s own copy, as it is signed by him on the 
last page. It is in writing of the sixteenth cen- 
tury. Folio. 

25. Tratado de Medicina. This MS. Treatise 
on Medicine has been copied from a printed 
edition by the Guarani Indians of the ancient Pa- 
raguay Missions. It is a curious specimen of 
accuracy in fac-simile transcribing. A quarto of 
123 written pages. 

26. A curious specimen of French penmanship, 
consisting of thirty-three leaves, containing por- 
traits of the time of Louis XIV., executed with 
so much freedom of hand that they appear to be 
the result of one uninterrupted flourish of the 
writer's pen. To each portrait is annexed a song 
with music, and at the end is a piece of music in 
the handwriting of J. Jacques Rousseau, composed 
by him at Paris in 1776. Quarto, vellum. 

27. Two folio volumes, the first entitled '' The 
Life of Knidbt Elis," and the second '* The Life 
of Prince JPartalope and Marmoriii, a Love 
Story," both copied from MSS. in the Library 
of the University of Copenhagen. They are in 
the Icelandic language, and, together with a 
fragment at the end of the second volume, also 
written in that language about the beginning of 
the fourteenth century, and entitled "Anecdotes 
of several Archbishops of Canterbury," were 
presented to Mr. Astle by Mr. Thorkelin in

28. Petrarca, Sonetti e Trionfi. Quarto, Vel- 
lum. This MSS. is coeval with the poet, and 
might have been his own last copy, for he died in 
1374, and the writing appears to be of about that 
time. On the reverse 01 the last leaf his memo- 
randum on the death of Laura, written in the 
same hand as the text, differs in one date from 
the same memorandum inserted in his transcript 
of Virgil, in the Ambrosian Library. The date 
here given is ** Mense Maio die xxviii., mane ;" 
whereas that copied by Tiraboschi from the 
Virgil runs,** Mense Maio, die xix., mane." The 
first thirteen pages of the present MS. contain an 
alphabetical index to the sonnets. The sonnets 
end at page 294, where they are followed by the 
**Triumfi Petrarcje," in sixty-seven additional 
pages. 

29. Gower's Confession Amantis. A folio of 
348 written pages on vellum, bound in old oak 
covers. The nrst and last leaves are missing. 
The writing is nearly coeval with the author. 

30. '* Emblesmes et Devises d' Amour.'* A 
small quarto, vellum, consisting of twelve minia* 
ture paintings, emblematical of the author's love 
and attachment to the lady for whom the MS. 
was composed in the sixteenth centurv. To the 
paintings is prefixed a preface of eight pages 
entirely in gold, on a dark red ground^ and the 
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reTerses of the pamtings are illustrated by ex- 
plaDations. At the end of the book is a portrait 
of the author, Pierre Sala, on the reverse of 
i?hich are the following lines : — Cet de vray le 
portret de Pierre Sala, Mestre HoteJle cbez le 
Soy, avec des enigmes ou'il avoit fet a sa me- 
tiesse qui estoit grand nonete a Madame de 
Kessis, la quelle est sortie de la may son de Guil- 
laen, en Quercy." The MS. is bound in olive 
velvet, and enclosed in an ornamental case of 
stamped leather. It formerly belonged to Marshal 
Junot. 

31. Johannis de Janua Catholicon. A MS. of 
the thirteenth century, probably coeval with llie 
author, and purchased at the Pinelli sale* Some 
of the pages have ornamented margins and initial 
letters. On the first page is a miniature portrait 
of the author kneeling before the Virgin and 
Infant Saviour. Folio, vellum. 

32. The Household Book of Boger, Lord 
North, from January 1, 1575, to December 20, 
1589. Two vols., folio. The accounts are all 
in the handwriting of Lord North, and are fre- 
quently attested by his signature. In 1579 he 
was honoured with a visit from Queen Elizabeth, 
and the expenses of that entertainment are given, 
with a variety of curious details illustrative 
of the domestic history and manners of the 
period.

This is the original account of the trial, signed 
on each page bv the notaries, and attested by them 
at the end o^ the volume.

36. A parcel of miscellaneous autographs and 
papers. Treasury "Warrants, &c. &c. 

37. Official correspondence relating to the 
English Colonies, being principally transcribed 
from the letters of the several Governors and 
others, addressed to the Government at home 
in the year 1765. 

38. Keceuil Historique, tir^ de plusieurs Au- 
teurs, uvec les noms de la plus part. A quarto, 
containing a great variety of entertaining sub- 
jects, written towards the end of the reign of

written pages, all in one hand of the reign of 
Charles ll. The first article is the form of a 
proposal of marriage by which the ambassador 
of one king proposes for the daughter of another 
on behalf of his master. All the formularies are 
in Latin, and are valuable monuments of the 
style of diplomacy in the old courts of Europe.

71. Placita Parliamentaria tempore regis 
Edwardi I. A folio in writing of the reign of 
James I., with some marginal emendations in the 
handwriting of Sir William Dugdale. 

72. A folio in writing of the reign of George 
II., containing extracts from the Close BoUs 
from the reign of Henry III. to that of Edward 
II. 

73. A folio in the handwriting of Peter Le 
Neve, transcribed from a Pijpe Roll in the Tally

77. A folio of 318 pages, in writing of the 
reign of George II., ana consisting oi* various 
extracts from the Records, and orders respecting 
the preservation of them, issued at different 
times, from the reign of Edward III. to 1688, 
together with much miscellaneous and very in- 
teresting information on many pther subjects.

The writing is of the fourteenth century, 
and the MS. is considered to be one of the oldest 
copies of the Statutes now extant, containing 
some which have not been printed.

A quarto of 119 written 
leaves of the reign of Henry VI. The initial 
letters are illuminated, and contain miniatures 
of the Kings. Some of the margins ako are 
ornamented, and at the end are seven pages of 
musical notes in a more recent hand, which are 
dated anno 1558.

Thirty-six folio 
pages in one hand of that reign. 

4. Court Rolls of the Manor of Codicote, co. 
Herts. On vellum. A large folio believed to 
be the oldest MS. extant on the subject of 
" Halimots,** and the forms of proceedings in 
those Courts, The title is ^* Extract. Rotulor 
de Halimot. tent, apud Manerium de Codicote 
tempore regis Henrici, filii regis Johannis, 
Halimot de Codicote, die Veneris proxime post 
festum Sci Luc«, anno 21 (1236)." The MS. 
ends with the fourth year of Henry V., in whose 
reign it was compiled and written. 

5. A folio of 164 written pages of the reign of 
George II., containing: Copies of informations, 
warrants, and indictments, for high treason against 
Jacobites; against the Duke of Buckingham, in 
the reign of Charles IL, for exactions, and buying 
his place of Master of the Horse; against the 
Earl of Bristol and others, in the reign of 
James II. Placita, Ecclesiastical grants, &c., of 
Queen Anne's reign are followed by informations 
against Elliot, Holies, and other members for 
sedition, anno 5, Car. I. ; and other indictments 
down to 1734. 

6. The Exchequer, its officers and offices, 
customs, &c. A folio in a modern hand, of mis- 
cellaneous contents. 

7. A collection of miscellaneous documents 
relating to the Court of Chancery, the office of 
Lord Chancellor, &c. By William Lambarde. 
A folio of 516 written pages, sufficient of itself, 
says Dr. O'Conor, to show the extent of 
Lambarde's legal knowledge, and the intenseness 
of his indefatigable application. 

8. A folio in a hand of the reien of George I., 
containing the legal forms of ful sorts of con- 
tracts, bonds, conveyances, &c. Also a rental of 
Queen-square, London, from 1713 to 1716, with 
the names of the tenants, being the original, 
signed by Lord Carnarvon, afterwards first 
Duke of Chandos. 

9. A collection of documents upon a variety of 
legal and other subjects, chiefly in writing of the 
time of Queen Anne. 

10. A folio of 1 56 written pages. In a note 
on the third leaf it is described as follows : — ** The 
original MS. from which this was copied is in 
the library of Talbot Yelverton, Earl of Sussex, 
by whose permission this copy was taken. This 
was approved of by that Rev. Judge, Sir 
Christopher Yelverton, and by him allowed to 
be worthy of the Presse, as attested on a leaf in 
the front of the originall." 

11. " Entries of Warrants for grants of Crown 
lands, &c., in 1660 wd 1861, by the Earl of 
Southampton, Lord High Treasurer of England." 
A folio of 255 written pages, all in one hand, 
of the reign of Charles If. The entries begin 
with " Grants of Lands of Traitors in Surrey 
and Sussex, Feb. 23, 1660, and end at page 255, 
with an order of 22nd August 1661, to Sir J. 
Digby, relative to the King's woods in the 
county of Nottingham. This volume was for- 
merly in the collection of Mr. Anstis. 

12. A folio of miscellaneous contents on 212 
written pa^es. Amongst the variety of its sub- 
jects are, neraldry and family history ; statutes 
of colleges; quit rents; tenure and customs of 
Portland Island; abstract of forfeitures in Ireland 
in 1688; Acts of Henry VIII. relating to 
Windsor Castle and Manor, &c. &c. The vouune 
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hears the autograph of Lord Somers, to whose 
collection it fomoerly belonged. 

13. A miscellaneous volume of historical and 
legal papers, collected partly by Le Neve, and 
partly by Astle. Folio. 

14. Another miscellaneous volume formerly 
belonging to Anstis. A folio of 290 pages in 
handwriting of the reign of James I. and 
Charles I. 

15. A folio of 108 written pages of the reign 
of George II., containing forms of mortgages, 
conveyances of mortgages, re-conveyances in 
trust, &c. The latest date is 1719. 

16. Rules and forms to be observed in the 
Court of King's Bench and Common Pleas. 
2 vols, folio. 

17. A folio of 702 pages, written in the reign 
of Charles I., containing many interesting^ law 
oases. They begin with that of " Richard Earie 
of Clanrickard, and the Ladie Ffrances, his wife, 
against llobert Sydney." 

18. Miscellanea, in a portfolio. Mr. Astle 
describes them as " Miscellany MSS. bought at 
Mr. Martin's sale, belonged to Mr. Le Neve." 
They are chiefly legal and historical, on the 
antiquity of Parliaments, on the bai*ony of 
Bergavenny ; arraignment of traitors in the reign 
of Elizabeth ; the Bishop of Winchester's Mass

1. A folio of 198 written pages, consisting 
chiefly of collections of the laws and regulations 
relating to ecclesiastical benefices, the origin of 
advowsons, &c. in handwriting of the reign of 
James I. At the top of the first page is the 
autofi:raph of Peter Le Neve, " Liber Petri le 
Neve Rouge Croix, 1699." 

2. A folio containing a collection of papers 
chiefly relating to ecclesiastical affairs from the 
fifteenth to the eighteenth century. Amongst 
them are nine original letters from Archbishop 
Seeker to Mr. Grenville, in 1763, upon the sub- 
ject of French Protestant emigrants, &c. ; a note 
relative to the interest of the adventurers in 
Ireland, 1662 ; de{>ositions relating to the tythes 
of St. Alkmund, in Derby, 1715; the original 
declaration of the professors of the academy of 
Helmstadt, disavowing the imputation of their 
coalescing with the Church of Rome, dated 
Sept. 1708, and signed by Fabricius and others ; 
the names of a committee appointed in 1777 to 
consider of the establishment of episcopacy in 
America. 

3. A folio of 268 pao:es in writing of the reign 
of George I., containing a compilation from a 
great number of documents in print and manu- 
script, beginning with the arrival of St Augustine, 
in 601, relating to Saxon Councils, Convoca- 
tions, &c., from the date mentioned to the year 
1711. 

4. A fao-simile transcript of several parts of 
the original ** Teztus Ronensis," not published 
by Hearne, which were collated with the original. 



by William and Elizabeth Elstob, in 1712. The 
title in red^ ink is, *' lixcerpta a Textu Roffensi, 
Jacobo Smitho, Scriptore. Contulerunt vero et 
examinaverunt W. E. E. E. Londini x. kal. 
Jun. MDCCXii." The orifpnai * Textus Roffensis" 
is a chartulary or collection of ecclesiastical in- 
struments preserved in Rochester Cathedral. 

5. Canones Pocnitentiales TheodorL A folio 
of 112 written pages, half in Latin, half in 
Saxon ; the Latin on one page, and the Saxon in 
Saxon characters on the other. It is divided 
into eighty-four chapters, neatly transcribed 
from a M S. of the elevenUi century in Corpus 
Christi Coll., Cambridcfe. 

6. S. AnseUni Epistolas. A folio of 449 
written pages, which formerly belonged to Sir 
Roger Twysden, as appears by a note in his 
handwriting, dated November 1670. 

7. Statuta CoUegii S. Trinitatis Cantabrigia. 
A quarto of 1 63 written pages. Tlie Statutes 
are 46 in number, and relate to all the affairs of 
the college, the duties of masters and scholars, 
their costume, their elections, &c. The first 
chapter states that they were drawn up by 
Mathew Parker, Archbishop of Canterbury, at 
the request of Queen Elizabeth, and refers 
to previous Statutes by Henry VIII. and 
Edward VI. It appears by a letter prefixed to 
this volume from Mr. Holmes, the Deputy 
Keeper of Records, to Lord Chancellor Maccles- 
field, that these statutes were never em oiled in 
Chancery. At the end of this MS. are some 
loose papers entitled " orders concerning the 
Lent,' from Queen Elizabeth's Council, dated 
Hampton Court, 14 Jan. 1572, commanding that 
no flesh meat be bought or sold during Lent 

8. *^ Ceremoniale Canonlcon, S. Crucis Domus 
Parisiensis." On vellum, chiefly in one hand, of 
the sixteenth century. 

9. An oblong quarto of 326 written pages, 
commencing. ** Here Begynneth a tretis ttiat 
suflisith to eche Cristen man and womman to 
ly ven hereafter." The language is old English, 
and the writing of the fourteenth century. The 
work has been attributed to WickliflFe. 

10. A Collection of Ecclesiastical Canons. 
On vellum. A folio of 446 written pages in 
writing of the thirteenth century. From an an- 
cient memorandum on the fourth leaf, it appears 
that this MS. formerly belonged to St. Augus- 
tine's Library, at Canterbury. Another memo- 
randum, in Sir Roger Twysden's hand, states 
that he bought it in the shop of Laurence 
Sadler, bookseller, 15th October 1629. Dr. 
O 'Conor considers it to be one of the oldest copies 
extant of the collection of Decretals and Canons 
of the Roman Church made by Gratian in 
1140. 

1 1. Bishop Batcman's Statutes for Caius Col- 
lege, Cambridge. A quarto of 144 pages, in 
writing of the reign of James I. The Statutes 
are dated 30th March 1558. The augmenta-. 
tions annexed to them are dated 1st Jan. 
1572. 

12. Statuta Aulas Divas Catherinae. An 
octavo of 38 pages, in a modem hand, and appa- 
rently transcribed from the original Statutes of 
St. Catherine Hall, Cambridge, as altered by the 
Royal visitors in the reign of Queen Elizabeth. 

13. Missale Romanum. On vellum. A folio 
of 523 pages, written in the Gothic characters 
usual in large missals of the thirteenth and 
fourteenth centuries. 

14. A collection of original Papal Bulls and 

Indulgences 
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Indulgences from the thirteenth to the sixteenth 
century. On velluuL Folio. 

15. The Psalter of Kmg Alfred the Great 
On vellum. It was formerly in the possession 
of Sir Henry Spelman, who agrees witn Heame 
and Wanley in considering it to be the oldest 
Psalter in England. Mr. Astle, in his " History 
of Wriancr," calls it " The Psalter of Alfred the 
Great, now in my library." He gives a fac- 
aimiie of the writing, and adds that ** it was 
written between the years 872 and 878." The 
Latin text, which is the ancient Italian version, 
is interlined with a literal version in the Anglo- 
Saxon language and characters. A folio of 364 
pages. 

16. Ancient deeds, on vellum, including 
*' Carta de Helham," or a grant by Henry I. to 
Alice, Countess of Auge, of sundry parcels of 
land; iin original coniirmation by Geoffrey, 
Bishop of Chichester, from 1180 to 1198. of an 
agreement between the church of St. Mary at 
Hastings and the abbey of " Pons Roberti," 
respecting tithes; Johannis Episcopi Cicens- 
triensis Exemplificatio Bullae Innocentii Papse 
4*', datffi Perugii, 1258: an original grant by 
-Prmce Edward, afterwards Edward I., confirm- 
ing a grant, &c. ; another grant by Prince 
Edward ; an original grant by Radulphus, the 
son of Robert, to his brother Wido, of certain 
lands. 

17. Interpretatio Zacharise Chrysopolitani de 
Evangeliis. A large folio on vellum, consisting 
of 386 pages, in handwriting of the 14th century. 
The colophon preserves the name of the tran- 
scriber : '* Explicit explicatio, vel declaratio, libri 
quarti Zacharia) Chrysopolitani in unum ex 
quatuor, scriptum per manum Fratris. Rogeri 
Albon, Carmelitani." 

18. A copy of Mr. Halhed*s Letter upon the 
Antiquity oi the Hindu Religion. 

19. Collections relating to the Universities 
of Oxford and Cambridge, from 1688 to 1766. 
Some of the original letters and documents in 
this folio are in the handwriting of Madox, Anstis, 
R. Bentley, D. Burton, Joseph Warton, &c. 
&c. 

20. " A devotional Treatise on Implicit Faith 
in the Doctrine of the Trinity," dedicated by 
the author to his father-in-law, Allen Cotton, 
Alderman. Lord Mayor of London. A quarto 
of316 pages in the author's handwriting. His 
Hiitials, " Tho. E.," with the date of the com- 
pletion of the work, 1625, are at the end. 

21. " The Light in Darkness, or the True 
Religion, long sought, at last found out, amongst 
all the religions of the world here mentioned, 
by Martin Brethon, a true proselyte to the 
Church of England, Aug. 26, 1685." A memo- 
randum, in Mr. Astle's hand, states his opinion 
that the writer was a member of the Church of 
Rome. 

22. Miscellaneous collections relating to the 
Church of Scotland, containing accounts of the 
proceedings at the general assemblies and 
various synods of the Church of Scotland, held 
St Edinburgh, Glasgow, Perth, Montrose, and 
other places, during the sixteenth and seven- 
teenth centuries, from 1560 to 1643. A folio of 
228 pages in one baud of the reign of George 
H. 

23. A discourse concerning Puritans. A 
quarto of 66 written pages, in a hand of the reign 
of Charles I. 

24. ** The Lives of Women Saints of our 
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Countrie of England; also some other Uvea of 
Holie Women, written by some of the Auncient 
Ffathers." 

25. " A peaceable surviewo and examination 
of the Doctrine of the Huguenotts, proving 
against the rigorous Catholickes of our time, and 
particularlie against the Answerc made to the 
Catholicke Apologie, that wee which are mem- 
bers of the Catholicke, Apostolicke, and Romish 
Church, ought not to condemne the Huguenotts 
for herctiques, untill further proofe be made.'* 
A quarto of 98 written pages in writing of the 
reign of James I. A note in Mr. Astle's hand 
states that this tract was written soon after the 
murder of Henry IV. by Ravaillac. 

26. Collectanea qucedam Anglo-Saxonica e 
Cod. MSS. A quarto of 94 written leaves, con- 
sisting of collections and translations from a 
variety of An^lo-Saxon manuscripts in the 
handwriting of William and Elizabeth Elstob. 

27. Rules of the Jesuits ; an octavo bound in 
parchment 

28. Petri Comestoris Historia Sacra. A folio 
of 388 pages in writing oF the thirteenth cen- 
tury. On vellum. An illuminated miniature at 
the commencement of one of the books repre- 
sents the author presenting his book to an arch- 
bishop with this mscription in the writing of the 
rest of the work : " Reverendo Patri, et Domino 
suo Willelmo, Dei gratia Senonensiarum Archie- 
pi8Copo,Petrus servus Chri8ti,Pre8biterTrecensis 
vitam bonam et exitum beatum." 

29. Legendes des Saints, par Jean de Vignay ; 
French translation, in a hand of the sixteenth 
century, of the " Golden Legend." 2 vols. Folio, 

30. Guibertus (Guibert de Nogent) de Morte. 
A quarto in writing contemporary with the author 
who lived in the twelfth century. 

31. Historia Animalium. A quarto of 32 
pages. On vellum. A note on the first page 
attributes the MS. to the time of William the 
Conqueror. 

32. Baldwinus, Frater Monasterii Fordensis, 
de Sacramentis, aut de Corpore et Sanguine 
Domini. On vellum. A quarto of 204 written 
pages. On the inside cover, in the handwriting 
of Thomas Bryan Richards, is the following 
memorandum : *^ Bartholomeus, sixth Bishop of 
Exeter, to whom the bock is dedicated, was made 
Bishop of Exeterin 1 159, and died in 1 172, so that 
it must have been written during that period. 
This book belonged to the Abbey of Waltham 
Cross. I find that it was written by Baldwin, a 
Devonshire man, who became Abbot of Ford, 
and at last Archbishop of Canterbury. He died 
at Acre in Palestine, in 1190. He went from 
his abbacy to be Bishop of Worcester in 1180, 
and was translated to Canterbury in 1184." 
" He succeeded Robert de Pennington as Abbot 
in 1168, so that the book must have been written 
before that period," T.^. R. 

33. Gregory's Chantry, Aldgate Church, Lon- 
don. On vellum. A quarto of 94 pages, con- 
taining an account of William Gregory's founda- 
tion of a chantry in the parish church of Ald- 
richegate, London. It contains the will of the 
founder, dated Aug. 18, 1461; a deed between 
Nicholas Latchett, one of the Barons of the 
Exchequer, and William Saunders, B.D., and 
general Confessor of the monastery of Syon, 
near Brentford, executors of the said will, 
for the regulation of the religious ceremonies to 
be performed in this chantry, dated Svon, 4th 
December 1498, 14 Henry VII. The MS. is in 
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XfAtin and EDglish, in writing of the sixteenth 
century. 

34. Liber Abbatiae do Hida, juxta Winton. 
A folio of 68 written leaves, in writing of the 
rei^n of Elizabeth* The language is part Latin 
and part English, and the MS. contains tran- 
scripts of many valuable documents connected 
with the history of Hyde Abbey. 

35. The Register of Hyde Abbey ,Winchester. 
On vellum. The greatest part of this M S. was, 
in the opinion of Mr. Astle, written in the reign of 
Canute, eighteen pages beinff afterwards added, 
containing memoranda in vnrious hands down to 
the latter part of the fifteenth century. On the 
first page are portraits of Canute and his Queen 
in their robes of state with their names written 
over them in red ink, ** Ailgythu Begina. Cnut. 
Bex." On the reverse of the fourth leaf are 
memoranda of William the Conqueror's building 
a palace at Winchester, in the fourth year of his 
reign; and of the burning of Winchester by 
Robert, Earl of Gloucester, in 114G. The re- 
verse of folio 47 commences with a preface to the 
will of Alfred, in Saxon, which is followed by the 
will itself, both written in 1031. Next follows a 
chronologv of the eleventh century, with an ac- 
count of the burying places of the Anglo-Saxon 
Kings and Saints, witn the names of those kings 
from Ina to Canute in whose reign this part of 
the work was written. Page 89 is remarkable 
for a fragment of the Exultat as chanted on Holy 
Satm*day in the monastery,with the musical notes 
which were in use before the invention of Guido 
d'Arezzo which led to the present system of nota- 
tion. They consist of lines and points placed 
over the syllables and indicating by their forms 
and positions the high and low tones in which 
those syllables are to be sung. Towards the end 
of the volume are various forms of benedictions, 
written in the reign of Canute, such as the bless- 
ing of milk and honey, the Paschal lamb, new 
bread, holy water, &c. ; a list of relics preserved 
at Hyde ; a calendar of sauits ; list of abbots, 
&c.. On one of the blank leaves is the following 
entry in Mr. Astle's hand : ** In the year 1710, 
this MS. was in the possession of Walter Clavel, 
Esqr., it was afterwards the property of the Rev. 
W. Noith, from whom it came to his executor 
the Rev. Dr. Lort, who presented it to me in the 
year 1770. T. A." 

Ecclesiastical MSS., Kituals, 
Missals, &c. 

1. Rituale Secundum usum Sarum. On vellum. 
A duodecimo of 120 written leaves, which Mr. 
Astle refers to the year 1450. To the first line 
of each psalm is added the intonation, according 
to the Gregorian chant and gamut, on four lines 
ruled with red ink. 

2. Praeces PiaB. On vellum. Octavo, of 135 
written leaves, and of the fifteenth century. 
Some of the pages have richly ornamented mar- 
gins and initial letters with miniature illumina* 
tions. 

3. An octavo of 342 written pages. It is 
divided into 152 chapters, beginning from the 
first of St. John, ancl written in the form of a 
concordance, in which the corresponding passages 
of the four Gospels are reduced into one narra- 
tive, observing the order of time. The MS. is 
in one hand of the reign of Henry VIIL 

4. « The Office of the Virgin." On vellum. 
Quarto, of 152 written leaves^and of the fifteenth 



century. The first eight contain a calendar, and 
the name of the writer is thus given on the third 

?ige, " Nomen Scriptoris — RicEardus Wantonus, 
lenus Amoris." Twenty-three of the passages 
are splendidly illuminated. 

5. The Office of the Virgin. An octavo of 
65 written leaves, veUum. Every page is beauti- 
fully ornamented in gold and colours with 
numerous illuminated miniatures. The calendar 
is in French, and not older than the 15th century. 
The iM S. belonged to the Duchess of Savoy in 
1714. 

6. Officium B. Virginis. On vellum. A 
duodecimo of 237 written leaves, thirty of which 
are finely illuminated with miniatures, and the 
margins ornamented with wreaths of flowers 
in gold and colours. The MS. is of the 14th 
century. 

7. Officium B. Vi^inis. On vellum. A 
duodecimo of 446 written pages, of which 30 
have illuminated miniatures, and many of the 
margins are profusely and beautifully orna- 
mented. The prayers at the end are in French, 
and the last miniature is marked in French with 
the name of the Irish saint, Fiacre, who was the 
patron saint of Meaux. On the cover is stamped 
the name of *' Nicolas le Camus." 

8. Prices Pise. On vellum. A quarto of 312 
written pages, many of which are ornamented 
with miniature drawings and illuminated margins 
of the fifteenth century. 

9. Pra&ces Piae. On vellum. A quarto of 314 
written pages, some of them illuminated in gold 
and colours, and with miniature drawings repre- 
senting the principal festivals of the Virgin, the 
miracles of our *Saviour, &c. Of the sixteenth 
century. 

10. '^ Heures de la Doleur, et compassion de 
la Glorieuse Viergene Marie, &c." A vellum 
quarto of 82 written leaves, in Latin, with the 
exception of some of the titles in red ink which 
are in French. Several of the pages are richly 
ornamented. Of the fourteenth century. 

11. Office de la Vierge. A vellum duodecimo 
of 364 written pages and of the fifteenth century. 
The miniature drawings are exquisitely finishea, 
as are some of the margins, which are ornamented 
with flowers and insects, on a gold ground. 

12. Officium & M. Virginis secundum con- 
suetudinem Bomante Curite. A vellum duode- 
cimo of 542 written pages, several of which are 
beautifully illuminated with ornaments of the 
fifteenth century, and there are miniature draw- 
ings representing the different festivals of the 
Blessed Virgin, the Annunciation, Purification, 
&c. &c. 

13. Officium B. M. Virginis. A vellum 
duodecimo of 334 written pages and of the 
fifteenth century. M^iy of the initial letters are 
ornamented. 

14. Officium B. M. Virginis. A vellunt 
duodecimo of 544 written pages, all ornamented 
with a variety of curious drawings in gold and 
colours. The calendar is in old ]^ rench, and the 
writing is of the fourteenth century. On the 
margins are various caricatures of pretended 
devotees and others, and among the ornaments 
are sundry implements of war, husbandry, music, 
and several relating to natural history and mo- 
nastic costume. The Office for the Dead follows 
that of the Vii^n. 

15. Praeces rm. A vellum octavo, of 232 
written pages. All the initial lettera are illu- 
minated. Mid twelve of Ae pages are beautifully 
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ornameated with miniatxiTe drawings in tbe style 
of the fifteenth century. Some of the titles are 
in the Oermon language, and at the end are 
nineteen pa^es of prayers in German, and com- 
memorations of saints, in the same language and 
Itandwriting. 

16. PriBcesPiaB. A vellum quarto of 306 written 
pages, several ornamented with drawings and 
mai^inal illuminations. Of the fifteenth century; 

17. Praeces Pias. A vellum octavo of 16 leaves, 
some are missing at the beginning and end. It 
contains prayers and poems in French and Latin 
in honour of tho Blessed Virgin. The initial 
letters are ornamented, and there sure eighteen 
drawings, representing subjects from the Old and 
Hew Testaments. Mr. Astle, in his " History 
of Writing," refers this MS. to the beginning of 
the fourteenth century. 

18. A vellum octavo of 95 written leaves, pre- 
sented to Queen Elizabeth. It contains prayers 
in English, French, Spanish, Greek, Latin, 
Hebrewj Italian, and German, all very legibly 
written in 1578. They are preceded by a Latin 
poem, entitled as follows : — *' De illustrissima 
Begina Anglie certamen Deorum, Foeminam 
earn an Virum nasci valient, an neutmm an 
Titrumque." 

19. Missale Romanum. A vellum folio, of 336 
pages, written in various hands of the Roman 
character. The initial letters are elaborately 
ornamented with emblematical devices, and the 
illuminated letters throughout the volume are 
extremelv numerous. This beautiful missal is said 
to have been executed in 1657, for John III., 
King of Portugal, and Catherine his Queen, and 
it was once the property of the celebrated Abb^ 
Gamier, chaplain for nearly thirty years to the 
French factory at Lisbon. It is bound in red 
morocco with silver clasps. 

Manuscripts relating to Ecclesiastical 
Subjects. 

1. The famous book entitled ^ De Tribus 
Impostoribus," translated from tbe original Latin 
into French, and now faithfully Englished, with 
a Preface, Annotations, and Additions by the 
French translator. A quarto of 134 pages in a 
modern hand. 

2. Sixteen Relevations of Divine Love shewed 
to a devout servant of our Lord, called Mother 
Juliana, an anchorite of Norwich, who lived in 
the days of King Edward III. A quarto of 184 
written pages in a modern hand. 

3. Original Memoirs of Apparitions and Spirits 
in Wales. A quarto of 51 pages, written in 
1738 by Mr. L****, who professes to have seen 
some of the events he relates. 

4. Extracts from William Sewel's History of 
the Quakers, by John Kendall. A quarto of 51 
written pages, all in Mr. Kendall's hand, except 
some additional notes by Morant. 

5. Enchiridion Magistri Alani de Conques- 
tione Naturae. A veUum quarto of 72 pages, 
coeval with the author, who died about the year 
1294. 

6. Epistolse Anselmi. A vellum octavo of 36 
leaves, written in the thirteenth century, and 
nearly coeval with St. Anselm. It contains also, 
*' S. Hieronymi Epistolae ad S. Agustinum," 
with St. Augustin's reply. 

7. HomilisB Saxonicae, A vellum quarto of 95 
pages, written about the time of King Stephen 
or of Henry II., as stated by Mr. Astle on the 
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first leaf, where he adds that the characters are 
** partly Saxon and partly modern Gothic.'* The 
original title and first leaves are missing. A 
note states that this MS. once belonged to Fleet- 
wooil, the Recorder -of London, whose autograph 
appears at the end of the book. 

8. Ancient drawings of 8ul)jects from the Old 
and New Testament, probably of the fifteenth 
century. A vellum quarto, bound in oak. At 
the bottom of the first drawing are the words, 
" Orate pro anima Georgii Plomton Sacerdotis." 

9. Sacro-Sancti Spiritus Mansio. Casnobitica, 
virtutum et vitiorum arboribus circuinsepta." 
This is John AUcook's Allegorical Treatise, which 
is mentioned by Bale and Jrits. The language is 
old English, interspersed with Latin quotations, 
the writing contemporary with the author, and 
probably his own. The initial letters are orna* 
mented, and there are many extremely curious 
drawings in gold and colours, representing saints 
and angels, and showing the ecclesiastical cos- 
tume and the rites and customs of the period* 
A vellum quarto of 59 written pages. 

10. S. Gregorii de Cura Pastorali Liber. A 
vellum quarto of 124 written pages, probably of 
the 12th century. The title is thus given in 
red ink : " Incipit Liber Pastoralis Cure Beati 
Giegorii (Episcopi) urbis Bome ad Johannem 
Bevennatem." The word " Episcopi " has beeu 
erased. 

1 1 . Vita S. Thomse, Cantuariensis. A vellum 
quarto of 73 leaves, bound in oak. The first 
three leaves contain Canonical Begulations ex- 
tracted from Fathers and Councils in the four- 
teenth century. The writer of the life of St. 
Thomas states in his prologue that four writers 
on the same subject preceded him, namely, "John 
of Salisbury, Master Herbert of Loseham, Wil* 
liam of Canterbury, and Alanus Albas, of 
Tewkesbury;'* and that his work is compiled 
from all four, whose compilations he abridges 
without altering their own expressions. 

12. Historia Biblica, sub auspiciis Haconis 
Regis Norvegije idiomate antique Norvegico 
expressa. A transcript from the original MS» 
which is preserved in the library of the Univer- 
sity of Copenhagen. 

13. Quatuor Evangelia. A venerable copy of 
the Gospels presented to the Marquess of Buck- 
in^rham by tne Due de Grammont, on the part 
of His Majesty Louis XVIII. The MS. is con- 
sidered to be of the tenth century. It is a 
vellum folio of 444 written pages. The cover is 
of very thick oak, inlaid witn three ivory tablets^ 
representing in alto-relievo, the Virgin and Child 
in the centre tablet, and two of the Apostles or 
Evangelists with angels over each on both sides. 
On ihe first page is a drawing of St. Matthew. 
ITie twelve subsequent pages are adorned with 
arches, representing the arcades of churches, 
supported each by four slender columns and 
pedestals, alternately green and purple. The 
arches are not pointed like the Gothic of the 
12th century, but round like the Saxon of the 
ninth. The initial letters are ornamented in 
gold and colours. 

14. Biblia Sacra Latina. A vellum folio of 
950 written pages, containing the Latin Vulgate 
Version of the Old and New Testament, written 
in the thirteenth or fourteenth century, and cor- 
responding nearly with the Clementine edition. 
The illuminated initial letters are very numerous. 
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Dn O'CoDor has given the following reasons for 
regarding this MS. as extremely valuable : — 
First, because it contains all the parts of the Old 
and New Testament, and MSS. containing the 
whole are extremely rare ; secondly, because it 
is transcribed with the greatest diligence from 
another MS., probably of greater antiquity ; 
thirdly, because it is more correct than the first 
printed editions down to the Clementine; 
fourthly, because in case a new edition of the 
Clementine should be given with a view to fur- 
ther corrections, this MS. ought to be collated, 
and its various readings given to the public, the 
Vulgate version being acknowledged by the most 
learned Protestant divines to be of great autho- 
rity throughout the whole Christian Church. 

15. Historia Biblica. A vellum folio of 540 
written pages, probably of the 12th century. 
The first folio is missing, and it terminates with 
an imperfect list of the prophets, so that another 
leaf is wanting at the end. In this MS. all the 
Historical Books of the Old Testament are 
abridged in the way of a chronological concord- 
ance; the names of places and Hebraisms of the 
Old and New Testament are explained in an 
easy unafiTected style ; and the principal events 
of profane history are occasionally introduced, 
and synchronised with the sacred under the title 
of *^ Incidentia," which is prefixed to them in 
red ink. 

16. Liber Capellas S. Stephani infra palatium 
Westmonasterii. A vellum folio of 484 written 
pages, containing a copy of the Golden Legend^ 
which was written by Jacobus de Voragine, 
Bishop of Genoa, who was contemporary with 
Dante, and died in the year 1298. The follow- 
ing note is at the bottom of the first page, in a 
hand ofjflie reign of Edward III.: "Liber 
capella3 Sci Stephani infra palatium Westmon : 
De dono Dni Roberti de Clinham, quondam 
dicte Capellc Canonici, qui VIII. die Martii 
anno Dni mccclxv. cursum vite presentis con- 
summavit ibidem." This date vouches for the 
antiquary of the MS. given by Robert de Clin- 
ham, within 67 years after the death of the 
author. At the end is written, in the autograph 
of Sir R. Twysden, "Ego Rogerus • Twysden 
emi hunc librum a Stephano Potts, Librario 
Publico circa annum Domini 1626, tunc com- 
morante in vico vocato Aldersgatc Street." 

17. Officia Sanctorum. A vellum folio of the 
fourteenth century, consisting of 790 written 
pages, many of them splendidly ornamented and 
illuminated in gold and colours. The title and 
first page are missing. A leaf is also missing at 
page 327, The first part relates to the offices 
for Sundays. At page 309 begins a chronicle 
from Edward the Confessor to Edward IL ; at 
page 314 a calendar; and at page 329 the Book 
of Psalms, according to the ancient Italic version. 
The illuminated miniatures are very numerous. 
They represent saints and martyrs, and some of 
the principal events, of the New Testament. 
Many of them deserve particular notice as ex- 
tremely curious illustrations of the costume and 
manners of the time, and on account of their 
preserving some peculiarities in the English 
Service which perhaps are not elsewhere to be 
found. At page 43 a miniature describing the 
martyrdom of St. Stephen, gives the dress of a 
deacon of the English Church. At page 50, a 
miniature describing tlie Massacre of the Inno- 
cents, gives an Anglo-Norman soldier in com- 



plete armour of the reign of Edward IL At 
page 53, the costume of Anglo-Norman officers 
IS described in three figures representing the 
murder of St. Thomas of Canterbury. A minia- 
ture at page 216 describes the anointing and 
coronation of a king ; and at the bottom of the 
same page is a fine figure of Kin^ David, struck 
with remorse, and extending both hands ta 
Heaven for forgiveness ; his harp lies at his feet^ 
his crown hangs negligently on hb arm, expres- 
sive of his feeling himself unworthy to wear it. 
At page 231 is a miniature of Edward II. At 
page 379 the King is represented crowned and 
placing with a small hammer in each hand, with 
which be strikes three bells that hang before him 
in church during the chanting of the Psalms. 
At page 389 three singers are represented before 
a book-stand, on which is placed the Antipho- 
narium, ruled with musical notes, according to 
the scale of Guido d'ALrezzo. At paj^e 449 
baptism by immersion is represented as prac- 
tised in the Church of England in the reign of 
Edward II. The other miniatures are too nume- 
rous to be described. The pages from 715 to 
790 contain the rubrics as observed in the 
English Church in the reign of Edward IL, 
with directions for the celebration of the officei^ 
on every festival. At tlie end is a curious 
recipe, of the time of Edward III., for makii^ 
black ink, and another in the handwriting of Sir 
Roger Twysden. 

18. Passionale. A portion of the Holy Gos- 
pels used for the Coronation Oath of English 
Sovereigns before the Reformation. A vellum 
quarto of 174 written pages, the cover of oak 
cased with leather, on one side of which is a 
crucifix of gilt bronze. A memorandum in the 
writing of John Ives, dated " Yarmouth, Norfolk, 
St Luke's Day, 1772," gives the following 
account of it : — ^^ This very ancient, curious, and 
valuable manuscript appears to be the original 
book on which our Kings and Queens took their 
Coronation Oaths before tlie Keformation. In 
Powell's Repertory of Records, 4to., 1631, page 
123, he mentions, ^ In the Exchequer, item, a 
little Booke with a Crucifixe.' Thomas Madox, 
Esq., late Historiographer, to whom Mr. Martiu 
lent this book, told him that he believed it was 
the book formerlv belonging to the Exchequer, 
mentioned by jrowell, and which was used to 
take the Coronation Oath upon by all our Kings 
and Queens till Henry VIII." It contains a 
portion of each of the Gospels, and the Passion 
of our Saviour. The writing appears to be of 
the 12th or 13th century. 



ANQLO-SiLXON and other Charters, Car- 
tularies, &c. &c. 

1. Kent Charters. A folio of 511 written 
pages, partly in the handwriting of Sir Edward 
Dering, and partly by Oliver Marshall, his ama- 
nuensis, completed in 1630, and containing tran- 
scripts from the most ancient registers of Kent. 
The number of documents is upwards of one 
thousand. 

2. Cartje Sigillatae. A folio of 118 written 

?age8, in the handwriting of Oliver Marshall, 
^he deeds transcribed are sixty-five in number, 
with some drawings of the seals which were 
attached to them. The first deed is of the reign 
of Henry II„ the last of the 22nd of Henry VIII. 
Annexed is a genealogical history of the Brom- 
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leigh family, in the handwriting of Mr. Erdeswic, 
aumor of the ** Antiquities of Staflfordshire ; " 
it is dated 1594. 

3. A folio of upwards of 500 written pages, 
containing copies of deeds relating to Canterbury 
and it« privileges, and several relating to Rom- 
ney Marsh, all in one hand of the reign of 
Henry VIII. There are also grants relating to 
the Cinque Ports ; some under -sheriiFs' accounts 
in the time of Henry VIII., for Bucks and Bed- 
ford; deeds relating to forests, particularly to 
Sherwood Forest, &c., &c. 

4. Fifty-seven deeds under seal, on parchment, 
relating to lands in Norfolk and Suffolk from the 
reign of Henry HI. to that of Elizabeth ; chiefly 
deeds of sale or leases. Some of them are family 
documents relating- to the gentry of Norfolk. 
Folio. 

5. A folio, on parchment, containing 60 ori- 
ginal deeds relating to the same period and coun- 
ties as the preceding volume, of which it seems 
to be a second part. Both were of Mr. Astle's 
collection. 

6. A folio, on parchment, containing one hun- 
dred original documents beginning with a decree 
of Roger, Archbishop of York, who was conse- 
crated in 1154. All relate to different churches 
iu that diocese, and to the hospitals of St. Peter 
and St. Leonard, in York, and are mostly of the 
13th and 14th centuries. 

7. Begistrum CoUegii Mettingham, Com. 
Suffolcii. A folio bound in oak, and consisting 
of 526 pages. The writing is of the reign of 
Henry VIII., and the MS. gives the limits and 
boundaries of the possessions of the college, their 
denominations, rentals, and the grants by which 
tLey were obtained, being deeds chiefly of the 
reigns of Edward III., Richard II., Henry IV., 
Edward IV., and some Bulls of Popes, granting 
privileges and immunities. The first is a grant 
of 1157 ; the last is of the first year of Henry 
VIII. 

8. The original charters and deeds of Flixton 
Nunnery, in Suffolk, all on parchment, and 84 
in number. The oldest is of the year 1259, and 
the latest of the 29th of Henry YIII. 

9. ^^ Cartas originales Abbatise de Burton, et 
diversarum Ecclesiarum in Com. Staffordiae, 
Derbia;, Leicestriae, et Warwicii." The volume 
thns entitled contains 97 original documents on 
parchment, mostly under seal, from the reign of 
Henry I. to that of Henry VIII. 

10. Cartae prioratus de Repyngdon in Com. 
DerbiaB, &c. This is a similar volume to the two 
preceding. It contains 41 original deeds, on 
parchment, under seal, of different dates from 
A.D. 1150 to 1348. 

11. Carlularium Abbatias de West Dereham 
in Com. Norfolk. On vellum. A folio of 102 
written pages in one handwriting of the year 
1622. The deeds are 227, and they are stated 
to be contained in '^ an ancient booke some tyme 

Sirtayning to the dissolved monasterie of West 
erham, touching the possessions of the said 
monasterie. The old booke and this being exa- 
mined by Robert Derham, Esq., and William 
Guybon, Esq., and Thomas Baker, Gentleman, 
and Symon Pittes, yeoman, whose names are 
subscribed to everie written leaf of this booke." 
A collection of genuine documents from the reign 
of Henry III. 

12. Chartulary of Raveningham College, co. 
Xorfolk. On vellum. A folio of 48 pages, in 
writing of the reign of Henry VIII., and con- 
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taining transcripts of 53 charters of the reign of 
Edward II. and Edward III. They are entitled, 
^^ Munimenta tangentia Ecclesiam de Ravening- 
ham." 

13. Original Anglo-Saxon Charters from the 
seventh to the eleventh century. On parchment. 
A large folio volume, the cover of which is a 
curious specimen of ancient needlework, in 
coloured silks and gold thread, representing the 
crucifixion and figures of saints and martyrs. 
The charters in this unrivalled collection are as 
follows : — 

(a.) Charter of Withred, Kin^ of Kent, A.D. 
697, by which he grants certain lands to the 
Nuns of Liming, in Kent The charter consists 
of nine lines, followed by six lines containing the 
names of the King and Queen and of the attest- 
ing witnesses. Tne first subscriber is the King, 
who says that, being illiterate he only makes the 
si^ of the cross, and that he has asked proper 
witnesses to subscribe it. 

(ft.) Another charter of Withred's, granted by 
him in the Synod of Baccanceled, A.I). 694, and 
read and confirmed in the Synod of Cloveshoe^ 
A.D. 716. 

(c.^ " Charta OflTae Reg^s Anglorum Jamberto 
Archiepiscopo, et EcclesiaB Christi Cantuaria;, 
A.D. 774." The first signature is Offa's, the next 
Jaenberht's. 

(rf.) ** Charta Eardulfi Regis, anno 770;"" 
Eardulf, King of Kent's, grant to the monastery 
of Reculver. 

{e.) "Charta Offas Regis, anno 785 ;" Offa'» 
grant to his minister, Ealdberht, and to that 
minister's sister, of certain lands specified therein. 

(/.) "Donatio Offae Eldberto Ministro suo, ae 
sorori sua; Selethrythe Abbatissae in Synodali 
Conventu, in loco qui nominatur Celcyth, anno 
786.'' 

(g.) ** Chaiia Coenulfi Regis Merciorum, ann* 
799, Indict. VII." 

(A.) " Charta Cuthredi Regis Cant, A.D. 804 f 
Cuthred's ^rant to Ethelnothus, his Prefect, of 
certain lands in Kent, which are described and 
granted with the consent of Coenulph, King of 
Mercia. At the end of this document, and on 
the same parchment, is a charter in Anglo-Saxon, 
by which Ethelnoth and his wife Gaenburg be- 
queath the lands granted to them in the presence 
of Wulfred, tlie Archbishop, and others. 

(t.) "Charta Coenulfi Regis Mercior: anno 
811." The grant is in Latin, but the lands and 
their limits and boundaries are described in the 
Saxon language. 

(J.) " Concessio Coenulfi Regis Mercior : Uul- 
fredo Archiepiscopo, anno 814." 

(A.) ."Charta Coenulfi Regis Mercior; et 
Cuthredi Regis Cant. Uulfhardo Presbytero, 
anno 805." The condition of this grant is the 
payment "centum Siclorum auri purissimi ac 
totidem argenti." 

(/.) " Charta Coenulfi, &c., anno 815, Indie- 
tione 7, anno regni 18;" a grant to Archbishop 
Wulfred of certain lands, Wulfred paying " vi- 
ginti et tres Mancusas in uno annulo." 

(m.) "Charta Beomwulfi Regis in Synodo 
apud Clofeshoum, anno 824 ;" a re-grant of lands, 
with the consent of the nobles and clergy as-^ 
sembled, to Archbishop Wulfred, which had been 
unjustly taken from him. 

(w.) " A charter or Deed of Exchange of 
Lands, A.D. 824, in civitate Dorovernia ;" a deed 
of exchange between Archbishop Wulfred and 
the monks of Canterbury. 

G 3 (o.) " Charta 
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(o.) '^ Charta Beomulfi^ anno 825, apud CIo- 
fewoam;" a re -grant to Archbishop Wulfred of 
lands unjustly taken from him by King Cenulph. 
The whole dispute between Wulfred and Cenu^h 
is related, and after a hearing of the pretensions 
of Cenulph's heirs, the King, nobles, and clergy 
decide. ' 

(p.) "Ceolnothus, Archbp. of Canterbury's 
charter of 831 ;" Ceolnoth*s grant of lands in 
Kent to the monks of Christ Church. 

(a.) \' Charta ^thelwulfi Regis, AD. 843 f 
-ffitnelwolf 's grant to his minister JEthelnoth of 
lands in Kent, which are described in Anglo- 
Saxon. 

(r.) " Charta Excambii, anno 845 ;" a deed of 
ezchans^e of lands between Wulrhead, a pres- 
byter abbot, and Werenbehrt, the King's prefect 
and minister. 

(s.) "Charta Elfredi Regis, anno 873;" a 
joint grant to Christ Church, Canterbury, by 
King Alfred and Archbishop Ethered. 

(t,) " Testamenttun Elfredi Duels ;" written 
wholly in tbe Saxon language. It hafi been 
printed with a literal tranuation at the end of 
Lye's Dictionary. 

(tt.) " Charta .ffithelwulfi Regis Occid. Sax. 
et Cantuar. A.D. 874." Dr. O'Conor considers 
this to be a forgery not older than the twelfth 
century. 

(i;.) " Charta Eadwardi Regis, anno 903.*' 

(tr.) "Charta Plegmundi, A.D. 920;" by 
which Plemiund, Archbishop of Canterbury, 
rranted to Byritrede eighty acres near the river 
Kumenesea for the sum of 385 denarii. 

(;r.) " Charta Eadmundi Anglorum Regis, anno 
943;" a grant by Edmund to his minister, 
^Ifstan. 

(y.) " Charta Eadmundi Regis Anglorum, anno 
944 ; " another grant to the same minister. 
. (r.) ** Charta Eadredi Regis Anglorum, A.D. 
948 ; " a grant by Eadred to the religious 
woman -ffilfwynne, in compliance with his 
mother's request. 

{aa.) " Testamentum iEthelwyrdi, A.D. 968 ; " 
written in Saxon. It has been published with a 
Latin translation at the end of Lye's Dictionary. 

(6ft.) " Charta Eadgifa Retinae, A.D. 960." 

(cc.) " Charta Eadgari Ministro suo Ingeramo, 
A.D.963." 

(rfrf.) " Instrumentum venditionis et emptionis, 
A.D. 968 ;" a deed of sale of lands between -JJlfold, 
Eadwold, and others for a sum of 1,450 denarii. 

(ee.) " Charta Eadgari Regis Anglorum, A.D. 
978 ; " Eadgar's charter, confirming to West- 
minster Abbey lands which were purchased first 
by King Edward and again bought by St 
Dunstan. 

(f.) "Charta ^thelredi Regis, A.D. 986;" 
^ffiethelred's grant to Westminster Abbey of five 
cottages in Hampstead. 

igg.) " Charta ^thelredi Regis, A.D. 1003 ;" 
a grant by Ethelred to his faithful subject Athel- 
red and his wife during their lives of lands near 
Canterbury. 

{hh.) " Testamentum Athelstani, Principis 
filii Regis Ethelredi." 

(u.) " Testamentum -ffilfhelmi," entirely in 
Saxon. 

ijj.) "Charta Cnuti Regis Anglorum, A.D. 
1018," by which Canute grants, at the request of 
his Queen,jSJelgylf,to/Archbishop^lstan,a small 
wood in the forest called Andredeswealde, com- 
monly called Haeslersc. The limits and boun- 
daries are described in Sanson characters. 



(kk!) " Donatio qua Cnutus, Anglorum cete- 
rarumque Insularum adjacentium BaaileuB, 
Auream suam coronam ponit super Altare 
Christi in Dorobemia, A.D. 1023." In addition 
to the gift of his crown the grant extends to the 
duties of the port of Sandwich as far up as its 
river is navigable, &c. 

(//.) " Donatio Cnuti Regis Terrje Folkestane 
Eccleside Christi Cantuarise quando Eadsinus, 
Presbyter suus, Monachus ibi effectus est, A.D. 
1032." 

{mm.) " Charta Cnuti Regi^ A.D. 1035 ; " a 
grant to Bishop Eadsin of land in Kent 

{fvn,) " Charta Eadsi Archiepiscopi, A.D. 1040," 
by which the Archbishop grants to St. Angus- 
tin's in Canterbury certain lands which are 
described in Saxon. 

(po.) ** Charta Hcnrici L, Regis Anglor. Eo- 
desiae Christi, Cant. ; " a confirmation of all the 
grants of land made to that church by Edward 
die Confessor and by William I. 

(pp.) "Charta Henrici II.;" a con^rmation 
to Christ Church, Canterbury, of lands granted 
to it. 

i^qq.) "Charta JEthelredi Anglo-Saxonum et 
totius Albionis, t^e^s. A.D. 997 ;" by which the 
King grants to Bishop Alfwold, two cassats of 
land at Sandford. 

{rr.) " Charta Eadgari Regis — de Institution 
AbbatisD Eliensis, A.D. 970 ; " a grant of lands 
and privileges to the ancient monastery of Ely. 

The remaining charters to the end of the 
volume are copies from original documents tran* 
scribed by John Lewis, December 1766.

Three octavo volumes, the first of which extends 
from 1385 to 1533, the second from 1533 to 1591, 
and the third from 1591 to 1660. They contain 
extracts from wills in the Prerogative Court at 
Doctors' Commons, the whole in the handwriting 
of Edward Rowe Mores, F.S. A. 

2. An octavo of 468 pages in the handwriting 
of E. R. Mores, F.S. A., containing an Epitome 
of the Registers of the See of Canterbury, pre- 
served in the Library at Lambeth Palace, be- 
ginning with the first register called Peckkam, 
which commences A.D. 1279, and ending with 
that of Archbishop Tennison, in 1710. 

3. Part of the Register of St. BeneVs. A 
folio of 82 written pa^es. It is stated in a mar- 
ginal note to have been transcribed from an 
original MS. in the Cotton Collection, and com- 
pared therewith, " 1 3th Februarv 1595. Signed,'' 
"P. Le Neve, Rougecroix." The charters col* 
lated by Le Neve in this MS. are 114. 

4. Sigilla in Officio Ducatus Lancastrite. A 
quarto of 85 written pages in the handwriting of 
Mr. Anstis, containing a detailed catalogue of 
ancient seals, deeds, and charters, preserved in 
the office of the Duchy of Lancaster. 

5. Diplomata Scotia ex Arohetypis in Biblio- 
theca Th. Astlsei, Arm. asservatis. A quarto 
containing transcripts of charters of the kings and 
nobles of Scotland, illustrated by historical notes 
and fioc-simile drawings of the seals appended 
to each. They are dated from the 12th to the 
15 th century. 

6. A quarto of 279 written pages in the same 
hand as the preceding, of which it forms the 
second part, and containing various charters and 
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mstruments relating to the history of Scotland 
horn the reign of Richard I. of England. 

7. Chartce nb anno 1285 ad ann. 1431. On 

Grchment. A quarto containing 65 original 
dian charters of the 13th, 14thy and loth cen- 
taries, in Latin. Many of them relate to the 
city of Brescia, being leases of tenements, deeds 
of possession, contracts of marriage, &c. 

8. An octavo of 108 written pages, containing 
transcripts of 45 deeds, with drawings of their 
aeals, from the reign of Edward III. to that of 
Henry VI I L, the originals of which were in the 
possession of the ti^anscriber, James West, 1731. 

9. Kegistrum Abbati® de Pipewell. On ivel* 
Inm. The MS. is entitled, in a modern hand, 
** Registrum Cartaram Abbatias de Pipewell, in 
agro Northamptoniensi, Ordinis Cisterciensis, 
A.D. 1143 fundat83." It contains fair copies of 
the original charters from the foundation of the 
abbey to the end of Henry the Third's reign, 
soon after which it was compiled. There are 

-tipwards of 470 charters. 

10. A quarto of 162 written pages, containing 
a collection of charters, evidences, &c., relating 
to the College of Higham Ferrers. They appear 
to have been transcribed from the originals in the 

• reign of Henry VII. 

11. Liber Irrotulatorius Prioratas Dunel- 
mensis. A vellum quarto of 346 written pages, 
in different hands, but all of the 14th century. It 
belonged to the Priory of Durham before the 
suppression of monasteries, and it contains ez- 
tensive information relating to the records of 
Durham. At folio 34 there is a transcript of the 
^' Boldon Buke sive descriptio terrarum et epis- 
copatus Dunelm, A.D. 1183 facta." 

12. " JKegistrum Cartarum Prioratus de 
Brenkebume," in agro Northumbrian. On vellum. 
A. quarto of 94 leaves, being the register of 
j^rinkbume Priory, in Northumberland, founded 
in the reign of Henry L by William de Bertram, 
Baron of Mitford. The MS. contains upwards 
of two hundred documents, and there is much 
of the border history in them from the Conquest 
to the middle of the 14th century, soon after 
which the MS. was transcribed. 

13. Begistrum Cartarum Prioratus S. Neoti, 
in Comitatu Huntingdon, factum A.D. 1286. A 
quarto of 106 written pages. Vellum. The 
tide, in red ink, at the head of the first page is, 
"Begistrum Cartarum Sacristar. S. Neoti ad 
festum Annunciationis S. Marie, anno Incama- 
tionis Dili. M.cc. octog. Sexto, tempore fratris 
WiUelmi Le Caron.'* The covers ot wood are 
sheathed in red velvet, and on each side there is 
an enamelled ornament set in gold, with the 
motto, "fide, sed cui vide," alluding to the 
anonymous compiler and to the fidelity of his 
transcript. 

14« A folio of 19 pages containing charters 
which are stated to be faithfully transcribed **' Ex 
libro peramplo et perantiquo Ecclesise Christi 
CantuariaB, in ejusdem Ecclesiae Thesauraria 
reaervato, &c." They were transcribed in 1630 
by Ifo. Marshall, Sir Edward Dering*s amanu- 
ensis. 

15. Begistrum Abbatise de Croxton. A quarto 
of 161 pages, being a transcript of the ancient 
register book of Croxton Abbey, in Leicester- 
shire, made in 1755, from ihe original, then in the 
possession of the Duke of Butland. On the last 
leaf is an account of the grant of Croxton Abbey, 
fcc., to Thomas, Earl of Butland, 30th Henry 
VIIL 
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16. Cartas Antique, a fi^lio of 637 written 
pages of the time of Charles IL, containing 
copies of Anglo-Norman charters from the Con- 
quest to the reign of Henry IV., but without 
any account of the originals from which they 
were transcribed. They are in general grants 
made by kings to the church, but the names and 
titles of a great many of the ancient nobility, and 
their donations to parish churches and monasteries 
in various counties are also recorded. 

17. A folio of 302 pages, of the same age as the 
preceding, and relating to the same period, but 
by a different hand. '1 ne number of deeds pre- 
served in this MS. is 202. 

18. A folio of 104 pages lettered on the back 
** Old Deeds." It was bought at the sale of the 
Rev. Mr. Harbin, a Nonjuror, in 1745, and con- 
tains a list of old deeds which were in his pos« 
session, of different dates, from the Conquest to 
1638. Also a list of his MSS. 

19. A folio of 156 written pages containing 
copies of ancient Saxon charters relating to the 
county of Kent. It was formerly in the collection 
of Sir Edward Dering, and appears to be partly 
in his handwriting. 

20. A folio of 40 pages containing transcripts 
of 98 deeds, of various reigns from that of Ed- 
ward II., part in Latin, part in English, but aU in 
one hand. The last article is a rental of the 
i 1th of Henry VIII. in the English idiom and 
spelling of that time. The date of the transcript 
is given on the last page; — 11th of May, 11th 
Henry VIII. 

21. Registrum Prioratus de Stone, in Comitatu 
Staffordias; a transcript from the original, as 
appears by a memorandum at page 145; — 
" Transcripsi ex Codice Cottoniano Vespas ; 
E. xxiv. A.D. 1734, David Casley, Bibliotheca- 
rius." Folio. 

22. Chartulai-ium de Wyssete, co. Norfolk. 
On vellum. One of the oldest evidence books 
extant, relating to the estates of our ancient 
nobilitjr. It is entitled " Chartularium de 
Manerio, terris et tenementis in Wyssete, &c., 
in com. Norfolk oHm pertinentibus Johanni de 
Vallibus, or Vaux." The various deeds from the 
reign of Henry III. amounts to 206, the greater 
part of which were transcribed under the direction 
of the Lord John de Vallibus, or De Vaux, to 
whose extensive estates they refer, before the 
year 1288. Quarto. 

23. The Parochial Register of St. Mary Overy, 
in Southwark. A folio bound in oak, with brass 
bosses on the sides. The register consists of 682 
pa^es, in one hand of the reign of Henry VIII,, 
and before the suppression of the monasteries. 
Some of the leaves are missing. The earliest 
document is before the year 1305. 

24. ** Registrum Magistri Johannis Blanchard, 
Archidiaconi Wygomiae, de Cartis, Literis et alib 
Evidenciis concementibus Manerium suum de 
Bereford Scti Martini Juxta Wyltown, in com. 
Wiltes." A folio in oak binding and on vellum. 
There are 172 pages, in the handwriting of Blan- 
chard, who died in 1383. The deeds are from 
the reign of Edward I. to that of Richard II. 
The rentals show the value of lands, and money, 
and MS. also contains much information as to the 
prices of the necessaries of life, as well as the 
customs, tenures, wills, law proceedings, &c. of 
the Anglo-Normans. 

25. Registrum Cartarum Prioratus de Branden- 
stoke com. Wilts. A folio of 386 written pages 
on vellum, in one hand of the reign of Henry VIII., 
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and containiog 540 deeds and charters relating to 
the lands and possessions of the Priory in several 
c;ounties, from the end of the 12th century until 
the period of the Surrender. The charters 
quoted by Dugdale in his account of Bradenstoke 
are to be found in this volume with a great 
number of others, and unpublished documents of 
various kinds. The writer's initials are inserted 
in his own hand at the end of the index, thus : 
** Orate pro anima fratris G. de M. qui hunc 
librum scripsit" 

26. Cartularium Prioratus de Hoi-ton, in com. 
Hants. A folio of 270 written pages on vellum, 
two leaves missing at the beginning and several 
in different parts of the volume. The earliest 
deed is of the reign of Henry I. ; the latest of 
the year 1476, which is also the date of the MS. 
It contains enumerations of the lands and tene- 
ments of Hortoii Priory, with the tenures, ser- 
vices, and customs annexed to them. 



English and Foreign Antiquities, &c. 

1. "Archaismus Graphicus ab Hen.; Spel- 
manno conscriptus ad usum filiorum suorum, 
anno Dom. 1606." A copy coeval with the 
author, and apparently in his own hand. Quarto. 

2. Two quarto volumes of 337 and 400 written 
pages, containing the original drawings, collected 
Dv Mr. Anstis, of the antiquities of England, 
Wales, Ireland, and Scotland. 

3. A quarto of 414 pages, written by Francis 
Tiite, Secretary to the Society of Antiquaries, 
ind containing discussions on a variety of inter- 
esting antiquarian subjects. Tate was praised by 
Heame as " a gi*eat lawyer as well as antiquary, 
und of exquisite skill in the Saxon tongue." He 
died in 1616. 

4. Inscriptiones Antiquse. A vellum folio of 
544 pages transcribed from the original by an 
Italian artist of the 16th or 17th century. It 
begins with a fac-simile, in nine pages, of an an- 
cient Roman calendar, with the twelve signs of 
the Zodiac, the attributes and Pagan festivals of 
each month, &c. Innumerable ancient inscrip- 
tions follow, collected from various marbles found 
in Italy, Dalmatia, Greece, Asia Minor, Egypt, 
Spain, and Gaul. This MS. has passed through 
the hands of Lord Somers, Mr. Jekyll, Mr. West^ 
Dr. Askew, and Mr. Astle, as appears by a MS. 
note of Mr. Astle's in 1785. 

5. Inscriptiones Antiquss. A collection of 
tracts in print and manuscript on inscriptions and 
subjects relating to antiquities. It contains some 
original letters and essays by Mr. Ames and 
■others. Quarto. 

6. Antiquarian Extracts and Etruscan Anti- 
^ quities. 2 vols. Quarto. 

7. A copy of Heame's Ectypa, printed at Ox- 
ford, 1737. It is placed amongst the MSS. on 
account of its manuscript notes, some of which 
are in Heame's handwriting, and some by Mr. 
Astle, Dr. Farmer, and others. A variety of en- 
gravings are included, with MS. references to 
the books in which they are described, chiefly 
Heame's editions. They consist of seals, coins, 
inscriptions, ancient charters, &c. &c. Folio. 

8. Ectypa Varia. A folio containing a great 
number of engraved fac-similes, with many MS. 
additions and drawings. Sevend of the speci- 
mens have been engraved in Astle's " History of 
Writing," but there are many from Greek and 
Latin MSS., which have never been engraved^ 



and several of the unpublished fac-similes are of 
the 8th, 9th, and 10th centuries. There are 
besides some caligraphic curiosities by Buckinger 
and Cox, born without hands or feet. 

9. Aspilogia; by John Anstis, Garter King- 
at- Arms, with original drawings of seals, copies 
of ancient de^ds, &a Two vols. Folio. The 
first volume consists of 267 pages on which are 
247 fac-simile drawings of original seals. It com- 
mences wjth a disputation by Mr. Anstis on the 
value of seals in general as relating to heraldry, 
history, theology, &c The second volume con- 
sists of 233 pages and 646 drawings of seals. A 
considerable portion of both volumes is in the 
handwriting of Mr. Anstis. 

10. Two folio volumes containing a varietur of 
Boman, Saxon, Norman, and English antiquities, 
with many drawings and prints of seals, coins, &c. 
Amongst others there are drawings of the shrine 
of St Ethelbert, and of the Mwmesbury Eeli- 
quiary ; a drawing of the Turkish standard taken 
by John Sobieski at Vienna in 1683» Some of 
the articles are accompanied by notes and illus- 
trations in the handwriting of Astle, Wanley, &c.

ITiis 
MS. contains first, the will, with a literal version 
into modern English; secondly, a freetranslar 
tion ; thirdly, a translation into Latin, with notes 
upon the whole in the handwriting of Mr. 
Manning, the author of the Saxon Dictionary, 
1776.

153. Barber's Art of Heraldry, with forty-one 
plates of arms, ^^ Blazoned by the late Thomas 
Barber." Quarto. 

154. Arms and Pedigrees of Welsh families, &c. 
The latest date of the descents is 1629. The 
volume also contains " A transcript of part of 
the White Book of Hergest, a folio MS. on 
vellum, containing a lar^e collection of Welsh 
Poetry, Heraldry, and History compiled in the 
reigns of Henry VI. and Edward I V ., by Lewis 
Glyn Cothi. The origiijal MS. was in the 
Wynnstay Collection, but destroyed by fire 
when in the hands of a bookbinder in 1800." 
This is followed by " A true coppye of an antient 
memorable treatise touchinge the pedigree of the 
Herberts, by commission from King Edward IV., 
A.D. 1460." Folio. 

155. Arms of Dutch families, commencing in 
1433, and continued to 1754, when the MS., 
which is in Dutch, and was compiled in Holland, 
was written. Folio. 

156. Extracts, partly in the handwriting of 
Mr. Astle, from original visitations of forty 
English counties in the reign of James I. and 
Charles L Quarto. 

167, A folio containing Arms of Wales, Salop, 

Herts, 
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Herts, Bedfordshire, Kent, &c. ; copies of letters 
by Sir Henry Wotton in 1589-99, dated from 
Heidelberg, and relating to the affairs of Ger- 
many ; Visitations of Hertfordshire in 1579 and 
1634, by Sir Henry St. George, &c. ; and sixteen 
portraits elaborately drawn in pen and ink, 
of George Villiers, Duke of Buckingham ; James 
Marquess of Hamilton"; Spottiswoode, Primate 
of Scotland; Usher, Primate of Ireland; Wil- 
liams, Bishop of Lincoln ; Hall, Bishop of 
Norwich ; Sir Walter Raleigh ; Gustavus 
Adolphus, and others, by Robert Walker, in 
1656 and 1657. 

158. Armorial bearings from various churches, 
with a list of the places from which they were 
collected. A quarto of the reign of George II. 

159. A quarto, thus described by Mr. Anstis : 
**An Alphabet of Armes. in the handwriting 
of Sir Christopher Barker, Garter, with his 
grants at the end of each letter." 

160. Grants of Arms by Sir Gilbert Dethick, 
who was Garter in the reign of Henry VIII., 
Ed. VI., Mary, and Elizabeth, with some sub- 
sequent grants by his son, Sir Wm. Dethick, and 
by Sir Wm. Segar, &c. Folio. 

Manuscripts in the Irish Language. 

1. Loose leaves of Irish MSS. with fac-similes 
for Mr. Astle's work on the Origin and History 
of Writing, with memoranda relating to Irish 
Literature, by the Bev. Dr. O'Conor, in a large 
portfolio. 

2. A quarto of 27 written ^^es, containing a 
panegyric on Saint Dominic. The writing is of the 
reign of George I., and the language is modem 
Irish. 

3. A quarto containing : '* The Successions 
and Chronology of the Pagan Kings of Ireland, 
&c. ;" a copy of the ancient Irish Grammar of 
Cinnfaelad mac Oilela, A.D. 628 ; an Irish book 
of sermons of the reign of George I. 

4. A duodecimo of 122 written pa^es, in Irish 
language and characters, containing the fabulous 
History of King Arthur Pendragon, and a poem 
on the History of Ireland, both by John O'Sul- 
livan, 1699. 

5. Beatha Naomh Pattraic, or Life of St. 
Patrick. A quarto, imperfect, in writing of the 
last century. St. Patrick's pedigree, as preserved 
in this MS., is quoted by Usher, and from an 
ancient Irish poem in the Annals of the Four 
Masters. 

6. Eochair sciath an Aifrionn; or the Key to 
the shield of the Mass. This work is divided 
into eighteen chapters, and ends at folio 38, 
where it is followed by the " Life of our Saviour," 
in 47 folios, imperfect. Both are in a modern hand. 

7. Eochair sciath an Aifrionn. A folio of 67 
written pages. A more recent copy of the first 
part of the preceding MS. ' 

8. Eochair sciath an Aithfrionn. A quartQ of 
160 written pages. The work is Keating's, and 
the MS. is coeval with the author. 

9. A quarto of 305 written pages, containing 
lives of Irish Saints in the Irish language and 
characters, transcribed in 1627 from an ancient 
MS. which belonged to the monastery of Car- 
rickfergus. 

10. A quarto of 220 written pages containing 
Irish poems, chiefly transcribed in the 17th and 
18th centuries from various original MSS. 

11. A quarto, imperfect at the beginning and 
end — the first page is numbered 618, the last 
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778 — containing Irish poems of the seventeenth 
century, on the genealogies of ancient families 
and the downfall of ancient Ireland, the Catholic 
religion, &c. 

12. A quarto of 88 written pages, imperfect 
at the beginning, containing Irish poems, &c. 
On the second leaf there is the following note in 
the handwriting of Mr. O'Conor, of Belanagare : 
" Dominick O'Duigenan wrote this book for me, 
Cathal O'Conor, the son of Donnchad, son of 
Cathal junior O'Conor, A.D. 1725, at Kill mac 
a Thranni, i.e.y at Cnocmore." At the end is 
Mr. O'Conor's Catalogue and Chronology of the 
Pagan Kings of Ireland from A,D, 130 to A.D. 
508, in his own hand, with his notes. 

13. A quarto of 166 written pages of Irish 
verse, consisting principally of the controversy 
between the poets of Munster and Connaught, 
In the reign of James I., in which the contend- 
ing parties extol the acts of their respective 
kings as more glorious than those of their oppo- 
nents, in peace and war. 

The controversy is chiefly by O'Cleri for 
Connaught, and O'Bruodin for Munster, and 
some of the poems on the history of the O'Don- 
nells are in the handwriting of O'Cleri. 

14. A quarto, imperfect at the beginning and 
end, containing various poems in the Irish lan- 
guage and character. The writing is from the 
reign of James I. to that of George I. 

15. Two quarto volumes of 373 written pages, 
containing extracts from the Original Annals of 
the Four Masters, in the Irish language and 
characters. The first 233 pages are in the 
handwriting of Mr. O'Gorman, Mr. O'Conor's 
amanuensis, the remainder in his own. 

16. O'Brian's Irish Dictionary, quarto, with 
considerable MS. additions, amounting to a 
thousand words, by the Rev. Dr. O'Conor. 

17. Two quarto volumes containing the cor- 
respondence of Charles O'Conor, of Belanagare, 
chiefly upon the literature and antiquities of 
Ireland, and the penal laws aflecting the Roman 
Catholics of that kingdom. The letters are very 
numerous, and amongst the principal writers are 
several of the O'Conor fanuly. Dr. Curry, Mr. 
Contarine, Mr. Brooke (author of Gustavus 
Vasa) ; Lords Taafe, Trimbleston, and Lyttelton; 
Dr. Warner, Dr. Leland, Dr. Carpenter, Mr. 
O'Halloran, Mr. George Faulkner, &c. &c.* 

18. The Ptolemaic System of Astronomy. 
A vellum folio of 33 written pages in the Irish 
language and characters of the iburteenth cen- 
tury. 

19. Din-Seanchus, or, a metrical historv of 
the sacred hills and artificial forts of Ireland. 
A vellum folio of eight leaves in writing of the 
13th century. It is a fragment of a larger 
work, but Dr. O'Conor has observed that it 
supplies some valuable readings. The origins 
of the names of several remarkable places 
in Ireland are explained by reference to ancient 
histories which no longer exist. 

20. Din-Seanchus, or, a metrical history of 
the sacred hills and artificial forts of Ireland. 
A transcript in the handwriting of Michael 
O'Clery, temp. Charles I., contaming a topo- 
^aphical account of remarkable hills, castles, 
duns, rivers, royal seats, gold and silver mines, 
and Druidical remains of Ireland. In the title

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affixed to this copy the work is ascribed to 
** Amergin, the son of Amalgad, who was Poet 
in the reign of Disarmad mac Cerveol," A.D. 
544. Quarto. 

21. The Book of the O'DuigenanB. A folio 
of 258 pages, transcribed from the original MS. 
of an historical compilation of the fourteenth 
century, by David O'Duigenan, temp. Charles 
II. It contains also some poems and romances 
of a later date^ and fabulous narratives of the 
exploits of the heroes and warriors of Ireland, 
valuable as specimens of the romantic style of 
the Irish Scealuidnes, or story tellers of the 15th 
and 16th centuries* 

22. MacGeoghagna*s *' Histoire de ITrlande." 
The printed matter is preceded and followed by 
extracts from the Annals of the Four Masters, 
written in the Irish language and character by 
Mr. O'Conor, of Belanagare, and relating chiefly 
to the Desmond and Tyrone wars. 

23. Ancient Irish poems. A quarto bf 324 
written pages with numerous marginal notes and 
collations chiefly in the handwriting of O'Fla- 
herty, author of the Ogygia, and in that of Mr. 
O'Conor. The text is stated by the transcriber 
to have been copied by him from an ancient MS. 
on vellum preserved (1626) in the monasterv of 
Donegal, entitled ^^ Leabnar hua Congabhla." 
The original MS. is quoted as ancient and very 
valuable by Keating and the Four Masters ; 
since whose time it has disappeared, leaving the 
present collection as its only representative. 

24. The Lord Deputy Perrot's composition 
with the old native Irish of Connaught. A folio 
of 224 pages on vellum. " The grand object," 
says Dr. O'Conor, " of Perrot's administration 
was to induce the Irish chiefs to compound with 
Queen Elizabeth, surrendering their properties 
and receiving them again, and holding them of 
the Queen in capite by English tenure. Perrot 
was successful in Connaught, where he made the 
first experiment, and on this occasion Connaught 
was divided into counties, and the old leadbig 
families of this province surrendered the exorbi- 
tant power which they had hitherto exercised 
over thfeir wretched vassals. This counterpart 
of Perrot's original composition was preserved 
by the O'Conor family from the time of Eliza- 
beth. It has suffered, as almost every Irish do- 
cument has, from the confusions and calamities 
of the civil wars, having been carried from one 
place to another as that family were compelled 
to remove to different places of refuge by the 
iniquity of the times. The four first leaves are 
missing ; the subsequent leaves down to thirty- 
ei^ht are considerably damaged. The properties 
of O'Conor Don, O'Conor Koe, and McDermot 
are said in this composition to consist of the 

* Baronies of Ballintober, Koscommon. and 

* Boile,' with the exception of lauds which are 
specified in each as belonging to the Queen and 
to the Church. All the estates of individuals, 
holding under Sir Hugh O'Conor of Ballintober 
in 1585, in whose behalf he signed this composi- 
tion, with the names of their respective houses 
and lands are specified, as are all those of the 
other divisions of Connaught. The composition 
made by O'Kelly, of Hi Mani, follows that of 
the O'Conors and MacDermots, and the name of 
the Lord Deputy, signed by himself, confirms the 
indentures." 

25. A metrical list of the Provincial Bangs of 
Ireland, and historical poems by the ancient 
Irish Bards. A quarto of 212 written pages in 



the Irish language and characters, said to contidn 
valuable and interesting articles which have 
eluded the most diligent inquiries elsewhere. 
The following are mentioned among the original 
documents from which they have been tran- 
scribed: An ancient MS. on vellum, entitled 
'^ Leabhar na cceart," the Book of Rights ; the 
Book of Ballimote, an ancient MS. on parch- 
ment which MacDonnach, of the Castle of Bal- 
limote, sold for 140 milch cows to Aodh 
O'Donnel in 1522, a volume frequently quoted 
by Usher; an ancient MS. in the church of 
Kilronan, called the " Book of Xilronan ; " 
O'Duvegan's Metrical Dictionary of ancient 
Irish words. The transcript was made by Cor- 
mac og O'Corrain in the oeginhing of th^ last 
century. 

26. Miscellanea Hibernica : De Vita Cumeani ; 
De Regibus Pictorum; De Ordinibus Hiber- 
norum numero xxi. ; et De Regum Hibernise et 
Albanise Synchronismis ; Sac. A vellum octavo 
of 96 pages ; whose contents have been extracted 
from many ancient Irish MSS. 

27. A lolio, partly on vellum, containing : A 
dictionary of obsolete Irish words, used in the 
schools of Ireland in the 15th and 1 6th centuries ; 
a fragment of the rules of Irish grammar and 
prosody, written in the 14th century : a copy on 
paper of Oildas Moduda's historical poem^ ^^ Eire 
og Inis na naomh," &c. 

28. O'Duvegan's poems on the divisions and 
territories of the chief clans of Ireland, with 
other poems on the same subject composed in 
the 14th century, A quarto of 28 written pages. 
The first poem is thus inscribed in Irish, ^' Great 
" John O'Du vegan, the Historical Professor of 
" the District of Hi Mani (in Connacht) com- 
" posed this poem in metre.'* This MS. was 
transcribed in 1661 by Seaan O'Dubluige. 

29. Carmina Hibernica, de Religiooe et de 
Vita Christi. On vellum. A quarto of 64 
pages, the first seven of which are missing. The 
poetical work is followed by another in prose, on 
the Birth, Life, and Passion of Our Saviour. 
The last article is the ^^ Dream or Vision of 
Tundal." 

30. Miscellanea Hibernica. A folio of 119 
pages. On vellum, and in writing of the four- 
teenth century. It consists principally of an 
Irish dictionary of ancient words used in poetry, 
with explanations of their meaning ; and the 
grammar and prosody of the Irish poets, illus- 
trated by numerous quotations from poets of the 
7th, 8th, and 9th centuries, and from others whose 
ages are unknown. The MS. also contains a 
fragment of monastic history of the 6th and 7th 
centuries. 

.31. Annales Connaciaa, Hibemice. On vellum. 
A folio of 174 written pages beginning with the 
year 122^3 and ending with 1562. Dr. O'Conor 
speaks of the MS. as invaluable, and says that 
there is no history of the province of Connaught, 
nor of any one of its towns or districts, except 
this chronicle. 

32. Vitse Antiques S. Columbae, Lingua Hi- 
bernica. On vellum. A folio of 26 written 
leaves, the first and last missing, containing ex- 
tracts from the most ancient lives of St Columba, 
interlined with a copious commentary and glos- 
sary, also in Irish, and illustrated by quotations 
from ancient poems of the 7th and 8th centuries. 
The MS. is probably of the 12th century. 

33. The Annals of the Four Masters, com- 
prising the ancient history of Ireland from the 

earh'est 
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earliest period to the twelfth century, in the 
original autograph of Michael O'Clery, one of 
the Four Masters. The volume is dedicated to 
Ferghal O'Gara, Member of Parliament for the 
county of Sligo in 1634. 

34. Leabhar Hy Maine : or, the Book of the 
O'Kellys. A large folio. On vellum. This MS. 
contains much vwuable and interesting informa- 
tion relative to the pedigrees of ancient Irish 
families; historical poems; an Irish translation 
of Nennius, &c. It is of the I4th century. 

35. Keating's history of Ireland. A folio 
nearly coeval with the author, the first 35 leaves 
missing. It is followed by the poetical collec- 
tions of Maguire. The genealogies at the end 
of the volume are chiefly of Ulster families, and 
the O'Ruarcs of Brefni, transcribed in 1714. 

36. Pharmacopeia Hibernica. On vellum. An 
octivo of 88 written pages. The names of the 
various drugs are given in Latin and explained 
in Irish. At page 31 there is the following 
note : — **I, Neal O'Quin, wrote this, the fast of 
tlie Eve of St. Patrick being this day, and in 
Cargins, Anno D. 1535." 

37. The Maguire collection of Ancient Irish 
Compositions in prose and verse. Two quarto 
volumes chiefly transcribed in 1715 by James 
Maffuire, from a book compiled by Duald Mac 
Firbis, of Lecan, in 1650, who states that he col- 
lected the contents from ancient MSS. of the 
monasteries of S. Columba, S. Comgal of Ben- 
chor, S. Finan of Cluan-irad, and from the 
"Book of Conquests." Each volume contains 
more than 500 pages. 

38. 0*Dubhegani Leabhar Gabhaltas, et vita 
Hibernica SS. ratricii et Calieni, cum capnini- 
bus nonnuUis S. ColumbsB. A folio of 492 leaves, 
the first two of which are missing. It is entirely 
in the Irish language and characters, transcribed 
in the reign of Charles I., and containing parts 
of the Leabhar Gabhaltas, or Book of Conquests, 
which are missing in the more ancient copy of 
that work, which is also in Lord Ashburnham^s 
collection. A marginal note in the handwriting 
of Mr. O'Conor, of Belanagare, and in the Irish 
language and characters, states that this MS« 
belonged to Aod, the head of the O'Ruarc family 
of Breifne, in 1684, and that Aod was his grand- 
father by his mother Mary O'Ruarc. This MS. 
descended to him by that connection. The tran- 
scriber was David O'Duigenan. 

39. The Tain bo Cuailgne War, between 
Connacht and Ulster. A folio of 77 leaves, 
closely written on both sides, but imperfect at 
the beginning and end. It was transcribed by 
O'Duigcnan, temp. James II., from an ancient 
MS. on vellum of a work supposed to have been 
written in the reign of Diarmait Mac Cearbhuil, 
King of Ireland, A.D. 544. 

40. Kiaghail ar Mathair naomtha S. Clara ar 
na tionutuadh in Gaoidhlcc as beria la toil an 
nachtarain, 1636. — "The rule of our Holy 
Mother, S. Claire, translated from English into 
Irish, with the goodwill of the ordinary, 1636." 
A duodecimo of 323 pages in the Irish language 
and characters written by Michael O'Clery, and 
said by Dr. O'Conor to be a standard for the 
purity of the Irish language. 

41. A folio of 139 written pagea^ partly of vel- 
lum, containing the " Reimh Rioghraidhe," or a 
Chronicle in Prose and Verse, of which the first 
and some of the last leaves are missing. The 
first poem is on the colonization of Ireland. 
There is also a copy of Gildas Cocman's Metrical 
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List of the Kings of Ireland, written in 1072. 
Some other poems follow in the handwriting of 
Mr. O'Conor of Belanagare. 

42. Keimh Rioghraidhe. A fragment on vel- 
lum quoted bv Keating as amongst the most 
ancient and valuable MSS. that remained in his 
time (Charles I.). The ancient historical poems 

f)reserved in it relate to the successions and genea- 
ogies of the Irish kings, and to some leading 
events of their reigns. 

43. A folio of 293 pages containing a copy of 
the ** Book of Conquests," transcribed from the 
Book of the MacDonnaghs, of the Castle of 
Ballimote; the Reim Riograidhe," or times of 
the kings of Ireland; metrical lists of the 
succession of Irish kings ; the expeditions of 
l^rian Boroimhe ; a poem on the successions of 
the O'Kellies, princes of Hi Mani, by 0*Duin, 
&c. &c. 

44. Din-Seanchus, or, a Metrical History of 
the Hills and Forts of Ireland. A folio of 180 
pages, vellum, in the ancient Irish language and 
characters, written in the 13th century, and con- 
sidered to be the oldestcopy of the Book of Glen- 
daloch extant. 

45. Leabhar Gabhaltas, the Book of Conquests. 
A folio of 101 written pages, transcribed in 1647 
from a MS. on vellum. The following memoran- 
dum is in Mr. O'Conor's handwriting:— "The 
Book of Conquests, which was presented to me 
by Dr. Francis O'Sullivan, in Dublin, A.D. 1764, 
in the month of BaaPs fire (May)." 

46. A folio entitled by Dr. O'Conor " Lea- 
bhar Gabhaltas ; fragment. Saec. xiv., et Vita 
Antiqua Hibernica S. Cumeani AIti, incerto 
Auctore Sseculi viii." On vellum. The cha- 
racters in this MS. correspond with those of the 
Irish Testament in the Harleian Collection, 
No. 2082. 

47. An ancient Irish MS. on vellum, contain- 
ing fragments of Irish poems and romances, and 
of Greek, Roman, and Irish history, for the most 
part fabulous. It was purchased at the sale of 
Count Macarthy's library in Paris. 

48. Leabhar Gabhaltas: the Book of Con- 
quests. On vellum, quarto. It has been ascer- 
tained, says Dr. O'Conor, by the most careful 
and extensive researches, that no more ancient 
copy of the Leabhar Gabhaltas than is contained 
in this venerable manuscript can be traced in 
any of the celebrated collections of Europe. The 
writing is of the twelfth century, in the ancient 
Irish language and characters. In its present 
state the leaves are forty-two in number, written 
on both sides. The writing corresponds with that 
of the Irish copy of the Four Gospels in the Har- 
leian Library, No. 1282, which was written by 
Maelbrigda, A.D. 1138. The poems which it con- 
tains are of the seventh, eighth, ninth, and tenth 
centuries. Of this work the Four Masters, Col- 
gan, O'Flaherty, Bishop Nicholson, and all Irish 
antiquaries speak in terms of great respect. It 
is quoted in the Din-Seanchus, a manuscript of 
the thirteenth century in this collection ; and it 
is not improbable that it is the work on Irish 
history which Giraldus quotes in his Topographia 
Hiberniae, since the account which he gives of 
the first colonization of Ireland is but an abridg- 
ment of the traditions which are mentioned in the 
first pages of the Leabhar Gabhaltas. It is cer- 
tain that every document, every authority quoted 
in this manuscript is anteced^ent to the age not 
only of Giraldus but also of Tigernach, who died 
in 1088, and who quotes several of the ancient 
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poems which are here preserved, and besides, that 
most of these poems were composed before the 
Danes had made any permanent settlement in 
Ireland 

49. Leabhar Gabhaltas, or the Book of Con- 
quests. On vellum. A fragment of 18 pages in 
the Irish language and characters of the thir- 
teenth century. Folio. 

50. Brehon Laws, in the ancient Irish Ian- 
age and characters. On vellum. A fragment. 

he writing appears to be of the fourteenth cen- 
tury, and it 13 probably a copy of the Brehon 
laws, which are quoted by the Four Masters, 
and by them ascribed to King Cormac Ulfada, 
who reigned until A.D. 280. The first page of 
this MS. states that it is Cennfaelad's compilar 
tion of the Laws of King Cormac, collected by 
him at a place called Doire Luran, in the reign 
of Donnald, the first king of Ireland, who reigned 
at Temora in 629. The laws of the ancient Irish 
can now only be known from this Brehon manu- 
script, and from that which was formerly in the 
library of the Duke of Chandoe, at Canons, if it 
be still extant. The following note, in the hand- 
writing of the Right Hon. Thomas Grenville, is 
on a flv-leaf : " When Count Macartie's library 
was sold at Paris, I observed that the last article 
in it was only announced as ^an Irish manu- 
script :' conceiving it likely to be curious as be- 
longing to a literary Irish gentleman, I ordered 
it to be purchased, and gave 5/, or 6 L for it 
This MS., when examined by Dr. O'Conor, 
proved to be a collection of the Brehon laws, of 
which, as far as I am informed, there is no other 
perfect copy known. I gave this MS. to the 
library at Stowe. Thomas Grenville. 8 August 
1835." 

51. An ancient missal and ritual in the Irish 
language and characters of the tenth and eleventh 
centuries, in an ornamental cover. On vellum. 
Small quarto. The first pages of this manu- 
script contain the Gospel of St. John, in Latin, 
but in Irish characters, with an ornamented 
initial letter, and a figure of St. John, having 
the eagle, his usual emblem, hovering with ex- 
panded wings over his head. This Irish copy of 
St. John's Gospel is not divided into chapters or 
verses, and no break appears in the text from 
beginning to end. The next article is an ancient 
Irish missal, written in larger Irish characters 
than the preceding GK)spel of St. John. All the 
improvements which have been made in the 
Homan missal since the days of Bemo, A.D, 
1012, and which were univeisally adopted in 
Ireland at the Synod of Kells, 1152, are wanting 
in this ; and therefore this must be considered 
as the missal which was in use in Ireland before 
that time, probably from the days of Columban. 
It is, in fact, one of the most valuable monu- 
ments that has escaped the ravages of the tenth 
century. The Irish missal is followed by another 
work called " Ordo Baptismi," giving the rites 
and ceremonies of baptism, accorduig to the 
ancient practice of the Irish Church. The cover 
of this manuscript forms a square case of oak, 
seven inches and a-half in length, six in breadth, 
and two in thickness; on the upper and lower 
sides of the case are thin plates of silver, variously 
ornamented, and with engraved inscriptions in 
the Irish language and characters of the eleventh 
century. The translation of one of the inscrip- 
tions is ^' Pray for Donchad, the son of Brian, 
King of Ireland^*' which is considered by Dr. 
O'Conor as a proof that it was written before the 



year 1064, when Donchad was expelled as an 
usurper, being King of Ireland only de facto 
until that year, and never caUed King of Ireland 
after, but, on the contrary, noticed in the Irish 
annals as an usurper who is not numbered among 
the rightful hereditary monarchs of this kingdom. 
The upper side of the cover is richly decorated 
with crystals and coloured stones, CKmfined with 
silver twist, and divided into four compartments, 
forming a cross, and containing engravings in 
niello. On the first of these compartments is the 
crucifixion ; on the second is engraved the image 
of St. John the Evangelist, holding a square 
book on his breast in his left hand, and a scroll 
in his right, the former representing his gospel, 
and the latter his Yolumen, or Boll of tlie Apo- 
calypse. In the third compartment is the Virgin, 
wearing the Irish crown, rising in a triangular 
shape, and terminating in a trefoil, or seamroc, 
like the crown of Cathal on the walls of Knock- 
moy. The Virgin holds the infant on her right 
arm, whilst he gives the benediction in the Latm 
form, that is, by elevating the thumb, index, and 
middle finger to represent the Trinity. In the 
fourth compartment is a representation of an 
ancient Irish bishop in pontijicalibus ; in his left 
hand he holds his crozier, and with his right, on 
the middle finger of which may be distinguished 
his ring, he gives the benediction. His mitre is 
plain and conical ; but the crozier is ornamented, 
and so is his casula, or outside garb, along the 
fringes and breast of which is a profusion of 
smaU circles, representing jewels, which were 
used in the ninth and tenth centuries. The 
marginal ends and sides of the cover have also 
very curious ornaments, and brass figures of men 
and animals in high relief* From the general 
form of the case it would appear that the manu- 
script within could not have been intended for 
common use, but only to be produced on great 
occasions, like St. Kilian's Irish manuscript d 
the Gospels at Wiirzberg, which is exhibited 
annually on the day of his martyrdom, and laid 
on the altar for the reverence of a grateful 
people, in memory of that first founder of the 
Christian religion in Franconia. It is not pre- 
cisely known how or where this manuscript was 
discovered, or to what monastery or library it 
belonged. It was brought from Germany by 
John Grace, Esq., of Nenagh, in Ireland, who 
died without leaving any memorandum or info*- 
mation upon the subject Dr. O'Conor is inclined 
to believe that it was tal<en to the Irish monas- 
tery of Ratisbon by some of those Irish who 
carried donations thither in 11 30 from Tordelbach 
O'Brian, King of Munster, as stated in the 
*' Chronicon Katisbonense."

THE COMMISSIONERS OP INLAND REVENUE to the TREASURY. 

Inland Revenue, Somerset House, W.C., 
May it please youb Lorpships, November 25th, 1881. 

OxjE attention has been drawn to notices which have appeared in the 
public papers of a meeting of Excise officers, including delegates from all 
parts of the country, which took place in London on the 12th instant. 

The object of this meeting was to consider various resolutions urging an 
increase in the salaries, &c. of all officers of the Excise Service below 
the rank of collector, an extension of the private leave allowed, and other 
matters. 

The meetintg, though perhaps not a public one, was yet attended by 
reporters for the press, who were there by special invitation ; and not only 
have acooiints of ^e proceedings appeared in the newspapers, but editorial 
comments have also been made thereon. 

This has caused the agitation to assume larger proportions, and has lent to 
it adventitious importance which would not be due to the intrinsic merits of 
the officers who took part in it, or of the various questions discussed. 

We have, therefore, thought it right to lose no time in submitting to your 
Lordships our general view of these proceedings, reserving our fuller observa- 
tions on the questions raised at the meeting until we receive some petition 
relating to them for transmission to your Lordships. 

We have carefully read a very full report of the meeting in one of the 
Civil Service papers, and observed that the remarks of all the various speakers 
were on the whole couched in proper and becoming language. Had it been 
otherwise, we should ourselves at once have known how to deal with those 
who so offended. 

Although, however, we do not think that the language was of itself open 
to animadversion, yet we deplore the public agitation, especially as we. are 
clearly of opinion that the manner in which we have invariably received and 
considered any well founded causes of complaint by our officers affords no 
justification for such a line of conduct. 

We do not think it necessary to propose that your Lordships should take 
any special notice of this meeting, to which we do not attach any great 
importance. We firmly believe that, notwithstanding insinuations thrown out 
to the contrary by officers who have no pretensions to represent their 
colleagues, the service is to be relied on, as it always has been, for thorough 
loyalty. 

We feel that our first duty must be to consider the interests of economy, 
and it is clear that, so long as justice is done, the interests of the servants of 
the public must be subordinated to this all important consideration.

We come now to the consideration of the request that additional leave may 
be granted. Our Excise officers* have now 14 days holiday in the year, about 
the same amount as is granted in merchants' offices, but while adhering to the 
opinion previously expressed by us, that the question of comparison cannot 
arise between clerks confined to their offices and their desks and officers 
employed as ours are in the performance of duties for the greater part 
conducted in the open air and in journeying about the country, we would 
venture to beg that your Lordships would consider that from the nature 
of their duties, this class of officer is precluded from the enjoyment of 
bank holidays which others of our officers can avail themselves of, and in 
these circumstances we should be glad if your Lordships would sanction an 
additional seven days leave in the year, to be taken as the exigencies of the 
public service will allow. 

We do not conceal from your Lordships that this would entail a cost which 
might amomvt to 2,000/. or 3,000/. a year, but which we would, by arrangement, 
endeavour to reduce below that sum.

IIONOUBABLB SiRS, 

In accordance with the desire of the members of our department we beg to address to your 
Honours some explanation of the origin and extent of the dissatis&uition now so widespread among 
the officers of Inland Revenue. Knowing with what kind attention all representations made 
bj the members of this department have ever been received by your Honours, we feel emboldened, 
as the spokesmen for a united service, to state frankly and unreservedly what we consider to be the 
principid causes of the apparently chronic discontent ; and to point to the concessions which, if 
granted, would, in our opinion, give general satisfaction. While thus attempting to plead on 
behalf of the service, and necessarily touching upon questions of a very delicate nature, we are 
most desirous to maintain towards your Honours that respectful attitude which the circumstances 
under which we address you demand. 

We are aware that the report of the Civil Service Inquiry Commission is generally supposed to 
have dealt exhaustively with the grievances of this department. From this view we venture to 
dissent. For, whilst the Commission eulogised the Excise system, it did not enter into the question 
of the comparative importance of the work of Excise officials. We are therefore of opinion, that 
while the question of comparative importance remains unsettled, that of proportionate pay cannot 
be satisfactorily decided. Since then recent legislation has seriously affected this class of officials, 
whereby their work and responsibility have been vastly increased. We feel that this latter 
consideration alone affords sufficient justification for a readjustment of the relations now subsisting 
between the State and the officials affected thereby. 

Having premised so much we would further impress on your Honours that the views herein 
expressed, and the claims herein advocated, are not the particular views or claims of a class nor of 
a few leaders in the movement. They are the embodiment of the aspirations and desires of the 
service at large, and have for their object, not the amelioration of the condition of a section, but 
the contentment of the whole. 

Frequent expression is given to the opinion that the principle of yrec</o/« o/'cow/roc^ should 
govern and regulate the relations subsisting between the State and its employ ds ; that the law of 
supply and demand, which is supposed to obtain in commercial life, should here be fully 
exemplified ; and that the burdens of the contract, freely entered into, should be cheerfully and 
uncomplainingly borne. It is said that the members of the Civil Service have entered into an 
agreement with the State to perform certain duties, and to receive a fixed reward, with a complete 
knowledge of the advantages and disadvantages of the situation ; and, since open competition 
calls forth a sufficient number of candidates, there is no reason for increased emoluments. 

While admitting the principle here enunciated, we hold that no wise employer, who needs 
anything more than the most mechanical services, fixes the remuneration of those whom he 
employs by mere competition. If he desires something more than the mere doing of the work 
he includes that something more in his estimate. He wishes for a willing and intelligent service, 
for goodwill, for a disposition to make the business run smoothly ; and he cannot get these moral 
advantages at mere competition prices. In this department the need is even stronger. The

wn that in some departments the officials are assigned a particular class of duties, 
ice of which they are entirely confined, whereby they become unfitted for general 
xcise syst-em, on the contrary, renders it necessary that an officer should be intelli- 
d with all the sources of revenue, and the different meaps adopted for its security. 
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This principle of adaptability was desei^vedlj praised by the Civil Service Inquiry Commission 
mainly on account of resulting efficiency, and its extension advocated ; yet it has been productive 
of not a little discontent that the officers possessed of the wider range of qualifications, and better 
fitted for the performance of the general duties of Revenue officials, should be remunerated at a 
lower rate than those who, in other departments, are versed only in the requirements of a single 
dass of duties. The system which produces the more desirable result is praised, but the officials 
who are accomplished in the knowledge of the multifarious details necessary to its practical success 
are manifestly underrated. If officials, whose experience is general, whose qualifications are not 
restricted, and whose actual duties include those of several officials in another department, are to be 
paid at a lower rate of remuneration, we submit that it would only be fair that good and sufficient 
reasons should be shown for the continuance of such distinctions, which, otherwise, must necessarily 
result in feelings of discontent. 

A general opinion prevails among officers that the Civil Service Inquiry Commission did not 
enter into the nature of the work done, or the diversity of the knowledge required, and did not 
sufficiently consider the amount of technical training necessary for an efficient officer of Inland 
Revenue. This they may not have deemed within their province to do. Comparisons vnth sister 
departments may still be thought somewhat invidious ; and we may be blamed for thus placing in 
such prominence views calculated to annoy and irritate ; but we beg to assure your Honours thai 
it is with no such intention we have pointed to these anomalies. It is simply in the carrying out of 
tnir original intention, to be unreserved and frank in our statements, that we have felt compelled to 
give prominence to this part of the subject. 

While we thus emphasise the general efficiency and technical education of an officer, we would 
not overlook the no less important fact that recent legislation has considerably added to the 
responsibilities and work of the majority of the service. It will, we think, be readily admitted 
that the confidence now reposed in the numerous officials engaged in levying the beer duty is very 
much greater in amount and extent, both from a revenue and a trade point of view, than that 
existing .under previous fiscal arrangements. The officer is now vested with a discretionary power 
and an amount of trust, and the trader vnth a freedom of action and an opportunity for fraud, not 
thought advisable hitherto. The numerous visits made to breweries, the closeness of the inspection, 
the knowledge of trade secrets and modes of conducting delicate brewing operations, while adding 
very considerably to the work, have also greatly augmented the responsibility of the officials. 

It may be said that the technical knowledge required by the officers need not be anything more 
than superficial, and that it would be unfair to value the work of these officials by the standard of 
operative brewers and distillers, and general managers. If it be considered necessary to under- 
stand the process of manufacture, the chemical changes undergone, and the eflect produced — ^if it 
be ordered that officers are to closely watch all stages of the manufacture, i^om the introduction of 
the raw material until the production of the finished article — how are they to understand and 
inspect intelligently without thorough knowledge ? Or what value will the manufacturers place 
on the inspection of an officer who does not know minutely the process he professes to watch in 
the interest of the revenue ? We assure your Honours that so fully convinced have officers become 
of the necessity of this knowledge in the case of brewers that, with a commendable anxiety, they 
are now studying the different mechanical and chemical processes, witha view to a more intelligent 
inspection. 

If, then, the officers of the revenue must qualify themselves to be a check on the brewer, 
distiller, or other trader, we would submit that the service rendered the State by the official is 
as important as that rendered the proprietor by his operative brewer, distiller, or general manager. 

One of the objections raised by the brewing trade to the introduction of the beer duty was that 
the officer would necessarily become thoroughly acquainted with much which he had hitherto only 
observed superficially, and that it would be impossible to guard the particularities and peculiarities 
of the operations from officials, who would possess such oppoitunities of becoming sufficiently 
well versed in brewing operations as to be in a position to use their knowledge to advantage. 
We need not inform your Honours that such forebodings have been falsified by the manner in 
which the new duties have been performed. In placQ of grounds of serious complaint given to 
the trade we have been the recipients of many compliments as to the ability, discretion, and sense of 
honour exhibited in the discharge of delicate duties. Yet, while we take credit for the marked 
success attendant on thb practical administration of the Beer Act, we would not have your Honours 
take it as a proof that the service is, therefore, in a happy and healthy condition. We assure your 
Honours that we represent the all but unanimous opinion of the service, when we state that the 
energy shown, the tact displayed, the increased hours of labour, and the augmented responsibility 
cheerfully borne, are all viewed as so many additional arguments for increased pay and more liberal 
allowances, and that much disappointment will certainly result if these services be not recognised 
and rewarded on the part of the State. We also feel that a denial of the justice of the claims 
made on these grounds would be very detrimental to the efficiency of the department. It is 
generally believed that the labour has been increased by about 30 per cent^ and it is held thai 
there should be some practical recognition of the fact. 

It may still be urged, and has been stated, that ^^ the bulk of the work is of a nature 
" demanding physical strength and natural energy, rather than a high degree of education," and 
that in consequence such a high rate of pay is not necessary in this as in other departments. 
Such appears to have been the opinion of the members of the Civil Service Inquiry Commission. 
The error seems to have arisen in the absence of sufficient facts on which to form a just conclusion, 
and by an evident misconstruction of some important vivd voce evidence, and has acted very 
prejudicially to this department. This description may have been applicable at a much earlier 
period in the histoiy of the service, when the duties of an officer were more of a preventive 
character, — ^the work being heavy, and the revenue secured light; — but we hold that such a 
statement does not faithfully describe the requirements of the present. It may be quite true that 
in many stations physical strength and natural energy are required in addition to higher qualifica- 
tions, but there are few where such qualities are more important than the intelligence and 
discretion which usually accompany educational acquirements. We would again impress your 
'Honours with a fact already mentioned, viz., the importance of the technical training. This can 
only commence with the beginning of official Ufe, and if an officer is to become the thoroughly 
efficient servant your Honours desire and the country requires, he must be an industrious student 
throughout his whole career. As a proof of the educational acquirements and practical efficiency 
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of officials in the outdoor department we would point to the numerous instances in which it has

ivances existing under this head may seem, and are, of an insignificant diaracter when 
vith the inadequacy of salaries and allowances. They are neither of such magnitude 
iral ; yet they affect a number of officers, and contribute their quota to the general dia- 
. It does not require any argument to show that Ss. or 4s. per diem is a very inade« 
ance to an officer who undertakes all the responsibilitv and performs the duty of anotiier 
ddition to his own. Indeed, it often happens that this small amount is required and 
ed for additional refreshments and extra travelling. We would submit that 7s. or 8*. 
'ould be a fair allowance for such duty, and would not bear unfair proportion to the 
'he officials for whom the duty is performed. If examining officers of customs receive 
r for overtime, Excise officers must consider it unjust that even double work should be 
remunerated as to afford little more than extra refreshments and repay incidental 
We also beg your Honours* earnest attention to the fact that Excise officers perform dnties 
lolidays and on Sundays, and receive no extra remuneration, although in other and 
artments such services are rewarded by extra pay. Even in large commercial concemi 
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extraordinary Benrices of this description are now generally recognised and remunerated, and we 
hope that your Honours may recommend that a similar principle should obtain in this service* 

A distillery officer writes 2 — 

** At the distillery we consider this a very great grievance, and the sum given for duties per- 
formed totally inadequate. It not unfrequently happens that we have to take the place of an 
absent officer, and discharge his duties, for which he is paid, say, on an average, 9s. per day, whilst 
even an assistant, when officiating, receives salary and allowances at the rate of 5s. 6d. per diem.*' 

Another officer writes : — 

*^ 1 performed the duties of another general division, in addition to my own, for a period of six 
weekiB, and after defraying the extra necessary travelling and subsistence, my remuneration for 
these services amounted to Is, 3d, a day." 

Supervisors consider it an injustice that they should be called on to perform the duties of 
another supervisor or a collector and receive no remuneration whatever. They cannot understand 
why your Honours should admit the principle in the treatment of one grade of officers and omit it in 
another. Considering that supervisors are, as a rule, the most overworked of a 
we are respectfully of opinion that any extra work p^ormed by theniy either for 
other department^ should be rewarded by extra pay.

The fee given to officers (2/.) for the instruction of pupils is considered a po( 
services rendered. This task usually occupies six weeks, and it is a moderate 
two or three hours each day, and in many cases for a much longer time, the 
employed in this work in addition to his ordinary duties. In some cases we kno 
portion of the instruction was imparted in the evenings at the officer's house, 
that your Honours will, in consideration of the importance of the work and 
entailed, and in view of the fact that the sum paid remains the same as in 1704, ( 
services in this respect are not fairly rewarded. 

As one of the minor anomalies of the service we would point to the very mea^ 
stationery.

allowance is denied to assistants. This seems a glaring anomaly, as these officers 
to be as justly entitled to it as any other officials. We do not lay much stre 
matters as these ; we mention them to show the exceptional treatment of our 
unimportant details, as well as in in those matters of vital importance. 

Office Accommodation. 

The want of proper office accommodation is a fruitful source of annoyance and 
we cannot place the subject in a more convincing manner before your Honours thai 
communications which appear in the Appendix, reciting unexceptional experiences 

We may, however, briefly summarise the main facts. The grievance affects ii 
in a variety of ways : — The married officer is inconvenienced by having the pri^ 
invaded, and is frequently compeUed to set apart a room for office purposes, which 
and for this purpose he is frequently obliged to rent a more expensive house t 
would, and afterwards suffers pecuniarily from the incidental expenses which a r 
public entails. In addition to these expenses the cost of fire and light roust be 
the winter. The unmarried officer in lodgings is subjected to very great annoys 
cause, in many instances, he cannot obtain or retain the apartments he would pref 
much higher for his rooms, on account of the inconvenience attendant on such cii 
udually has no private apartments free from the visits of traders or officials. Ii 
public are also much inconvenienced, not only by the frequent change in the c 
but by the insufficient accommodation afforded. Assistants, when officiating, are n 
this respect than either of the foregoing classes of officials, and have frequently U 
officer to gain access to books and documents, having no secure place in whi( 
Officers are generally held responsible for the safe custody of official books and st 
we submit, 1^ provided with proper office accommodation.

That your petitioners earnestly invite your Lordships' attention to the following facts, which 
seem to be very pertinent to the foregoing claims, viz. : — That, although much less liberally treated 
than other Departments, they are in addition absolutely prohibited from engaging in any trade or 
business whatever, either directly or indirectiy, and that practically their hours of labour are 
unlimited, thus precluding them, m many wajrs, fi*om adding to their income, and thereby increasing 
the necessity for that proper remuneration to which on other grounds they feel justly entitied. 
That the peculiar exigencies of the service demand very frequent removals from place to place, 
thus entailing, besides many social hardships, much incidental expense ; preventing members from 
participating in the advantages of building and kindred societies ; placing them under other serious 
disabilities, and oflcoi causing considerable loss and inconvenience by a necessitated residence in 
expensive and undesirable neighbourhoods. That the proper performanoe of their duties has 
always demanded much self-denial, and frequently required prolonged and unseasonable hours of 
labour in unhealthy localities, where the comfort of an office is not available, whilst by the intro* 
ductionof the Beer Act, such hardships have been materially increased, the individual responsibility 
has been rendered so great, and fidelity on the part of the charging officer so important, that any 
want of diligence or care must materiaUy affect the revenue. Your petitioners, while admitting 
the necessity for such peculiar circumstances, are humbly of opinicm that they afford adequate 
reasons for a considerable and general increa^ of the salaries of this Department. 

That besides the general inadequacy of salaries, your petitioners have further to show : — 
(1.) That the amount of annual leave, in consideration of the arduous duties performed, and 
compared with that granted to officials in this and other Departments, similarly situated 
to the Excise, is inadequate, and they beg that twenty-eight days be granted to all ranks 
(^ the service. In support of this request your petitioners would state that other Depart- 
ments more favoura]i>ly circumstanced as to employment and time have a more liberal 
allowance of annual leave ; that the circimistances and surroundings in which the 
majority of officers have to perform their duties demand so much relaxation ; that the 
continuance of brewing operations has deprived most officers of that leisure during the 
summer which the cessation of malting formerly afforded ; that the period now allowed is 
so restricted that it affords little time for officers to pay an annual visit to friends at a 
distance ; that owing to the peculiar requirements of the service, your petitioners can but 
rarely avail themselves of Bank and other hdidays usually enjoyed by indoor officials and 
commercial employes ; and that even Sundays are not always free from some necessary 
official duty. 
(2.) That the present allowances for horse keep and subsistence are generally insufficient, and 
should be so increased and extended on the principle of the Playfair Report ^* that no 
** officer be out of pocket by reason of extraordinary expenditure for official purposes " ; 
that the allowance for " double duty " should be so increased as to render it a fair 
equivalent for the duties performed, and that this principle should also obtain in the case 
of any supervisor when required to perform duties other than those of his own district. 
Your petitioners desire to say that the additional time required for the proper perfoimance of the 
duties in connexion vrith the new Beer Act, the numerous visits, and the distances to be 
travelled, have rendered the preaent scale of horse and subsistence allowances generally 
inadequate. That supervisors and officers are under the necessity of defraying such extra 
expenses out of their scanty incomes, and that in fixing the existing scale of allowance for 
horsekeep, the interest on original outlay, the expense of grooming, and the depreciation 
in value of horse, vehicle, and harness were not sufficiently considered. That a supervisor 
occasionally performs the business of another supervisor in addition to his own, or acts 
for a collector, and receives no compensation, and that even when on leave, frequenUy no 
officiator takes charge of his district, and, that for the arrears of work done on resuming 
business, he receives no remuneration ; and that an officer occasionally performs the duties 
of another officer in addition to his ovni, while the allowance for such duty bears no 
equitable proportion to the amount of labour involved. In connexion with the subject 
of allowances your petitioners would further beg to remind your Lordships that even in 
such a small matter as the fee to officers for instructing pupils^ the amount awarded only 
serves to make what should be a most important duty, a wearisome, irksome, and ill- 
remunerated task — the fee, 2/., remaining the same as in the year 1704. 
(3.) That proper office accommodation for the Revenue and the public be provided wherever an 
official is stationed. Your petitioners beg to urge that they consider the principle enunci- 
ated by the Civil Service Inquiry Commission — ^that the revenue is responsible for the 
expenses incurred in the discharge of official duties — perfectly applicable to this claim. 
That in many stations and districts no such accommodation exists, although there is 
pressing necessity for such ; that in order to avoid inconveniencing the public, supervisors 
and ofl^rs are compelled tO give the use of their private apartments for public purposes, 
and for the necessanr accommodation no allowance is made ; and that in this respect there 
IS no parallel to be found in any other public Department 
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Tour petitioners feel sure that your Lordships have on 
anomalous state of things, so very different from 
other Depai*tment8, to ensure that justice will be < 
equal legitimate expenditure, and extra work re< 
degree with the duties performed.

My dear Mr. Courtney, 12th January 1883, 

You may perhaps have seen an article in'to-day*s paper on the grievances 
of Excise officers. 
It is based on three distinct allegations* 

(1.) That the petition of the officers was not duly considered. The full 
and detailed reports from this Board, forwarded to the Treasury in Novem- 
ber 1881, and, with the petition itself, in March 1882,* are sufficient proof of 
the inaccuracy of this statement. 

(2.) That officers performing the same duties in the Customs are paid a 
very much higher salary. This allegation must be intended to apply to the 
case of Inland Revenue officers employed in bonded warehouses. 

Customs examining officers are divided into two classes : — 

1st class - - - 220Z. by lOZ. to 300Z. 
2nd „ . - - llOZ. „ 71. 10s. to 2201. 

But of the total number (603) of examining officers employed in Liverpool 
and the other outports, only 99 are in the first class, thus leaving 504 in the 
second class, and very few of the first class are employed in warehouses. 
For instance, in the four large bpnded warehouses of Manchester, Leeds, 
Bradford, and Halifax, which this Board have recently taken over from the 
Customs, we found the examining officers wholly confined to the second class. 
For the purpose of comparison, therefore, the second class examining officers 
of the Customs must be compared with our division officers. It is true that 
the Customs officers have an annual increment of 11. 10s. as against 5Z., with 
the additional advantage of a maximum of 2201. instead of 200Z. But our 
Excise officers have the very considerable advantage of commencing at 140i. 
as against llOL, and their mean salaries are 170Z., as against 165Z. in the 
Customs, and further, while our division officer would attain his maximimi 
after 12 years' service, the Customs officer does not attain his maximum 
under 15 years, thus showing a very considerable advantage to the Excise- 
man, who, I do not deny, has more varied, perhaps more important, duties to 
perform than a Customs officer. 

There remains the case of the superior officer, who checks in warehouses 
the work of the division officer and examining officer.

It will be noticed that no moneys have been received on account of " One- 
ninth Revenue " since the quarter ended 30th June 1882. In explanation of 
this circumstance it may be stated that, when the loan of 230,000 I. from 
Messrs. Coutts was effected, all previous loans were paid off, and arrangements 
were entered into whereby the Customs Department should make the payments 
in respect of the interest and sinking fund of the said loan direct, instead of, in 
the first instance, paying the same to the Insular Government, to be by it 
remitted to Messrs. Coutts. In consequence of the arrangements referred to, 
which were made with the approval of your Lordships, the " One-ninth and 
Two-ninths of the Revenue " will be applied in part payment of the interest 
and sinking fund of the loan, and the quarterly transfers by the Customs 
Department to the Government of the Island will be suspended during the 
term thereof, i.€., 45 years, provided always, that the revenues of the Island 
do not, in the course of that period, attain such proportions that a one-ninth 
part would form a sum in excess of that required for the payments aforesaid, 
viz., 10,350 /. per annum. The Account of the " One-ninth Revenue " was 
closed by the transfer, on 24th July 1882, of the balance, in the hands of the 
Treasurer, of 1,276 /. 12 a. 1 c/., to the Isle of Man Accumulated Fund. 

With regard to the account of the last-named Fund, I have to report that the 
following payments were, on 3rd April 1882, made to the Public Works Loan 
Commissioners, out of the above-mentioned loan of 230,000/., which was autho- 
rised by your Lordships to be borrowed under the Isle of Man Loans Act, 1880 
(43 & 44 Vict. c. 8) :—

The payments for Interest included in the above sums, which amount to 
881/. 16 5. bd.y would, in the ordinary course, have been made out of the 
" One-ninih Revenue/' but there was, on 3rd April 1882, no balance stand- 
ing to the credit of that account. 

The queries to which I referred in my Report of last year as being at the 
time imdecided, have resulted in the recovery of sums amounting in the 
aggregate to 4 /. 7 ^» These sums have been duly placed to the credit of the 
Accumulated Fund in the Account for the year 1882-83. 

In conclusion, I would point out that the sum of 246 1.7 s. 9 d., payable out 
of balance in hand on 3ist March 1888, on account of Volunteer services in 
the Isle of Man, during the year ended 3 1st March 1883, may possibly be open 
to some slight revision. The reasons for this are given in a letter from the 
War Department, dated 7th June 1883, wherein it is stated that "the accounts 
" in which this expenditure is charged have not yet been rendered to this oflSce, 
" and that the Return has been compiled from statements specially called for 
** in order that the Return might be completed at an earlier date than here- 
" tofore, as directed in their Lordships' letter of 30th June last." Any variation 
in respect of the expenditure on account of the services in question will 
necessarily cause a corresponding alteration in the amount of unappropriated 
surplus due to the Island.

The Chancellor of the Exchequer states to the Board that the National Debt 
Bill will shortly come under discussion in the House of Commons, and, with a 
view to proceedings which will be necessary in the event of it becoming law, 
he calls the attention of their Lordships to the Acts regulating the reduction of 
the Debt. 

Provision is now made for the annual service of the Debt under two 
heads: — 

A. Loans included in the " Permanent Annual Charge of the Debt.** 

B. Loans not iucluded in that charge. 

B. — Loans not included in that Charge. 

The second head is relatively of small importance. It is not a charge upon 
the taxpayer at all, inasmuch as the loans comprised in it are reproductive, and 
the expenditure which they entail is more than counterbalanced by the revenue 
which they produce. It comprises (1) the loan for the purchase of the Suez 
Canal shares, and, (2) loans raised in order to enable the 'i reasury to lend 
money to local authorities or to individuals, under various Acts. 

1. A sum of 4,000,000 /. was borrowed in 1876 from the National Debt Com- i. Suez Loan. 
missioners, upon Exchequer Bonds at 3^ per cent., in order to repay to Messrs. 
Rothschild the amount advanced by them (with commission),* for the purchase 

of 176,602 shares in the Suez Canal. A sum of 200,000 /. a year is charged on 
the Consolidated Fund to meet interest and Sinking Fund on these Bonds. 
The principal outstanding on the 31st March 1883 was 3,591,600/.; the 
interest payable in the year 1883-84 is estimated at 125,200 /., and the Sinking 
Fund at 74,800 /. The last of the Bonds will be paid off on the 20th March 
1912, and up to that date the charge on the Consolidated Fund of 200,000/. 
will remain unaltered. 

2. It will be in the recollection of the Board that in the years 1873 and 1874, 2. L^al Loan 
the demands upon the Exchequer for loans under the Education, Sanitary, and ^^"®' 
other Acts became very large, and between 1874-75 and 1879-80 Sir Stafford 
Northcote was obliged to borrow considerable sums in order to furnish 

the requisite ways and means. The money was raised on the following

In 1879-80 the excessive demand began to abate, partly because the deficiency 
of school accommodation had been in great measure supplied, partly because large 
cities had learned to utilise their own credit, and ceased in consequence to come 
as supplicants to the Treasury. In that year Sir Sta£Pord Northcote made 
an arrangement enabling the National Debt Ciommissioners to advance 
moneys in their hands on Savings Banks Account directly to the Public 
Works Loan Commissioners, through whom loans for local purposes in Great 
Britain are made. But their Lordships will bear in mind that though 
direct increase of the National Debt is thereby avoided, an obligation is never- 
theless incurred, since these advances are only granted by the National Debt 
Commissioners upon the guarantee of the Treasury. 

In the year 1880-81 Birmingham paid off a large loan due to the Public 
Works Loan Commissioners, and the principal sum of loans for local works 
repaid to the Exchequer exceeded in consequence the advances for the same 
purpose by 889,000 /. The Exchequer balance being thus increased, Mr. Glad- 
stone paid off 1,000,000 /. of the Exchequer Bonds just mentioned, reducing the 
direct indebtedness incurred by the State on account of local loans to 14,150,000/. 

In 1881 Mr. Gladstone obtained power from Parliament to convert the Local 
Loan Exchequer Bonds then outstanding (7,750,000 /.), as they should fall due, 
into Stock, which was to carry a Sinking Pimd of one per cent, for the first four 
years, and 31. 4 s. 4 d. per cent, thereafter up to 1907-1908, when the whole 
amount will be redeemed.* 

The operation is now completed, 2,750,000 L Bonds having been converted 
into 2,764,565/. 6 s. 4d. Consols, and 5,000,000/. Bonds into 5,838,441/. 
6 s. 6 d. 2 J per Cents., making a total sum of 8,603,006 /. 12 ^. 10 rf. in Stock. 
In the current year the estimate is, for interest, 226,261 /., for principal, 
88,667 /. ; total, 314,928 /. The full Sinking Fund will be charged in 1887^88, 
and will amoimt to 276,730 /., and the total annual charge from that year to 
1906, inclusive, will be 505,628 /. 

No provision has been made for the redemption of that part of the Local 
Loan Debt represented by Exchequer Bills and Treasury Bills.

In 1887, when the Sinking Fund on the Stock will have reached its full 
amount) the charge will he 882,000 /., of which, in round figures, 370,000 1, will 
represent Sinking Fund. In 1912-13 the charge, under present arrange- 
ment, will be confined to interest on the Exchequer Bills and Treasury BillSr 
which amounted in the year 1882-83 to 176,542 /. 

Against this charge, which at its ma:^imum will amount to about 882,000 /., 
must be set, (1) the receipt of J 98,829 l. payable by the Egyptian Government 
in consideration of the purchase money of the Suez shares until 1894, when 
Her Majesty's Government will begin to receive profits as a shareholder, and 
(2) the interest payable to the Exchequer on account of Reproductive Loans, 
986,000/. (a receipt gradually decreasing under present arrangements), making 
a total receipt of 1,185,000 /. 

A.— Loans incliided in the ^' Permanent' Annual Charge of the Debt'' 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer passes now to the first and principal head 
under which provision is made for the service of the Debt, and he desires 10 
preface his remarks on the permanent annual charge by a comparison between 
the cost of the Debt in 1859, the year previous to the falling in of the 
Long Annuities, and the cost of the Debt in 1883-84. In 1859-60 the nation Finance AccounU. 
paid 28,638,725 /. on account of the Debt; in 1883-84 the cost of the Debt, 
both within and without the ^* permanent charge," is estimated at 29,729,000 /. 
But it must be borne in mind that the Debt service earns yearly a considerable 
sum which is now received into the Exchequer as Revenue, but which was not 
so receivable in 1 859. 

In 1874 Sir Stafford Northcote pointed out that the interest paid upon loans 
advanced by the State is Revenue in the strict sense of the word, and he 
proposed that thenceforward the sums repaid by bodies and individuals, who 
had borrowed money from the Exchequer, should be carefully separated into 
their component parts of principal and interest, and that the interest should be 
paid into the Exchequer as Kevenue. At the same time he announced his 
intention of appropriating the amount to be gained by Revenue at that date, viz., 
about 500,000 /. a year, to the reduction of Debt, and by its aid he created a 
terminable annuity of 651,681 /., which expires in 1885, and which will have 
redeemed, between 1874 and 1885, 7,000,000/. Stock. This arrangement 
should not be forgotten when the sum to be applied to reduction of the 
Debt is under discussion. 

It is estimated, as stated above, that in the current year interest upon loans 
advanced out of the Exchequer wUl amount to 986,000 /., and interest amounting 
to 199,000 l.y will be also received from the Eg)rptian Government on account of 
the Suez Canal Shares. These two sums, amounting to 1,185,000 /., will be paid 
into the Exchequer as Revenue, and should be set against the gross charge of the 
Debt, reducing the net charge to 28,544,000 /. in 1 883-84, against 28,639,000 /. 
in 1859-60. In fact, when all receipts which may properly be set against the 
Debt, both in 1859 and in 1883, are deducted, the charge of the Debt on the 
tawpajfer was, in 1859-60, 28,567,000 /. ; in 1883-84 it is 28,280,000 /. 

If the increase of population and of wealth, and the reduction of taxation 
in the interval be taken into consideration, it is impossible to deny that 
the charge of the Debt to the taxpayer is considerably less now than it was in 
1869. 

The term " Permanent Annual Charge" of the Debt has heen recently intro- 
duced into the Treasury Accounts of Income and Expenditure, and some reference 
should therefore be made to the circumstances, in 1875, which gave it origin. 
Sir Stafford Northcote, in the Budget speech of that year, said, ** I dii not take 
" either the extreme view of those who think that everything ought to be sacrificed 
" to the diminution of the Debt, nor of those who think it merely a question of 
^^ buying Consols at 92. I think we ought to make continuous and steady 
" efforts for the reduction of the National Debt, and that our efforts ought not 
" to be violent and spasmodic. They ought to have reference to the general 
" condition of the country and of its taxation. If you are in a state of circum- 
" stances in which taxation bears very heavily upon the interests of the country, 
" no doubt it would be a great deal better to devote your energies to reducing 
" taxation instead of devoting them to reducing Debt. But when, on the other 
" hand, our taxation is in a tolerably fair condition, we certainly ought to be doing 
" something in the other direction. I am boimd to say that I do not think this 
** House or that Parliament has any great reason to be proud of the amount^ j

" we have expended in the past years in the payment and reduction of Debt. 
'^ We are doing a good deal, but we are far from doing all that we might do. 
'' We are paying this year 27,200,000 /. for the Debt, but let us remember that 
" up to the year 1860 our ancestors, from the time of the peace, and ourselves 
*• in our earlier years, never paid less than 28,000,000 /., and often very much 
'^ more per annum, as the charge for the Debt." Sir Stafford Northcote proceeded 
on behalf of the Government to propose that the charge of the Debt should thence- 
forward approximate year by year to the sum which had heen invariably paid 
before 1860. Up to 1875-76 surpluses were applied as they accrued to reduce 
Debt, and the charge of the Debt was reduced by the interest of the Debt so 
redeemed. This principle of administration was to be changed, and the charge 
of the Debt was to be permanently fixed by Act of Parliament at 28,000,000/. 
a year. It followed, necessarily, that the interest on Debt redeemed would not 
fall at once to the benefit of the taxpayers, but would swell the Sinking Fimd 
or surplus applied to the redemption of Debt. Sir Stafford Northcote held out 
hopes that by 1905 213,000,000/. of Debt might be reduced. Parliament 
accepted the proposal, and passed the requisite Act. The permanent annual 
charge of ihe Debt is now 28,000,000/. It will be the same in 1890, in 
J 900, and until ParUament, by Special Act, repeals the late Government's Act 
of 1875. 

But between 1875 and 1883 charges of a temporary character have been 
added to the Debt. 

In 1 880 Sir Stafford Northcote provided for the Russo-Turkish and South 
African War Debts by creating a Terminable Annuity of 1,350,000/., expiring 
on the 20th March 1885, and for that period he increased the charge from 
28,000,000 /. a year to 28,800,000 /. 

In 1880 Mr. Gladstone obtained power to create a Terminable Annuity 
to make good the deficiency of the old Savings Bank Moneys in the hands of 
the National Debt Commissioners. This 'i'erminable Annuity amounts to 
83,672 /. 12 5. It expires on the 15th May 1908, and increases for that period, 
by a corresponding amount, the charge of the Debt. 

Lastly, in 1881, Parliament made a Free Grant to India of the loan of 
2,000,000 /., which the late Government advanced in aid of tbe Afghan War 
Expenditure, and Mr. Gladstone provided for the eventual extinction of the 
liability thus undertaken by converting the Consols representing the loan 
(2,049,259 /. 5 *. 9 d.) into a Terminable Annuity of 1 15,864 /. 10 5., expiring on 
the 5th July 1906, and for the currency of that annuity the charge of the Debt 
was increased by 120,000 /. a year. The balance in the Exchequer justifies the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer in asking ParUament to pay off in the current year 
1 ,000,000 /. of this Debt. If Parliament consents, the Annuity vfilL be diminished 
for the future by about one moiety, and Mr. Childers trusts that in favourable 
circumstances further instalments may be paid off f5pom time to time, so 
that within a comparatively short period the remnant of the Annuity may 
disappear.

one-lialf of the loan raised by the Imperial Government for India in 1879 
will be paid off at once, and 60^000 /. a year added thereby to the taxpayer's 
relief. 

5. That the Amendments to the National Debt Bill, which have been 
placed on the Notice Paper of the House of Commons, destroy Sir Stafford 
Northcote's settlement of 1875 ; that they are directed against that settle- 
ment more than against the National Debt Bill, and that they cannot 
be carried into effect without a special Act of Parliament, which must 
directly announce that the Nation deliberately reverses the settled and 
prudent policy of preceding Governments of both parties, and is prepared 
to give up the systematic reduction of the National Debt. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, in conclusion, mentions the chief reasons 
which induce Her Majesty's Government to ask the sanction of ParHament to a 
renewed system of terminable annuities. A terminable annuity is a fixed 
annual pa]nnent for a limited time, made up of interest and instalment of 
principal upon the Debt which the annuity represents. As the instalments 
of principal are repaid, the balance of Debt outstanding of course diminishes, 
and the charge for interest diminishes also. Hence, the annuity remaining 
always the same, the instalments of principal repaid increase in amount 
every year. Supposing, for example, the debt to be 1,000/., the rate 
of interest to be 3 per cent., and the annuity created for paying off the debt to 
be 130 /., the interest in the first year taken out of the annuity will be 30 /., 
leaving 100 /. as the instalment of principal to be repaid. In the second year 
the bdance of debt outstanding will be 900 /., the interest taken out of' the 
annuity will be 27 /., and the instalment of principal 1 03 I. In the third year 
the interest will be something under 24 Z., and the instalment of principal some- 
thing over 106 Z., and so on until at the end of the eighth year, the balance of 
Debt outstanding will be rather more than 100 /., the interest to be taken out 
of the annuity will be between 3 /. and 4 i, and the instalment of principal 
available between 126 /. and 127 I Thus the Debt would be rather more than 
paid off in the ninth year of the annuity. This is a very simple case, but it shows 
how in the later years of an annuity the portion of the annuity appUcable to 
repayment of principal increases, and how, therefore, the National Debt Com- 
missioners, as the chief holders of the annuities expiring in 1885, have been 
receiving of late very large instalments of principal, which they have to re-invest, 
and which they re-invest largely in Government Stocks ; but there is only a 
limited amount of Government Stocks in the market at the same time, and the 
presence of so large a buyer naturally increases the price of stocks. From the 
close of the Crimean War up to eii^ht or nine years ago. Consols maintained a 
remarkably even price of 92 to 93, but from 1875 they have increased steadily, 
until they have reached, and for some time maintained, an average price over 
par. 

It can hardly be doubted that the operation of the terminable annuities has 
contributed sensibly to this desirable result, and that the steady appUcation of 
the Sinking Fund contained in the annuities has not only reduced the Debt, but 
has materially assisted in raising the value of Government Stocks to such a point 
as brings a reduction of interest on tlie National Debt within the range of 
practical politics. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer need not point out the magnitude of the 
saving in the national expenditure to be derived f5pom a reduction of interest. 
That consideration alone justifies the Government in anxiety to make good their 
attack upon the charge of the Debt, and if the scheme be adopted, progress in 
this direction will be greater than it ever has been, since the principal repayable 
under the Bill year by year to the Chancery Division of the High Court must be 
invested in Government Securities, and an increasing demand for them must be 
the consequence. 

It may, no doubt, be said that the same result would follow the steady appli- 
cation of a fixed sum yearly to the reduction of Debt, without the intervention 
of the somewhat complicatedmachinery of terminable annuities. To such an 
objection the Chancellor of the Exchequer would reply, in the words of Sir 
Stafford Northcote, that our efforts for the reduction of the National Debt ought

to be steady and continuous. To effect that object it is important that every 
precaution should be taken to free Goverament and Parliament from a 
temptation to tamper in slight or temporary emergencies with the arrange- 
ments for the reduction of the Debt ; and experience shows that successive 
Governments and Parliaments have declined to tamper with these arrangements 
when they take the form of terminable annuities granted in lieu of stock 
belonging to the Savings Banks Account Yet in the course of the last 20 
years there have been grave emergencies and heavy demands on the public purse, 
and under both temptation has been successfully resisted. It cannot be said 
that a Sinking Fund not invested in the form of a terminable annuity elicits 
equal virtue in Government or Parliament. The Sinking Fund which Sir George 
Lewis established to extinguish the loans incurred in the Crimean War was at 
once set aside. Again, *^The New Sinking Fund,*" established in 1875, was 
invaded in 1880, and the greater part of it sequestrated for five years in 
order to meet a war charge ; while the anxiety now shown by statesmen of 
different parties to put an end in 1885 to the Sinking Fund estaUisbed^in 1875, 
must destroy the little confidence remaining in the efficacy of a simple Sinkii^ 
Fund. 

Theory, perhaps, may have difficulty in establishing a distinction between 
the two kinds of Sinking Fund, but experience shows that to the popular 
mind there is a real distinction. Government and Parliament, as matter of fact, 
do respect one arrangement, they do not respect the other. Conunon sense, 
therefore, must lead those who are sincerely anxious that the efforts for the 
reduction of the Debt should be steady and continuous to favour that form of 
Sinking Fund which has secured the popular respect. It is on that ground 
that the Government urges a renewal of a system of termuiable annuities before 
the present system expires, confident that it is the surest method of reducing not 
only the principal but the rate of interest on the Debt, and that they thereby 
make a double attack upon the dead weight charge which burthens the industry 
of the nation. 

My Lords i^ee with the Chancellor of the Exchequer. Let the necessary 
measures be taken in the Finance Division, so that there may be no loss of time 
in giving effect to the provisions of the Bill should it become law.

This Indenture made the 20th day of August 1883 between The City 
of Dublin Steam Packet Company (hereinafter called "the Company") 
of the first part the Right Honourable Henry Fawcett Her Majesty's 
Postmaster General (hereinafter called **the Postmaster General" which 
designation is intended to include the said Henry Fawcett and each of 
his successors in office Her Majesty's Postmaster General for the time being) 
on behalf of Her Majesty of the second part and Edward Hudson Kinahan 
of 11 Merrion-square in the City of Dublin Esquire ^d Thomas Plunkett 
Caimes of Stameen near Drogheda in the County of Meath Esquire of 
the third part Witnesseth that for the considerations hereinafter expressed 
or appearing It is hereby agreed arid declared between and by the parties 
hereto of the first and second parts and the Company for themselves 
and their successors as to the covenants and agreements hereinafter con- 
tained on their part do hereby covenant and agree with the Postmaster 
General his successors and assigns and the Postmaster General for himself

do SO take charge of the mails conveyed or tendered for conveyance by such 
vessel and adopt all necessary measures and precautions for the safety of the 
said mails to the satisfaction of the Postmaster General or the Inspector General 
of Mails and every such master or commander or officer duly a;uthori8ed by 
him having the charge of mails as aforesaid shall himself immediately on the 
arrival at either of the said ports or places of destination of the said vessels as 
aforesaid deliver all such mails into the hands of the Postmaster or other person 
at such port or place whom the Postmaster General shall authorise to receive 
the same receiving in like manner if required all the return or other mails to 
be conveyed in due course.

10. The Company shall not nor shall uny of the masters or commanders of 
any of the vessels employed or to be employed under this Contract receive or 
permit to be received on board any of the said vessels any letters for conveyance 
other than those contained in Her Majesty's Mails and such other letters as are 
not required by law to pass through the Post Office. 

11. The Company shall not convey in any vessels employed by them in 
pursuance of this Contract any nitro-glycerine or any other article which shall 
have been legally declared specially dangerous nor any article stores goods or 
merchandise other than stores and goods for their own use and other than 
horses carriages luggage or other necessary or usual incidents of passenger and 
parcels traffic. 

12. One of the vessels to be provided and employed as aforesaid shall 
immediately after the mails intended to be conveyed thereby are embarked 
twice daily (Sundays included) during the continuance of this Contract as here- 
inafter provided depart firom the said Admiralty Pier at Holyhead and proceed 
direct to Carhsle Pier at Kingstown aforesaid and also twice daily ^Sundays 
included) depart from Carlisle Pier Kingstown and proceed direct to the said 
Admiralty Pier at Holyhead aforesaid On and from the 1st day of October 1883 
up to and including the 30th day of September 1885 the average times allowed 
for the outward voyages of the vessels respectively conveying the down day and

Treasury Minute, dated 20th August 1883. 

My Lords have before them the Contract with the City of Dublin Steam 
Packet Company for the conveyance of Her Majesty's Mails between Holyhead 
and Kingstown from the Ist October next. 

Their Lordships' attention has been for some time directed to the terms under 
which this service has been performed during the last 23 years, and the change 
of the conditions which had occurred seemed to justify them, in July 1881, in 
deciding to call for new tenders. The proceedings which took place after that 
date led to the conclusion, in December 1882, of an agreement with the London 
and North Western Railway Company (subject to the approval of Parliament) 
for the performance of the mail service between London and Dublin at a cost 
to the public of 30,000 /. a year less than at present, and with an acceleration 
of 30 minutes in all. 

This arrangement would have been amply sufficient for postal purposes, for 
which alone the subsidy is nominally given. But under its terms there was no 
guarantee of provision for the conveyance of passengers under at least as 
fevourable conditions as those now subsisting; and for this reason it was 
extremely distasteful to Irish Members of Parliament «nd otliers interested in 
the passenger traffic between Holyhead and Dublin. In consequence of the 
opposition of this influential section of the community, the Provisional Contract 
was, by mutual consent, withdrawn, and the matter had to be dealt with afresh 
from the beginning. 

The subsequent proceedings are shown in the Papers annexed to this Minute, 
and my Lords need only here refer to the rejection of Mr. Holt's tender. This 
tender omitted the very service, the conveyance of passengers^ the adoption of 
which, as a reason for subsidy, had led to the abandonment of the former agree- 
ment, and it was therefore clearly inadmissible under present circumstances. 

It is now only necessary to call attention to the main points of the arrange- 
ment embodied in the Contract before the Board. 

1. It is to be in force for 12 years, and thenceforward until terminated 
by a year's notice on either side. 

2. For the first two years the service is to be the same as at present ; 
after that, there is to be an acceleration of 20 minutes on the outward and 
10 minutes on the homeward voyage. The reasons for the inequality of 
the accelerations are given in the Company's letter of 10th July. 

3. The amount of the subsidy is to be 84,000/. a year, and this is to 
cover the conveyance of Postal Parcels. The Government is to receive one- 
half of any surplus in the passenger receipts of the Company above 35,000 /. 
a year, as at present. 

4. Improved accommodation both for mails and for passengers is to be 
obtained by alterations in the vessels of the Compaqy ; but at the same 
time their boilers are to be so improved as to admit of a higher speed in 
the transit. 

5. The arrangements which have been made with the Railway Company 
for the convenience of passengers by the mail trains and steamers are shown 
in the correspondence between the Post Office and that Company annexed 
to this Minute. 

The new Contract, as compared with the old one, shows a saving to the public 
of 1,900 /. a year, besides an appreciable acceleration, improved accommodation, 
and gratuitous provision for the Parcels Post. 
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APPENDIX to Treasury Minute of 20th August 1883. 



No. 1. 

Treasury Minute, dated 17th April 1883. 

The First Lord of the Treasury and the Chancellor of the Exchequer state to the 
Board that on the 13th instant they received an important deputation, consisting of Peers 
interested in Ireland, of Irish Members of the House of Commons, and of representatives 
of the Dublin Coiporation and Chamber of Commerce, on the subject of the new Irish 
Mail Contract. 

The deputation pressed on the Government the importance of making some distinct 
provision in the new Contract for the accommodation of passengers on the sea voyage ; 
and they laid great stress on the former decision of the Government on this subject, as 
expressed in the Treasury Minute of 19th October 1855 and in the provisions of the 
Contract of 3rd January 1859, as regards the dimensions of the vessels to be employed. 

The First Lord and the Chancellor, without abandoning the general objections to 
subsidies for passenger purposes entertained by the Treasury, feel that in the present 
instance it is undesirable to depart from the spirit of the Treasury Minute of 19th 
October 1855 with reference to this particular service, even at the cost of a moderate 
charge on the taxpayers of the three Kingdoms. They are, therefore, oK opinion that 
the confirmation by the House of Commons of the Contract with the London and North 
Western Railway Company is inexpedient, and as they learn from un-official communica- 
tions with that C/ompany that the directors do not wish the Draft Contract to be laid on 
the Table, its confirmation by Parliament will not be sought. 

In these circumstances Mr. Gladstone and Mr. Childers propose that the Postmaster 
General should be det^ired to call immediately for new tenders, to be sent in as soon as 
possible, (a) for the performance of the sea passage between Holyhead and Kingstown 
in the time at present allowed, or in any shorter time, (i) for the performance of the 
whole service between London and Kingstown in the present Contract tune or in any 
shorter time, (c) from the London and North Western Railway Company for the per- 
formance of the land service in the present or any shorter time. 

Tenders under (a) and (//) should state the dimensions, speed, and (so far as possible) 
the sea-going qualities and stability of the vessels pronosed to be employed, alid the 
quantity and character of passenger accommodation provided by them, mentioning among 
other things the number of passengers they are licensed by the Board of Trade to carry. 
In the present state of nautical science it does not appear necessary to prescribe 
minimum dimensions, &c. for the vessels, but in calling for tenders reference may be 
made to the dimensions prescribed in the existing Contract, or those of the boats actually 
employed, as a guide to the character of the accommodation required. 

As it may be possible that one or other of the tenderers may not be in a position to put 
upon the service so soon so the Ist October next the vessels they propose ultimately to 
employ, they may be allowed to state a date at which they will be prepared to commence 
the service in a complete form. 

In previously agreeing to admit the possibility of a transfer of the Irish terminus from 
Kingstown to North W^, Dublin, the Government had in view, besides the actual terms 
of the accepted tender and the recommendations of some important bodies such as the 
Belfast Chamber of Commerce, the possibility that the access to the North Wall might 
be so improved as to obviate the objections formerly entertained to it. But as it appears 
that the proviso as to the North Wall was deemed to be antagonistic to future improve- 
ments in the class of steamers used on the service it would seem best that all reference to 
it should be excluded from the new forms of tender. 

My Lords concur and desire that a copy of this Minute be sent to the Postmaster 
General, in order that he may at once take Uie necessary steps for carrying its decisions

Tender 
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Tender No. 1. — This tender is identical with the tender sent in by this Company on 
Ist June 1882^ and is made, subject to the omission of the condition which imposes the 
same penalties for exceeding the specified times which were to have been imposed under 
the present contract, had the proposed large piers been constructed at Holynead ; I am 
desired to point out that no such condition was contained in the form of tender which was 
issued last year. Although the same times were named for the performance of the serrice^ 
tiiey were understood to mean average times, as stated in my letter of the 31st May 1882^ 
which would have implied a service identical with that bemg now performed under the 
existing contract 

Tender No. 11.— This tender is made in precise accordance with the form of conditions 
now issued, but, as owing to tlie insertion of the penalty clause, and the definition of the 
times as maximum and not average times, increased expense would be incurred by the 
contractors from the higher rate of speed diat would have to be maintained, while there is 
no mention of any intention on the part of the* Government of constructing the large per- 
manent piers at Holyhead, so as to insure such safe accommodation as would obviate the 
risk and delay arising from the nature and position of the present timber jetty, owing to 
which the penalties were never enforced under the present contract, my directors have 
been obliged to name a somewhat higher price than in Tender No. 1. 

Under Tenders Nos, I. and II., the directors do not propose to alter the arrangements of 
the ^)ackets, except so far as may be necessary to improve the second class accommodation, 
and in consequence of any increase of room which the Post Office may require. 

Tender No. 3. — Under this Tender it is proposed to carry on the mail service pro- 
vis! '^nally after the 1st of next October with the packets as they now are, and at the same 
rate i.^ payment as that named for the permanent service ; but before its commencement 
to provK^each of the four vessels with such increased means of generatii^ steam, while 
retaining the present engines, as will allow of the service being performed in the second 
alternative times named by the Post Office, or in 4 hours 7 minutes for the down 
service, and 4 hours 2 minutes for the up service. My directors venture to suggest 
these latter times, as they believe that, while they are justified in specifying a less time for 
the down service than that named in the conditions, it is not so practicable under similar 
conditions to perform the up service in the time there given with the same regularity. 
Besides increasing the speea of the vessels, the directors propose to enlarge the first-class 
passenger acconunodation by the addition of a poop, and to appropriate the larger part of 
the forward end of the vessel to the Post Office and second-class accommodation, which 
will allow of both being very largely increased. 

Tender No. 4. — To carry out this tender the directors propose to build four vessels 
with compound engines, superior in size, power, and accommodation, to any that have 
ever been constructed for Channel communication. The maximum times in the third 
alternative are tendered at, but the directors also propose 3 hours 45 minutes for the 
down service, and 3 hours 40 minutes for the up service, believing that such vessels would 
be capable of very satisfactory results. They have been obliged to name a somewhat 
higher price for the faster service. 

In these vessels the accommodation for both classes of passengers and for mail purposes 
would, of course, be far superior to any that could be provided by improving the present 
vessels. The provisional service would in this case be carried on with the present 
vessels on the present terms. 

When tendering in June 1882, as the Sesdon of Parliament intervening between the 
time when it was expected that the decision of the Postmaster General would be known, 
and the Ist October 1883, gave time for the necessarv steps to be taken to obtain a con- 
tinuance of the powers which this Company possessed under the present contract, and of 
through booking over the railway in case the Company were successful in obtaining the 
new contract, my directors did not think it necessary to refer to this subject except in 
a general way in the letter which accompanied their tender; but they brought in a Bill 
in die present Session of Parliament to secure these important objects which they have 
not as yet been able to advance beyond the preliminary stages. They now desire me to 
say that all the tenders which they make are necessarily based on the assumption that the 
passenger traffic will be carried and developed by the mail route, and that it will be 
absolutely necessary that similar through-booking arrangements to those proposed by the 
Company's Bill shall be secured to them either by the passing of such a measure or in 
whatever way may seem best to the Postmaster General. 

If in the future the revenue from passenger traffic exceeds the sum of 35,000 /. a year, 
the directors will be prepared to divide the excess with the Post Office as under the 
present contract. 

The directors propose, under Tenders III. and lY., to use mechanical appliances 
in shipping and landing mails and luggage. To enable them to carry out this object 
successfully, it would Be necessary that the transfer of the mails should be left, as far as 
possible, in the Company's hands, and the requisite checking done on board the vessels, 
and that the railway van doors, &c., should be constructed m the way best to facilitate 
the speedy transfer, and it may be requisite that the platforms on the piers, both at Holy- 
head and Kingstown, should be raised to a level with the van doors. 

As tender S^o. IV. would involve the expenditure of a large additional capital, the 
sanction of the shareholders in the Company must be obtained. This tender is, tnerefore,

In view of the recent Debates in the House of Commons, the directors are of opinion 
that it is better they should abstain at this time from tendering for the sea service ; 
consequ^ntlv, they do not propose to avail themselves of the opportunity which has been 
afforded to them of sending in a fresh tender for the combined land and sea service. 

The directors, while not only willing, but most anxious to facilitate the conveyance of 
the mails between Holyhead and all parts of their railway system, regret that they are 
unable to tender for the land service under the conditions now proposed ; they are, how- 
ever, prepared to undertake the service on the terms contained in the correspondence 
which took place when the previous tenders were under consideration.

Full legal control by the Postmaster General, under notice from him, over two 
mail trains daily in each direction, between Chester and Holyhead, in addition to the 
Irish mail trains. 

(b,) The use by the Postmaster General of all passenger and goods trains on the 
Chester and Holyhead line, for conveying mails without extra charge, 

(c.) Such other privileges, with respect to the Chester and Holyhead line, as are 
embraced in the Contract between the Post OflSce and the London and North 
Western Railway Company, of the 26th June 1856, so far as the same are appli- 
cable. 

2. As it is stated in your letter of the 11th July that tlie conditions of your offer are to 
be the same as those contained in the Draft Contract recently settled between the solicitor 
of the Post Office and the solicitor of the Coinpany, the Postmaster General assumes that 
it is intended that the duration of the new Contract should be ten years from the Ist 
October next. Probably, however, the Company would not object to extend the term for 
a somewhat longer period should the Postmaster General enter into a Contract for the sea 
service for such extended period. 

3. Referring again to the conditions of the Draft Contract, the Postmaster General 
assumes that the provision contained in Clause 15 of the draft, as to the loading and 
unloading of midls, may be taken to apply to the transfer of the mails between the 
trains at Holyhead, and such boats as may be employed under any contract with the 
Postmaster General, so far as the assistance of the Company's servants may be required 
by the Postmaster General or the boat contractors. 

4. The Postmaster General understands from the last paragraph of the letter of the 
1 1th July that the London and North Western Railway Company, acting upon the sugges- 
tions contained in the letter from this Department of the 5th ultimo, will consent to the 
insertion in the new Contract of provisions binding the Company : — 

(a,) To carry passengers and parcels (other than post parcels) bv the mail route at 
through rates between Euston and Kingstown, and to give all such facilities in 
respect of passenger and parcels traffic between those plac^es as are usual or useful 
for the convenient working of railway traffic, includins: amongst other things through 
booking, through tickets and invoices, loading and unloading ; such through rates to 
be apportioned between the London and North Western Railway Company and the 
City of Dublin Steam Packet Company, according to mileage, or in such odier 
manner as may be agreed between the C<»npanies. 

(b.) Not to charge unduly high fares for passenger and parcels traffic by the special 
mail trains between Euston and Eangscown, or by the oranch mail trains running 
in connection therewith. 

With reference to the last-mentioned subject, the Postmaster General thinks it would 
be desirable that the Railway Company should state what fares they would propose to 
charge by the special mail trains, as compared with the trains meeting the North Wall 
Boats, and that the provision in the Contract should be explicit on the subject 

I shall be glad to be informed, at your earliest convenience, whether the Postmaster 
General is right in the view he has taken, as stated by me, on the several points I have 
referred to.

mentioned in the letter of the 11th July are respectively intended to cover the service

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hitherto rendered over the Chester and Holyhead line in return for the subsidy referred 
to^ as well as those specified in the Draft Contract/' is in accordance with the under- 
standing of the Directors^ and the same remark applies also to sub-sections A. B. and C. 
of the same paragraph ; with the exception of the local mail trains referred to in sub- 
section A., only one in each direction having been run since the commencement of the 
Contract in 1860, and the Directors contemplated in their new tender that the service 
would be conducted as at present, with one train in each direction only. 

Secondly. — The Postmaster General is correct in assuming that the period proposed 
for the duration of the new Contract was to be 10 years, the same as that mentioned in 
the Draft Contract settled between the solicitor of the Post Office and the solicitor of this 
Company, and the Directors prefer to adhere to that term. 

Thirdly. — As to paragraph 3, clause 15, of the Draft Contract, a^eed to by the solicitors, 
was only applica.ble to the combined land and sea service in the hands of the Company, 
and I must remind you that the transfer of the mails to and from the steamboats at Holy- 
head is now performed by the Steamboat Company, and, in making the tender under 
consideration, the Directors did not contemplate any change in the mode of performing 
those services. 

With reference to paragraph 4, sub-section A, I beg to point out that the insertion of 
such conditions as are suggested by the Postmaster General has never hitherto been 
required in any contract made between the Department and this Company for the con- 
veyance of Her Majesty's mails, but the Directors, being desirous to meet as far as 
possible the wishes of the Government, will consent, under the special circumstances of 
the present case, that the Contract should, in the interest of the travelling public, provide 
for the conveyance of passengers and parcels, and for through booking and other facilities 
now in force. 

As to sub-section B. of paragraph 4, in my letter of the 11th instant, I directed your 
attention to the decision ox the Railway Commissioners with reference to the question of 
fares, and I have now to repeat that the Directors of the Company will act during the 
continuance of the new Contract in conformity therewith.

Articles of Agreement made the 1 7th day of January 1883 between the 
Right Honourable George John Shaw Lefevre Deputy for The Right 
Honourable Henry Fawcett Her Majesty's Postmaster General (herein- 
after called the Postmaster General) and on behalf of Her Majesty of 
the first part The Isle of Man Steam Packet Company a Joint Stock 
Company established and carrying on business at Douglas in the Isle of 
Man and hereinafter called the Contractors of the second part and Henry

3. That one of such vessels shall durmg the months of October November 
December January February March and April in each year (which said months 
are for the purposes of this Contract to be considered as winter months) leave 
Liverpool for Douglas daily (Sundays excepted) as soon after the mails have 
bt en embarked as the state of trie tide and the wind and the weather will permit 
and that another of such vessels shall during such winter months leave 
Dbuglas fur Liverpool daily (Sundays excepted; as soon after the mails have 
been embarked as the state of the tide and the wind and the weather will 
permit. 

4. That the contractors shall and will also during the continuance of this 
Contract convey by any other ot their vessels which may run between Liver- 
pool and Douglas or between Liverpool and Ramsey and between Douglas 
and Ramsey in the said Isle of Man all such mails as shall for that purpose be 
tendered to the contrwctors their officers or servants by the Postmaster General 
or any of his officers together with a guard in charge thereof if required it being 
understood however that the Company are to be at liberty to fix the times of 
arrival and departure of such vessels. 

5. That the contractors their officers or servant^ shall receive the mails upon

6. The said vessels to be employed under this Contract in performance of

mails have been embarked, as the state of the tide and the wind and weather 
will permit ; and another of such vessels shall during such months leave Douglas 
for Liverpool daily (Sundays excepted) as soon after the mails have been 
embarked, as the state %{ the tide and the weather will permit. 

The contractors shall, during the continuance of the Contract, convey by any 
other of their vessels which may run between Liverpool and Douglas, or 
between Liverpool and Ramsey, and between Douglas and Ramsey, all such 
mails as shall be tendered to them by the Postmaster General, with a guard 
to take charge of them ; it being understood however that tise Company are to 
be at liberty to fix the times of arrival and departure of such vessels. 

The vessels to be employed under the Contract in the regular service between 
Liverpool and Douglas shall run direct from one port to the other at a rate of 
not le^^s than 14 nautical miles an hour in summer, and 12 nautical miles in 
winter (weather permitting), and the contractors' servants shall disembark 
and deliver the mails at the appointed piers or landing-staues. 

In case of neglect on the part of the contractors, the Postmaster General may 
hire other vessels, at the expense of tbe contractors, to carry on the service. 

For these services there shall be paid to the contractors out of such supplies 
as shall be voted by Parliament, and placed at the Postmaster General's' disposal 
for the purpose, the sum of 4,500 /. a year, by equal quarterly payments on 
1st January, 1st April, 1st July, 1st October in each year, and so in propor- 
tion for any less period. 

The Contract shall continue in force until 30th September 1884, including 
that day, and shall then determine, provided that a six months' notice in writing 
shall have been ffiven by either side ; and if no such notice shall have been given 
the Contract shall continue in force until the expiration of a six months' notice 
terminating on and with the 30th September in any subsequent year, on the 
expiration of which notice the Contract will determine accordingly. Provided 
always, that on account of default on the part of the contractors the Postmaster 
General may, by writing under his hand, absolutely determine the Contract 
without any previous notice, and without incurring any claim to compensation 
or forfeiting any riglit to remedy for previous breaches thereof. 

The Contract contains the usual conditions as to exclusion of Members of 
Parliament from interest in the agreement, assignment of Contract, and approval 
by the House of Commons. 

The Contract provides for daily delivery of letters, to and from the Isle of 
Man, a service which my Lords think is no more than sufficient to meet the 
feir requirements of the inhabitants of the Island, but owing to the difficulties 
incident to the passage during the winter months, my Lords have been unable 
to obtain more favourable terms from the Isle of Man Steamship Company. 

My Lords are of opinion that the Contract should be approved. 

Let a copy of the Contract, and of the above Minute, be laid before tlie 
House of Commons. 

Let the Financial Secretary submit a Resolution to the House giving effect to 
the Contract, in accordance with the Order of the House of 13th July 1869. 

Inform the Postmaster General of the date when the Contract receives the 
approval of the House of Commons.

Trbasury Minutb, dated 14th June 1883. 

Thb Chancellor of the Exchequer states to the Board that since the adoption 
by the House of Commons, on the 29th March last, of a resolution that the 
time had arrived for reducing the minimum price of tel^rams to sixpence, he 
had carefully considered how and when the wish expressed by the House of 
Commons could be carried out. 

He reminds my Lords that in his Financial Statement he said, *^ After the 
" Resolution of the 29th of March, I do not think it would be respectful on my 
^^ part to put out of question the reduction in the minimum price of telegrams. 
^^ As I promised, I have already commenced a careful inquiry into the estimates 
*^ made by the Post Office as to the cost under several plans of the reduction to 
^^ the minimum charge of sixpence. I cannot, at this moment, anticipate the 
** results of that inquiry; but I propose to set aside 170,000/. out of my 
" balance to enable me, if possible, to carry out the change in the course of the 
" present year." 

Mr. Childers has since been in frequent communication with the Postmaster 
General on the subject, and has ascertained that, if directions be now given to 
provide the additional plant, &c., expected to be required for the intr^uction 
of any rate, with sixpence as a minimum, the reduction could be made on the 
1st of October 1884. Mr. Fawcett has satisfied him that it would be necessary 
first to expend about 500,000 /. in new main lines of telegraph and other works, 
of which as much as 200,000 /. might be brought in course of payment in 
the present financial year. 

The Chanicellor of the Exchequer has also discussed with the Postmaster 
General the probable loss which may be expected from the adoption of one or 
another of the tariffs suggested by Mr. Fawcett, with the following results : — 

I. Free addresses to be abolished, and a halfpenny charged for each 
word, including the address ; minimum charge, sixpence. 

Estimated loss of income in first year of adoption, 170,000 1. 

n. Address of receiver to be free, but that of sender to be chained for; 
sixpence to be charged for the first five words, and twopence additional for 
each subsequent five words. 

Estimated loss of income in first year 270,000 /. 

III. Scale as in (IL)^ but both addresses to be free. 

The loss would be larger than in (II.), and the preliminary expense would be 
increased from 500,000 L to 625,000 I. 

It appears to the Chancellor of the Exchequer that Scheme (III.) involves 
too heavy a charge on the public ; and without prejudging the question whether 
Scheme (I.) or Scheme (II.) should be adopted (a decision on which question 
may well be postponed for further inquiry), he recommends that general 
authority be given to the Postmaster General for the necessary preliminary 
expenses, expected to amount to 500,000 /. It will, however, of course be 
necessary to obtain specific Treasury authority for each work in the usual 
manner. Mr. Childers is further prepared for an expenditure of 200,000 /. in 
the current year ; and he recommends that the Postmaster General be in- 
structed to prepare a Supplementary Estimate, not exceeding this amount, for 
early presentation to the House of Commons in the usual manner. 

My Lords concur, and desire that a copy of this Minute be sent to the 
Postmaster General for his information and guidance.

Dear Mr. Courtney, 9 March 1883. 

Thbrb were one or two questions raised in the discussion in Committee of 
Supply last night on which you may expect some remarks from this Office. 

1. First, as regards Supplementary Estimates. 

I am afraid that it is improbable that the Stationery Office will ever be able 
to frame its original Estimates with the exactness which the House naturally 
expects from Departments which have the power Of controlling their own 
expenditure. 

The War Office and Admiralty can leave off enrolling recruits or building 
ships at any moment if their funds are running short, ai:Kl,~excepting in cases 
of unforeseen emergency, such as an Egyptian War, — need never ask for a 
Supplementary Vote. 

But with the Stationery Office the case is very different. This Office, as 
Mr. Smith pointed out, is the servant of every other department of the State. 
It cannot possibly foresee with any certainty the calls which may be made 
upon it ; nor can it, in one case out of ten, without risk of public inconveni- 
ence, decline absolutely to meet demands made upon it. 

It must be remembered, too, that in most cases printing, to be of service, 
must be done at once ; and that, tlms, the Stationery Office cannot, like the 
Office of Works (the Department with which it has, perhaps, in other respects, 
the most in common) postpone its work, on the grounds of deficient funds, 
to another financial year. Its choice, as a rule, is to decline to print altogether, 
or to print at once. 

The limits of variation between the minimum and maximum of unavoidable 
expenditure must, for these reasons, always be very wide ; and though the neces- 
sity for a Supplementary Estimate might, no doubt, as Sir Henry Holland and 
others who spoke suggested, be avoided, tlie alternative, — which could only be 
to make a first demand for a sum the necessity for which it might at the time 
be very difficult to prove, — would be, perhaps, scarcely less objectionable. 

The practice in framing the Estimates is to ascertain, as nearly as can be 
done at the time, — that is, you must remember, three or four months at least 
before the end of the financial year, — what wiU be our expenditure for the 
current year, and, after consulting the several offices, to make deductions 
from the sum thus arrived at for expenses not likely to recur, and additions to 
meet any expected fresh expenses, and then, as nearly as we can guess it, to 
ask for a siun about half-way between the possible maximum and minimum 
of our wants. I am very sorry that of late years we have, as the event has 
proved, underrated the growth of our liabilities. 

2. Mr, Arthur O'Connor asked why it was that expenditure had increased 
since the Re-organisation of the Department three or four years ago. 

No mere rearrangement of the clerical staff could, nor was it ever supposed 
112. A that 
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that it would, have any appreciable effect on the gross expencRture of the 
Department. 

Ilie object of the re-organisation was, to improve the working power of the 
office by a more systematic division of the business, which had latterly much 
increased^ into separate branches under responsible bt^ads. It was mentioned in 
the Report quoted merely as an incidental consequence of the new organisation 
that, according to an actuarial calculation, it would ultimately lead to an 
economy in salaries and pensions. 

The explanation of the growth of the Vote is very simple. It is, that much 
additional work has, since the re-oi^nisation, been thrown on the Department 
The number of demands received at the Stationery Office (though such figures 
are at best a very poor guide) was in 1 879-80, — the year of the re -organisation, — 
43,219. The demands received in 1881-82 were 49,410, and the number 
received this year (though the year is not yet ended) has already exceeded by 
more than 600 the total of 1881-82. 

The quantity of printing required for almost every Department borne upon 
the Votes in 1879 has increased, and is still increasing steadily. 

But this is not all. Over and above this steady growth, which (it is as well to 
face the fact) the Stationery Office is almost as powerless to check as if it were the 
operation of a natural law, several new Services have, since the 1st April 1879, 
been thrown upon the Votes. The following are the most important, but not 
all:— 

The cost of stationery, &c., for Regimental and Brigade Depots, and for 
Navy Yards, Victualling Yards, and Hospitals at Home ; for Consular and 
Diplomatic Services, including Embassies and Legations Abroad; the 
cost of printing of every kind resulting from the passing of the Land and 
Crime Repression Acts in Ireland ; the business connected with the 
publication of the Customs " Bills of JEntry,'* &c. 

In some cases, — as, for instance, supplies for regiments, &c., — sums equal to 
or larger than those thrown upon Stationery Office Votes have been abated from 
the Votes of other Departments, the object of the change being to secure the 
economy obtained by the wholesale purchases of the Stationery Office, and to 
bring together in the same accounts all kindred expenditure. 

In other cases, — as, for instance, supplies for most of the Embassies and 
L^^tions Abroad, — the charges are altogether new, being thrown for the first 
time on the public purse, and represent clear additions to the emoluments of 
the officers benefited, charged to Stationery Office Votes. 

3. You know, I think^ that the matter which was the subject of Mr. 
Labouchere^s complaint (delay in obtaining copies of Bills for the use of 
Members) is not one to which the Stationery Office has anything to Siiy. 

The Houses of Parliament have, by the Resolutions passed last Session, 
retained in their own hands the custody, &c., of papers of all kinds required for 
the use of their own Members or officers, and still give, as they always have 
done, their own orders to the printers. 

None of the contemplated changes in printing arrangements, which have 
been the subject of so much discussion^ come into operation before the end of 
1886, and until then the present contracts, and all the arrangements connected 
with them, remain in force. 

4. Mr. Cubitt wished you to tell him what steps had been taken to carry out 
the recommendations of the Joint Select Committee of the two Houses on the 
Stationery Office, of which he was a member in 1881. 

The Committee included in their inquiry three separate questions : the storage 
and sale of Parliamentary Papers, the printing and circulation of the Statutes, 
and the arrangements for printing papers sent to the press by order of either 
House. 

The powers necessary to enable the Treasury to carry out the recommenda- 
tions have been obtained from Parliament, and, so far as they relate to the 
storage and sale of Papers, effect has already been given to them. 

The objections to the storage and sale arrangements, as they existed until 
last year^ were, as you will remember — 

a. That there were three separate stores of Parliamentary Papers (in 
many instances the same), one for the House of Lords, another for the 
House of Commons, and a third for the pubUc. 

b. That

b. That it was impossible to issue a Paper printed for the House of Lords 
or House of CSommoas without in each case first obtaining a written order 
in the name of the Clerk of the Parliaments or the Speaker. 

c. That a ^* Lords Paper*' could not be bought at the same place as a 
*^ Commons Paper/' 

d. That anything like a systematic examination of sale accounts was 
impossible. 

This has now been changed : all Papers, with the exception of those required 
for the use of Members or officers of the House, are placed unreservedly in the 
custody of the Stationery Office, and have been collected into a single store, 
from which all can be at any time issued, without the delay and unnecessary 
correspondence involved by application in each case fpr the sanction of the 
Parliamentary officials. 

The sale business has been placed in the hands of agents, who will sell all 
Parliamentary Papers without distinction, and account in the ordinary manner 
for their sales. 

With regard to the publication of the Acts of Parliament, the Committee 
made more than one proposal. The first was for a revision of the Promulga- 
tion List, — the ** antiquated document, substantially the same as one condemned 
by a Committee of the House of Commons in 1835," — on which the gratuitous 
distribution is made to magistrates and other public functionaries. 

A Committee has been sitting at the Home Office for some months to pre- 
pare a new list, and has made considerable progress with the work. 

Another recommendation was that an alteration should be made in the 
Documentary Evidence Act of 1868; This has been done^ by a short Act 
passed last Session. 

The time has not yet come for carrying out the other recommendations of 
the Committee, which relate to Parliamentary printing contracts and the sale 
of Acts of Parliament. But the necessary arrangements for doing so are, as 
you are aware, under consideration. 

5. I am afraid that, desirable though it would no doubt in some respects be, 
it would be found very difficult to carry out Mr. Smith's suggestion, that each 
office should be made to pay lor its own printing, without forfeiting more, 
perhaps, than would be gained, by lessening the controlling power of the 
Stationery Office, which, though imperfect, is of visible advantage. 

If, however, the House and the Treasury agree that it is important that the 
expenditure of Departments for printing, as well as for other matters, should 
be brought to the notice of Parliament at the time that their Votes are under 
consideration, this could be secured without any difficulty by an Order directing 
that in place of the general Return usually issued with the Stationery Office 
Estimates, the sums paid in the year or two last past for printing, &c., for 
each Department should be shown prominently on the face of its own Estimate. 

6. The Stationery Office fortunately is not, like a good many other offices^ 
required by law to present an annual, report to Parliament, and unless it were 
insisted upon would not be inclined to do so. 

Statements are already published showing the amounts spent each year for 
the several Public Departments, and, as the chief contracts are usually given 
for several years, and there is little or no change in the system on which the 
work is conducted, it is not clear what further information could be added with 
advantage. There may be excellent reason for requiring annual reports from 
offices administering Trust Funds, such, for instance, as the Ecclesiastical or 
Charity Commissioners ; but in the case of other offices such reports may be 
not only useless but mischievous. 

A report appearing every year is very apt to be thrown on one side, or at 
most glanced at only by a few specialists, and thus, if on occasion the office 
issuing it has anything of importance to say, it loses the chance of obtaining 
the hearing which a specially issued report might otherwise have secured it. 
It is the old story of the shepherd boy crying " wolf" too often. 

7. The question of the distribution of Papers to Members is, strictly speak- 
ing, outside the province of the Stationery Office, but I think perhaps, judging 
from some of the remarks made upon it, that the proposal which formed the 
subject of Mr. Buxton's Motion was not fully understood. If adopted it would 
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not take away from either Government or private Members any of the 
advantages which they now possess^ as any Member taking the trouble to 
express a wish would get exactly what he does now, with the addition of a 
schedule of the Papers issued, containing notes of their contents. 

Of course, as Mr. Smith remarked, the main cost of printing is the first 
expense of preparing and correcting the type ; and it is only by limiting or 
condensing matter to be ?et up that any great economy can be hoped for. But 
though relatively trifling, the mere cost of paper and press-work in transactions 
so large as printing for Parliament is considerable. The diflference of price 
between a " full " delivery and a *' short '' delivery of the Papers presented to 
Parliament by Command alone in 1880, — that is to say, the ^difference between 
the cost of an issue of 1,650 and of 650 copies, — leaving out of the calculation 
all Papers printed by Order of either House, some of which, such as the Esti- 
mates, &c., are very ponderous, would have been very little short of 5,000 /. 

I have not at hand the same information as to Papers printed during that 
Session by Order of the Houses ; but as their numbers were considerably greater, 
and the prices at which they are paid for are higher, the diflference of cost 
between the long and short delivery would certainly not have been less than 
in the case of the Command Papers, — making a diflference of 10,000/. at least 
on the Parliamentary Papers of one Session. 

It was not, however, with a view only to the convenience of Members, or to 
the comparatively small savings to which it might lead in the first year or two, 
that the suggestion to which Mr. Buxton called attention was given to the 
Joint Committee. It was made rather with the idea that some such system as 
that sketched might in time prove the means of showing which of the many 
hundred Papers now printed really are of public interest, and which are not, 
and thus indicate the direction in which more important economies might con- 
veniently be looked for. Still, if Parliament, which best knows its own real 
wants, does not think it wise to make any further changes, we can have nothing 
;o say, excepting perhaps to express a hope that the House of Commons, 
ing the objections to economy in its own printing, will be disposed to 
the Estimates of the Stationery Oflice in a very tolerant spirit.

Treasury Minute, dated 26th February 1866, relating to the submission 
of Memorials to the Treasury by Subordinate Officers in the Civil Service 
without the permission of the Heads of their Departments. 



My Lords, having observed that several memorials from officers who hold 
situations in different Departments of the Civil Service, complaining of their 
position and seeking increases of salary, or a new and more favourable 
classification, have been addressed to this Board, in some cases transmitted 
directly by the parties themselves, in other cases through Members of 
Parliament and other influential persons, deem it necessar}'^ to take the subject 
of the mode in which such representations should be brought before the 
Executive Government under their serious consideration. 

It is far from the desire of Her Majesty's Government that any classes 
of public servants, or any individuals, should be debarred from making a 
respectful representation in regard to any matter in which they may feel 
aggrieved, and my Lords will always be prepared to give every such repre- 
sentation their full consideration ; still less can they intend to offer any 
obstacle to the most free action on the part of Members of the Legislature 
who, on public grounds, may consider it their duty, whether in Parliament 
or by communications to this Board, to call attention to cases of grievance 
on the part of individuals, or who may (which is a very different step) enter 
upon questions affecting the remuneration and other conditions of semce 
under which classes of public officers are employed. • 

It is equally the duty and the desire of my Lords to afford every proper 
facility for such representations, and to give to them their impartial attention. 

But there is much inconvenience in and serious objection to the reception 
of applications coming from any of Her Majesty's Civil Servants on matters 
affecting their personal interests or position, except through the head of the 
Department to which they belong. 

My Lords believe that they do no more tlian justice to Her Majesty's Civil 
Servants when they state their conviction that in this country the principles 
of subordination to the heads of Departments are well understood and 
cheerfully acquiesced in, and they feel equally convinced that, on the part of 
the heads of Departments, there is an earnest desire to pay all due regard 
to the wants and wishes of subordinate officers ; and it is mainly because 
their Lordships are convinced that the recognised rule and course of 
proceeding, viz., that of representations being made by subordinate officers 
through the heads of Departments, is essential to the maintenance of proper

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It is the duty as well as the wish of their Lordships to give the most careful 
consideration to every representation made to them in the recognised way on 
behalf of any public servant (whatever be his social status or his official rank), 
with regard to his position, salary, and prospects of promotion, and also with 
regard to the amount of his retiring allowance on his quitting the public service. 

It is the practice of their Lordships to consider questions of salary with 
reference to the duties and responsibilities of the individual or class whose case 
is brought before them, and to decide upon them after communication with the 
heads of the Department concerned. 

In fixing the amount of the retiring allowance in those cases where the 
Legislature has left them a discretion, my Lords are in the habit of proceeding 
upon certain principles which they have prescribed for themselves, and within 
the limit of those principles they endeavour to deal with each case impartially 
upon its merits. 

It appears to their Lordships that any attempt on the part of an officer to 
approach them on these matters through the private intercession of persons 
unconnected with his department, is virtually imputing to this Board either that 
it is likely to turn a deaf ear to a reasonable application, unless supported by 
political influence, or that it may be induced to accede to an unreasonable 
application if such influence be brought to bear upon it.

Admiralty Minute, dated the 15th January 1869, respecting the use of 
Political Influence by Naval Officers or Civil Servants. 



The Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty have observed with regret the 
nunjerous applications received, publicly and privately, at the Admiralty, from 
Members of Parliament and other persons possessing political influence, 
advocating the claims of individual Naval Officers for appointments and 
promotion. Attempts are also not unfrequently made by gentlemen employed 
in the Civil Departments under the control of their Lordships to induce this 
Board, by similar means, to accede to requests for increase of salary or other 
advantages. 

It is essential to the welfare of the Public Service and the maintenance of 
proper subordination, that all representations, hoth by Naval Officers and by 
Civil Servants, should be made through their official superiors, and that it 
should be distinctly understood that this course of proceeding is the only^ 
proper and recognised one. 

The attempt on the part of any Naval Officer or Civil Servant to approack 
them on these matters through the private intercession of persons not officially 
connected with the applicant, is virtually imputing to this Board, either that it 
is likely to turn a deaf ear to a reasonable application, unless supported hy 
political influence, or that it may be induced to accede to an unreasonable 
application if such influence be brought to bear upon it. 

It is therefore to be clearly understood that no application, in relation 
to promotion or appointment, or increase of pay or allowances, will be 
entertained, unless forwarded througli the proper offi,cial superiors ; and that 
an attempt to obtain the sanction of this Board to any application by such 
improper solicitation as is hereinbefore referred to, will be treated by their 
Lordships as an admission that the case is not deserving of consideration on its 
own merits, and the application will be dealt with accordingly.

REPORT of the Comptroller and Auditor General upon the Accounts of the Com- 
missioners of Woods, Forests, and Land Revenues, of the Receipt and Expenditure 
of the Capital and Income of the Land Revenues of the Crown for the Year 
ended the 31st March 1882 ; prepared and submitted for the information of the House 
of Commons, in pursuance of the 37th and 39th sections of the Act 14 & 15 Vict. cap. 42. 

By the terms of the 3rd Article of the Agreement scheduled in the Act 40 Vict. c. 25 
(Local Acts), an instalment of 40,000 /. became due, and was payable by the Hull Dock 
Company on or before the 31st August 1880, on account of the purchase of the Hull Citadel 
Estate in the County of York. 

The Company applied to the Commissioners of Woods for permission to postpone 
payment of this instalment until the 31st August 1881, and the Lords Commissioners 
of Her Majesty's Treasury authorised the Commissioners of Woods to assent to the 
arrangement on the condition that 4 per cent, interest should be paid on the amount. ' 

The Company subsequently anticipated payment of tie instalment and of the entire 
residue of the purchase-money, in pursuance of the Agreement already referred to. 

The deferred instalment, which was due on 3l8t August 1880, was paid with interest on 
12th April 1881, and the residue on the 8th August 1881.
